The  report  of  the  Grand  Master,  with  appendix, 
being  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  was  sub- 
mitted, as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  GRAND  MASTER. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

Brothers — It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  greet  you  here  to  this,  our 
Seventy-fourth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Body.  I 
hope  and  expect  that  each  member  present  will  receive  some  ben- 
efit from  this  meeting,  and  that  each  and  every  Representative 
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present  will  take  part  in  all  the  transactions  of  the  business  that 
may  come  before  this  Body.  This  is  your  Grand  Lodge  and  you 
are  responsible  for  its  actions  and  you  should  not  do  anything  that 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  Order  at  large  or  to  your  Individual 
lodge,  so  that  it  behooves  each  and  every  one  of  us  to  thoroughly 
consider  every  question  that  comes  before  this  assembly,  to  act 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  at  large  and  for  the  various 
lodges  through  the  State. 

District  Deputies. 

The  District  Deputies  which  I  appointed  a  year  ago  to  assist 
me  in  my  work  have  been  very  faithful,  and  I  have  been  compelled 
to  rely  upon  them  to  a  very  great  extent,  as  it  is  impossible  for 
any  one  person  to  attend  to  all  of  the  affairs  of  the  various  lodges 
throughout  the  State.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  I  have  had  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  each  and  every  one  of  my  District  Deputies 
and  have  at  no  time  asked  any  favors  or  assistance  of  them  that 
they  have  not  performed  and  performed  willingly.  I  believe  that 
each  of  them  has  endeavored  to  do  his  duty  to  the  best  of  his 
ability,  and  to  them  I  owe  a  great  deal  of  the  success  of  my  admin- 
istration as  your  Grand  Master,  and  I  wish  to  thank  each  and 
every  one  of  them  personally  for  their  hearty  co-operation  during 
the  last  twelve  months. 

District  or  County  Meetings. 

Many  of  the  counties  throughout  the  State  have  held  District 
Meetings  during  the  past  year,  many  of  which  I  have  attended, 
and  a  great  many  that  I  have  been  unable  to  attend  on  account  of 
business  engagements.  These  meetings  have  been  of  great  benefit 
to  the  Order,  and  I  believe  that  every  county  should  have  a  county 
organization  and  hold  at  least  one  District  or  County  meeting  each 
year.  By  so  doing  they  become  better  acquainted  with  the  mem- 
bers throughout  the  county  and  learn  something  about  what  their 
neighbor  lodges  are  doing,  and  gain  many  ideas  that  are  of  vast 
importance  to  each  and  every  member  of  the  Order  throughout 
the  State.  In  many  of  these  County  meetings  there  has  been  too 
much  time  devoted  to  degree  work  and  not  enough  time  devoted 
to  the  social  part.  I  do  not  believe  that  it  is  advisable  to  attempt 
to  confer  more  than  one  degree  in  the  Subordinate  Branch  and 
one  in  the  Kebekah  Branch,  and  then  devote  the  remainder  of  the 
time  to  the  social  side  of  the  fraternity  and  to  discussing  matters 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Order  throughout  the  county,  or  district, 
wherein  the  meeting  is  held. 
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Restoration  of  Expelled  or  Suspended  Members. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I  have  received  com- 
munications from  various  lodges  asking  permission  to  restore  to 
membership  brothers  who  had  been  expelled  from  the  Order,  and 
in  each  instance  I  have  granted  the  request.  The  following  is  a 
list  of  the  individuals  who  have  been  restored  to  membership  and 
the  lodges  asking  for  their  restoration :

Dispensations. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I  have  granted  dis- 
pensations to  institute  one  Rebekah  Lodge  and  to  resuscitate  two 
Rebekah  Lodges  (see  Report  of  Grand  Secretary  for  the  names 
and  numbers  of  the  lodges). 

It  appears  to  me  that  there  are  a  number  of  places  throughout 
the  State  where  lodges  should  be  instituted,  and  I  have  requested 
at  different  times  certain  District  Deputies  to  institute  lodges  at 
various  points  in  their  county.  I  hope  that  during  the  next  term 
there  will  be  more  lodges  instituted  than  there  have  been  during 
the  past  term. 

Lodges. 

The  various  lodges  throughout  the  State  of  Indiana  at  the 
present  time  are  in  excellent  condition,  with  very  few  exceptions. 
Iu  almost  every  lodge  in  the  state,  harmony  exists  among  the 
members  and  they  are  doing  more  or  less  work.  There  is  no  doubt 
in  my  mind  but  what  there  is  not  a  lodge  in  the  State  that  can 
and  will  do  more  work  during  the  next  twelve  months  than  they 
have  during  the  last  twelve,  providing  the  members  will  become 
a  little  more  active  and  devote  a  little  more  time  to  this  work. 
In  a  few  instances,  the  officers  of  the  lodge  have  been  dilatory 
about  attending  to  their  duties,  and  in  these  cases  the  lodge  has 
done  no  good,  nor  can  do  no  good  unless  the  officers  who  have 
charge  of  the  lodge  do  their  entire  duty. 

During  the  last  six  months  it  has  been  necessary  for  me  to 
visit  only  one  lodge  in  the  State  in  an  official  capacity  to  attempt 
to  adjust  a  controversy  which  had  arisen  between  the  Subordinate 
Lodge  and  the  Rebekah  Branch.  This  subject  will  be  more  fully 
presented  later. 
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Appeals  for  Aid. 

Since  the  1st  of  October  of  this  year  I  have  received  communi- 
cations from  three  different  lodges  throughout  the  State  appealing 
for  assistance,  and  I  have  informed  each  of  these  lodges  that 
owing  to  the  fact  the  Grand  Lodge  would  meet  in  a  short  time, 
that  they  prepare  and  present  their  petition  to  this  Grand  Body 
for  its  action.  My  reason  for  so  doing  was  that  In  each  of  these 
cases  I  have  felt  that  it  was  an  important  question  to  decide,  and 
one  that  every  lodge  in  the  State  would  be  interested  in,  and  for 
the  further  reason  that  it  appeared  to  me  that  their  request,  if 
granted  by  this  Grand  Body,  would  bring  aid  in  due  time. 

Report  by  Counties. 

I  have  compiled  from  the  reports  of  my  various  District  Depu- 
ties the  following  report,  which  shows  the  number  of  lodges  in 
each  county,  the  number  of  members  admitted  in  each  county 
between  January  1,  1910,  and  July  1,  1910,  also  showing  the  num- 
ber that  have  withdrawn,  the  net  gain  or  loss  and  the  membership 
on  July  1,  1910.

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Sanders  Lodge,  No.  307,  and  Martha  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  269. 

Martha  Rebekah  Lodge  was  resuscitated  in  the  winter  or  spring 
of  1909  and  held  its  meetings  in  Sanders'  Lodge  Hall  until  some 
time  in  June,  1910.  From  what  I  have  been  able  to  gather,  no 
arrangement  was  made  about  the  Rebekah  Lodge  meeting  in 
Sanders'  Lodge  Hall  other  than  that  the  Rebekah  Lodge  was  to 
pay  one-third  of  the  light  and  fuel  bill.  Members  of  each  lodge 
carried  keys  to  the  lodge  room.  Some  time  during  the  month  of 
June,  some  of  the  members  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge  went  to  the 
lodge  hall  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  the  hall,  as  they  felt  that 
the  hall  needed  a  thorough  cleaning.  After  they  had  cleaned  the 
hall,  some  remarks  were  made  about  the  condition  of  the  hall,  and 
this  was  offensive  to  some  of  the  Subordinate  members.  They 
also  claimed  on  this  occasion  that  the  Rebekahs  opened  their  ward- 
robes and  other  apartments  in  the  lodge  room  where  their  para- 
phernalia was  kept.  The  result  was  that  the  locks  were  changed 
on  the  doors  and  the  Rebekah  Lodge  has  not  been  permitted  to 
meet  in  the  hall  since  some  time  in  June. 

I  requested  my  District  Deputy  to  visit  these  two  lodges  and 
see  if  the  matter  could  not  be  adjusted.  He  did  so  and  used  his 
best  efforts  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation,  but  was  unable  to  do 
so.  On  August  3d,  I,  in  company  with  my  District  Deputy,  visited 
Sanders  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  this  matter  with  them 
and  the  lodge  had  known  for  a  week  or  ten  days  prior  to  that 
date  that  I  would  be  present.  Out  of  the  seventy-seven  members 
of  this  lodge,  only  six  were  present  on  August  3d,  the  Noble  Grand 
and  Vice-Grand  both  being  absent,  and  with  only  six  members 
present,  I  was  unable  to  accomplish  anything.  I  report  these  facts 
to  this  Grand  Body  and  hope  you  will  take  such  action  as  you 
may  deem  proper. 

Chapman  Lodge,  No.  78,  of  Dillsboro,  vs.  Chosen  Friends  Lodge, 
No.  13,  of  Aurora. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  this  matter  was  in  a 
way  brought  before  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals. 
This  is  a  controversy  over  who  should  reimburse  the  Improved 
Order  of  Red  Men's  Lodge  at  Dillsboro  on  account  of  nurse  hire 
that  had  been  paid  out  by  the  Red  Men's  Lodge  to  a  brother  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Chosen  Friend's  Lodge  and  also  a  member  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Red  Men  who  resided  In  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Chapman  Lodge.  It  became  necessary  for  me  to  appoint  a  com- 
missioner to  take  the  evidence  in  this  case  and  report  to  thi* 
Grand  Body,  and  on  September  2d,  I  appointed  C.  F.  Northern, 
P.  G.  M.,  as  such  commissioner,  and  his  report  has  been  fll©d  with 
the  Grand  Secretary. 
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Our  Home  at  Greensburg. 

On  October  27,  I  made  my  official  visit  to  the  Home.  The  Pres- 
ident of  the  Assembly  had  intended  to  accompany  me  on  this  visit, 
but  owing  to  previous  engagements  she  was  unable  to  do  so.  No 
one  had  any  knowledge  of  my  Intention  to  go  to  the  Home,  other 
than  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  and  my  visit  was 
wholly  unexpected  by  the  Matron.  I  felt  that  in  order  to  find 
out  the  true  condition  of  affairs  at  this  institution  it  was  the 
proper  thing  to  make  my  visit  at  a  time  when  I  was  not  expected. 
I  arrived  at  9:30  and  spent  the  entire  forenoon  in  visiting  with 
the  guests  and  going  through  the  various  departments  of  the  insti- 
tution. On  that  date  there  were  136  guests  in  the  Home — 82 
adults,  14  of  which  were  in  the  Hospital  Department,  and  they 
were  expecting  two  other  guests  to  arrive  at  any  time,  who  would 
be  placed  in  this  department.  There  were  54  children  in  this  insti- 
tution— 31  boys  and  23  girls.  Thirty-nine  of  these  children  were 
attending  the  public  schools  at  Greensburg.  Fifteen  of  them  were 
too  young  to  attend  school.  So  far  as  I  was  able  to  ascertain,  the 
institution  was  in  first-class  condition  and  the  guests  were  being 
cared  for  in  an  excellent  manner  and  the  majority  of  them  were 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  treatment  and  care  they  were  receiv- 
ing. I  visited  each  of  the  dining-rooms  at  the  noon  hour  to  ascer- 
tain what  provisions  were  being  furnished  these  guests.  I  found 
they  were  provided  with  good  and  wholesome  food.  The  children 
all  came  to  the  Home  for  their  dinners  that  day,  and  as  a  rule  do 
so,  except  when  the  weather  is  bad,  some  of  them  take  their  din- 
ners with  them.  After  dinner  I  spent  the  most  of  the  afternoon 
in  going  over  the  farm,  which  consists  of  136  acres.  The  things 
around  the  barn  were  in  good  condition  and  the  farm  Is  well  cared 
for  and  Is  being  made  more  productive  each  year.  The  corn  crop 
is  an  excellent  one.  The  orchard  was  being  pruned  by  one  of  the 
old  brothers,  who  appeared  to  enjoy  his  work  and  was  taking  as 
much  interest  in  the  care  of  the  trees  as  though  he  were  the  real 
owner.  The  lawn  around  the  buildings  and  the  driveway  are  kept 
in  first-class  condition  by  some  of  the  brothers  who  are  guests  of 
this  institution — in  fact,  each  of  the  guests  who  are  able  to  per- 
form any  manual  labor  have  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  but  are  not 
required  to  do  more  than  they  are  able  to  do.  Those  who  have 
charge  and  control  of  this  institution  are  entitled  to  a  great  deal 
of  credit  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  they  are  managing 
the  same.  Every  Odd  Fellow  and  Rebekah,  when  he  or  she  has 
the  opportunity,  should  visit  this  institution  and  see  for  them- 
selves what  is  being  done  by  the  Order  in  the  way  of  caring  for 
the  old  and  Indigent  Odd  Fellows,  their  wives  and  also  the  or- 
phans of  Odd  Fellows. 
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Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  was 
held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  on  September  19th,  one  of  Indiana's  distin- 
guished Odd  Fellows  was  elevated  to  the  highest  position  in  the 
world — that  of  Grand  Sire,  something  that  every  Odd  Fellow 
through  the  State  should  be  proud  of,  to  know  that  Indiana  has 
been  honored  with  the  highest  position  it  is  possible  for  one  to 
obtain,  and  every  brother  throughout  this  jurisdiction  should 
strive,  during  his  term,  to  build  up  the  Order  in  the  State  and 
thereby  show  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  we,  as  Hoosiers, 
appreciate  the  honor  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  us.  I  feel 
sure  that  the  brother  who  has  been  elevated  to  this  position  is 
ready  and  willing  to  do  whatever  he  can  in  his  power  to  help 
build  up  the  Order  throughout  the  world,  and  more  especially  in 
his  own  jurisdiction.  This  good  brother  has  done  something  that 
no  other  Grand  Sire  has  ever  done — that  is,  in  the  way  of  offering 
an  inducement  to  the  jurisdictions  throughout  the  world.  He  has 
offered  to  preseut  to  the  State.  Territory  or  Province  that  makes 
the  largest  gain  during  the  year  of  1911  a  silver  cup,  and  we  as 
Indiana  Odd  Fellows,  should  see  to  it  that  Indiana  wins  this  cup. 
This  can  be  done  if  each  one  of  us  throughout  the  State  will  take 
an  active  interest  in  the  building  up  of  the  Order.  He  has  also 
offered  to  the  lodge  that  makes  the  greatest  gain  during  the  same 
period,  a  banner,  and  I  hope  that  this  banner  when  it  is  presented 
will  remain  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Indiana.  Let  each  one  of 
us  do  what  we  can  to  make  Brother  John  B.  Cockrum's  term  as 
Grand  Sire  a  complete  success. 

Without  any  solicitation  on  the  part  of  the  Indiana  Odd  Fel- 
lows, the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  selected  Indianapolis  as  its  next 
meeting  place,  which  meeting  will  be  held  next  September.  This 
is  also  an  honor  to  our  jurisdiction  and  this  Grand  Body  should 
take  some  action  in  the  near  future  to  make  arrangements  to  enter- 
tain tbe  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  visiting  brothers  from 
different  parts  of  the  world.  This  will  be  a  big  undertaking,  but 
Indiana  is  able  to  take  care  of  the  situation  and  will  do  so,  but 
it  will  be  necessary  for  this  Grand  Body  to  have  the  co-operation 
of  the  lodges  throughout  the  State. 

Laws. 

My  experience  has  taught  me  in  the  last  12  months  that  a  great 
many  of  our  Lodges  throughout  the  State  do  not  supply  themselves 
with  the  latest  edition  of  the  General  Laws  and  even  though  they 
do,  they  fail  to  make  use  of  them.     Many  communications  have 
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been  received  by  me  that  if  the  party  who  wrote  the  communica- 
tion had  spent  as  much  time  in  looking  up  the  law  as  he  did  In 
writing  the  communication,  he  would  have  known  what  the  answer 
would  be. 

In  my  opinion  there  are  a  few  changes  that  should  be  made  in 
our  General  Laws.  One  is  in  regard  to  the  manner  of  procedure 
in  case  a  Lodge  has  a  claim  against  another  Lodge  for  sick  ben- 
efits paid  out  to  a  member  of  a  Lodge  other  than  its  own.  Under 
the  present  procedure  it  is  very  inconvenient  if  a  Lodge  should 
have  a  claim  against  another  Lodge,  especially  if  the  Lodges  are 
in  different  parts  of  the  State.  The  sections  of  the  law  which 
cover  this  point  are  Section  237  and  following  sections. 

Another  change  that  I  think  should  be  made  is,  that  the  law 
should  be  so  changed  that  a  Lodge  would  not  be  permitted  to  loan 
its  funds  to  its  members.  My  experience  has  taught  me  that  more 
or  less  trouble  arises  from  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge. 

I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  a  change  should  be  made  in  Sec- 
tion 5  of  the  Constitution  in  regard  to  the  representatives  to  this 
Grand  Body.  I  would  suggest  that  this  Section  be  so  amended 
that  one  to  be  eligible  as  a  representative  to  this  Grand  Body 
should  also  be  a  member  of  the  Rebekah  Degree,  for  the  reason 
that  this  Grand  Body  legislates  for  the  Rebekah  Branch  of  the 
Order  and  no  brother  is  in  a  position  to  vote  intelligently  upon  a 
question  pertaining  to  this  branch  unless  he  is  a  member  thereof. 

Rebekah  Branch. 

This  branch  of  the  Order  is  not  in  as  good  a  condition  as  it 
should  be,  and  I  feel  that  the  brothers  throughout  the  State 
should  pay  more  attention  to  it  in  the  future  than  they  have  in 
the  past.  Only  a  small  per  cent,  of  the  Subordinate  members  are 
members  of  the  Rebekah  Degree,  and  we  as  Indiana  Odd  Fellows, 
should  maintain  the  standing  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  and  keep  it 
at  the  head  of  all  jurisdictions  of  the  world,  for  the  reason,  if  for 
no  other,  that  this  Degree  was  established  by  Bro.  Scuyler  Colfax, 
an  Indiana  Odd  Fellow.  During  my  term  I  have  endeavored  to 
do  whatever  I  could  to  assist  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assem- 
bly in  building  up  this  particular  branch  of  the  Order  and  have 
also  suggested  to  my  District  Deputies  that  it  needed  their  assist- 
ance. 

Deaths. 

Since  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Body  there  have  been 
taken  from  us  by  death,  Bro.  Henry  Schrader,  who  died  August 
17,  1910 ;  he  was  and  has  been  for  several  years  an  active  worker 
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in  this  Grand  Body.  Bro.  James  B.  Kenner,  P.  G.  M.,  who  died 
on  August  26.  He  had  been  an  active  member  of  this  Grand  Body 
for  a  number  of  years  and  had  filled  the  highest  position  possible 
for  one  to  obtain  in  this  jurisdiction.  Bro.  Charles  Comley,  my 
District  Deputy  of  Benton  County,  died  on  August  27.  He  had 
served  in  the  capacity  of  District  Deputy  of  this  County  for  some 
time  and  was  a  good  and  faithful  worker. 

Questions  and  Answers. 

The  appendix  to  this  report  contains  a  list  of  questions  that 
have  been  propounded  to  me  and  my  answers  thereto. 

The  Talisman. 

This  publication  is  doing  much  good  throughout  the  State,  and 
anyone  who  is  a  reader  of  the  same  becomes  more  familiar  with 
the  work  of  the  Order  and  keeps,  in  touch  with  the  events  that 
are  happening  within  this  jurisdiction.  The  publishers  of  this 
magazine  are  entitled  to  a  great  deal  of  credit  in  building  up  the 
Order,  and  they  should  have  the  hearty  support  and  co-operation 
of  the  membership  at  large. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  this  Grand  Body  and  the  mem- 
bership throughout  the  State  for  the  honor  they  have  conferred 
upon  me,  and  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  various  Past  Grand  Masters 
and  Grand  Secretary  for  their  assistance  during  my  term  of  office. 
I  feel  there  are  many  things  I  might  have  done  if  I  had  been  able 
to  have  devoted  my  entire  time  to  this  work,  but  this  I  was  unable 
to  do.  I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Odd  Fellows  of  this  State 
that  I  will  never  be  able  to  pay,  and  as  I  pass  from  office  I  do  not 
desire  to  be  forgotten,  and  hope  that  I  may  be  able  to  do  even 
more  in  the  future  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order  than  I  have 
in  the  past.  I  feel  confident  that  I  know  more  about  Odd  Fellow- 
ship and  am  better  acquainted  with  the  work  and  know  more  of 
its  needs  now  than  I  did  12  months  ago,  and  if  at  any  time  in  the 
future  I  can  be  of  any  service  to  the  Odd  Fellows  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion, I  will  be  only  too  glad  to  serve  them.

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APPENDIX  I.     REPORT  OF  GRAND  MASTER. 
Questions  and  Answers. 

[Decisions  approved  when  not  otherwise  noted.] 

Statement.  Our  Lodge  has  a  by-law  which  requires  its  mem- 
bers to  attend-  the  funeral  of  a  deceased  member  unless  excused 
by  the  lodge  or  pay  a  fine  of  $2.00.  We  had  a  funeral  a  few  days 
ago  and  one  of  the  brothers,  who  attended  the  funeral,  refused  to 
wear  the  regalia  or  march  in  the  procession. 

Q.  71.  Under  the  above  state  of  facts,  is  he  guilty  of  an 
offense? 

A.  Yes.  The  General  Law  provides  that  at  the  death  of  a 
brother  it  is  the  duty  of  every  member  to  attend  the  funeral  in 
proper  regalia.     See  Section  136,  General  Laws  of  1910. 

The  General  Law  also  provides  that  the  lodge  may  pass  a  by- 
law inflicting  a  penalty  on  its  members  who  fail  to  attend.  See 
Section  137,  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Q.  72.  Can  a  member  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  who  has  not  paid 
dues  for  years,  be' rightly  nominated  and  elected  to  the  office  of 
secretary? 

A.  Yes,  if  the  member  has  not  been  dropped  for  non-payment 
of  dues.  But  could  not  be  installed  into  office  until  all  of  the 
back  dues  are  paid  in  full. 

Q.  73.  Has  the  Secretary  the  right  to  take  the  books  and 
papers  from  the  lodge  room,  or  should  they  be  kept  in  the  lodge 
room? 

A.  The  lodge  room  is  the  proper  place  for  books  and  papers. 
I  could  see  no  objection  to  the  books  being  taken  home  between 
lodge  meetings,  but  they  should  be  in  lodge  room  when  lodge  is  in 
session. 

Statement.  We  have  a  member  sick,  in  another  jurisdiction 
than  our  own,  who  is  registered  properly  and  is  seriously  ill  with 
consumption  and  is  pronounced  contagious  by  the  physician-  The 
lodge  in  which  he  is  now  registered  drafts  watchers  except  in 
special  cases,  when  they  hire  a  nurse,  and  our  lodge  does  likewise. 

Q.  74.    Which  lodge  is  liable  for  nurse  hire  in  this  case? 

A.  The  lodge  in  which  the  brother  holds  membership.  See 
Sec.  129,  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Statement.  We  have  a  brother  who  has  been  dropped  for  non- 
payment of  dues  and  was  out  of  the  lodge  for  several  years.  He 
was  re-instated  less  than  six  months  ago.  He  paid  more  than  one 
year's  dues. 

Q.  76.    Is  the  brother  entitled  to  benefits? 

A.    No.     See  Sec.  122,  General  Laws  of  1910. 
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Statement.  Several  years  ago  a  brother  died  in  good  standing 
leaving  a  widow.  She  re-married.  Last  husband  did  not  belong 
to  the  Order.    He  died  a  few  years  ago.    Recently  the  widow  died. 

Q.  76.  Is  the  lodge,  to  which  her  first  husband  belonged  liable 
for  funeral  benefits. 

A.    No. 

Statement.  Our  lodge  recently  buried  one  of  its  brothers  who 
left  no  widow,  but  left  a  married  daughter,  who  lives  with  her 
husband  in  another  state,  and  one  son  whose  location  is  unknown. 
The  brother  had  sufficient  means  to  pay  all  his  indebtedness  and 
funeral  expenses. 

Q.  77.  Should  our  lodge,  under  these  conditions,  pay  the 
funeral  expenses  as  provided  for  in  our  by-laws? 

A.  Yes.  See  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  1908,  page  5913,  ques- 
tion and  answer  No.  51,  also  same  Proceedings,  page  5915,  ques- 
tion and  answer  No.  61. 

Q.  78.  We  have  a  brother  in  our  lodge  who  was  expelled  a 
few  years  ago,  and  last  November  he  was  reinstated  to  member- 
ship. Is  he  entitled  to  the  office  of  Vice  Grand,  he  not  having 
served  a  majority  of  meeting  nights  in  any  appointed  office  since 
his  reinstatement,  but  had  filled  various  offices  in  the  lodge  before 
his  expulsion? 

A.  Yes.  If  he  has  served  one  full  term  in  an  elective  or 
appointive  office.     See  Sec.  24,  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Statement.  On  December  28,  1909,  our  lodge  at  Logansport 
received  a  communication  from  the  lodge  at  Peru,  Iudiana,  which 
stated  that  a  member  of  our  lodge  had  been  elected  to  membership 
in  their  lodge  and  made  application  for  a  transfer  certificate  for 
him.  The  transfer  certificate  was  issued  and  sent  to  the  secretary 
of  the  lodge  at  Peru.  The  same  day  that  we  received  the  commu- 
nication from  the  secretary  of  the  lodge  at  Peru,  the  brother  sent 
to  the  financial  secretary  $2.00  for  dues  to  March  31.  No  part  of 
these  dues  have  been  refunded.  The  dues  being  $2.00  per  quarter, 
on  March  22,  1910,  our  lodge  at  Logansport  received  a  money- 
order  for  $2.00  from  the  brother  with  the  statement  that  he  had 
been  unable  to  go  to  the  lodge  at  Peru  and  sign  the  constitution 
and  be  introduced  to  the  lodge,  and  that  he  had  sent  his  dues  to 
the  lodge  at  Peru  and  that  they  had  refused  to  accept  them,  and 
that  he  desired  to  return  his  membership  to  the  lodge  at  Logans- 
port. The  money  that  was  received  on  March  2,  1910,  has  not 
been  placed  to  his  credit. 

Q.  79.    What  should  be  done  under  the  above  state  of  facts? 

A.  The  brother  having  mad©  application  to  become  a  member 
of  the  lodge  at  Pern,  and  was  elected  to  membership,  it  became 
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the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  notify  his  former  lodge  and  ask  for  a 
transfer  certificate  and  his  former  lodge,  If  the  brother  Is  free 
from  all  charges  on  the  books  and  no  charges  are  pending  against 
him,  must  grant  the  certificate,  the  same  having  been  granted  the 
brother  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  former  lodge.  The  former 
lodge  would  have  a  right  to  retain  four  weeks'  dues  in  advance 
from  the  time  the  certificate  was  issued,  but  any  amount  over  and 
above  that  should  be  refunded  and  his  former  lodge  would  have 
no  right  to  accept  any  further  dues  from  the  brother.  The  only 
thing  left  for  the  brother  to  do  is  to  go  to  the  lodge  at  Peru,  be 
introduced  to  the  lodge,  sign  the  constitution,  and  he  would  then 
become  a  member  of  that  lodge.  Until  he  does  this  he  is  not  a 
member  of  any  lodge.  See  Sec.  67,  of  General  Laws  of  1910,  also 
page  7058,  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  1910,  question  and  answer 
No.  67. 

Q.  80.  If  a  lodge  should  accept  an  applicant  and  the  applicant 
is  elected  to  receive  the  initiatory  degree  and  received  same,  and  is 
then  elected  to  receive  the  First,  Second  and  Third  degrees,  and 
received  the  First  and  Second  degrees  and  then  takes  sick,  can 
the  lodge  then  legally  refuse  to  give  him  the  Third  dgree  if  he 
recovers  from  the  sickness? 

A.  No,  unless  the  lodge  should  annul  his  election  for  the  Third 
degree. 

Statement.  On  April  28,  1910,  recording  secretary  resigned  the 
office  and  his  resignation  was  accepted.  A  brother  was  elected  to 
the  office  of  recording  secretary  but  was  never  installed.  On  May 
18,  the  brother  elected  to  the  office  was  nominated  for  V.  G. 

Q.  81.  Under  the  above  state  of  facts  is  he  eligible  to  bo 
installed  to  the  office  of  V.  G.? 

A.    No.    See  Sec.  24  of  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Statement.  In  the  fall  of  1908  a  brother  who  had  been  duly 
admitted  was  elected  to  receive  the  First,  Second  and  Third 
degrees.  At  the  time  he  was  elected  to  receive  these  degrees  he 
was  34  years  of  age,  having  paid  the  proper  fee.  He  received  the 
First  and  Second  degrees  during  the  fall  of  1908  and  was  requested 
to  come  and  receive  the  Third  degree.  He  failed  to  do  so.  On 
May  25,  1910,  he  presented  himself  for  the  Third  degree,  being 
then  35  years  old. 

Q.  82.    Should  he  pay  an  additional  fee  for  the  Third  degree? 

A.  I  do  not  know  what  fee  he  paid  in  the  fall  of  190S,  but  he 
could  not  receive  the  Third  degree  after  he  passed  the  age  of  35 
without  the  payment  of  $3.00.    See  Sec.  56,  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Statement.  Several  years  ago  a  brother  of  our  lodge  borrowed 
some  money  of  the  lodge  and  gave  another  brother  of  the  Order 
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and  another  man  as  surety.  The  last  few  years  he  has  failed  to 
pay  the  interest,  but  had  paid  a  few  dollars  on  the  principal.  We 
have  asked  him  time  and  again  to  pay  the  note,  but  he  will  not : 
we  do  not  like  to  sue  on  the  note.  A  short  time  ago  he  got  hurt 
and  is  now  on  the  sick  list. 

Q.  83.  Can  the  lodge  hold  any  or  all  of  his  sick  benefits  and 
give  him  credit  on  the  note? 

A.     Yes.     See  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  of  1803,  page  1804. 

Question  No.  23. 

[Answer  amended  to  read  "no."] 

Statement.  Three  brothers  from  another  jurisdiction,  ranging 
in  ages  from  40  to  45  years,  have  secured  withdrawal  cards  and 
have  applied  for  membership  in  our  lodge  by  depositing  card.  Our 
lodge  having  voted  to  charge  them  a  fee  of  $10.00  each  on  account 
of  their  ages  will  admit  them  to  full  fellowship. 

Q.  84.     Was  it  a  legal  procedure? 

A.  If  the  brothers  resided  in  the  jurisdiction  of  your  lodge 
at  the  time  they  made  application  to  deposit  card,  and  had  moved 
to  this  jurisdiction  after  they  had  become  members  of  another 
lodge,  your  lodge  could  not  charge  them  a  fee.  See  Sec.  fi6.  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  1910. 

Statement.  Our  lodge  failed  to  nominate  and  elect  officers 
during  May,  1910,  but  on  June  4,  the  lodge  nominated  officers  for 
the  ensuing  term,  and  on  June  11  they  were  elected. 

Q.  85.  Are  the  officers  legally  elected?  If  not.  what  must  we 
do  about  it? 

A.  The  election  held  on  June  11  is  void.  The  general  law  fixes 
the  time  of  election.    See  Sec.  25  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910. 

The  present  officers  would  hold  over  during  the  next  term 
unless  they  should  resign  their  offices.  There  can  be  uo  election 
held  until  the  last  meeting  night  in  November  unless  the  present 
officers  should  resign,  and  in  that  event  their  offices  could  be  filled 
by  election  after  their  resignation  is  accepted  by  the  lodge. 

Q.  80.  Our  last  meeting  night  was  June  25,  1910.  Now,  If  1 
date  a  brother's  receipt  June  27,  28,  29  or  30,  is  he  delinquent? 

A.  The  brother  becomes  delinquent  after  July  1,  if  his  clues 
are  paid  for  the  succeeding  quarter  after  June  25. 

Q.  87.  In  selecting  a  Past  Grand's  Committee  is  it  the  duty 
of  the  claimant  (under  Sec.  241  of  the  General  Laws,  1910)  to 
choose  his  member  of  the  committee  before  the  lodge  is  required 
to  select  its  member? 

A.  Yes.  Section  241  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910  designates 
the  manner  in  which  the  committee  is  selected.

Q.  88.  Should  the  claimant  appealing  to  a  committee  of  Past 
Grands  name  his  choice  of  a  Past  Grand  to  serve  on  such  com- 
mittee at  the  time  he  demands  his  appeal? 

A.  I  do  not  believe  that  it  would  be  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  claimant  to  select  his  member  of  the  committee  at  the  time  he 
makes  his  appeal,  but  the  claimant  should  select  his  past  Grand 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  he  has  asked  for  an  appeal. 

Q.  89.  Can  a  lodge  be  compelled  to  choose  its  Past  Grand  as 
a  member  of  a  Past  Grand's  Committee  before  the  claimant  appeal- 
ing has  chosen  his  member  and  informed  the  lodge  as  to  whom  it 
has  chosen? 

A.  No.  There  would  be  no  necessity  of  a  lodge  choosing  its 
member  until  the  claimant  had  chosen  his  member,  and  if  the 
lodge  should  fail  to  select  its  member  after  the  claimant  had 
chosen  one,  there  is  a  way  to  compel  it  to  select  a  member  of  the 
committee,  but  there  would  be  no  way  to  compel  the  claimant  to 
select  his. 

Statement.  A  brother  belonging  to  a  lodge  that  does  not  pay 
nurse  hire  registers  with  a  lodge  that  does  pay  nurse  hire,  later 
is  hurt  or  taken  sick,  secretary  of  lodge  where  he  is  registered 
notifies  home  lodge  he  is  in  need  of  a  nurse. 

Q.  90.  Must  the  lodge  with  which  he  is  registered  furnish  a 
nurse?  If  so,  can  it  recover  the  amount  paid  out,  from  his  home 
lodge  for  said  nurse,  the  brother  who  is  sick  never  having  paid 
any  nurse  hire  to  the  lodge  with  which  he  is  registered,  neither 
has  he  done  any  nursing  as  they  hire  all  their  nurses? 

A.  The  lodge  with  which  he  registers  must  furnish  nurse  and 
they  could  not  recover  the  nurse  hire  from  the  brother's  lodge 
unless  his  lodge  authorizes  the  payment  of  said  nurse  hire.  See 
Section  132  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Statement.  I  am  Financial  Secretary  of  my  Rebekah  Lodge, 
and  have  used  the  seal  on  official  receipts  and  other  papers  which 
I  have  occasion  to  do  very  often,  and  which  would  be  very  incon- 
venient if  I  could  not  do  so.  Some  tell  me  I  have  no  right  to  do 
so,  saying  that  the  Recording  Secretary  should  do  all  of  that 
nccording  to  the  Ritual.     I  would  like  to  have  your  opinion. 

A.  The  Recording  Secretary  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  is  the  proper 
custodian  of  the  seal.  See  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  1908.  page 
5916,  Question  and  Answer  66;  also  page  99  of  the  Rebekah 
Ritual;  but  in  my  opinion  if  the  Recording  Secretary  sees  fit  to 
let  the  Financial  Secretary  use  the  seal  on  official  receipts  it  would 
be  proper,  but  the  Recording  Secretary  is  charged  with  the  keeping 
of  the  seal. 
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Statement.  A  brother  of  our  lodge  failed  to  pay  his  dues  for 
the  term  ending  June  30.  He  was  hurt  on  July  5,  1910.  His  dues 
were  sent  to  the  Lodge  on  July  6,  and  a  request  that  he  be  rein- 
stated, and  the  Lodge  voted  to  reinstate  him. 

Q.  92.  Is  he  now  eutitled  to  benefits  from  the  injury  received 
on  July  5? 

A.  No.     See  Section  108  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Q.  93.  Can  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  hold  the  office  of  Financial  Secre- 
tary in  his  lodge? 

A.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  decided  that  a  D.  D.  G.  M.  could  not 
hold  the  office  of  Trustee  and  that  of  D.  G.  M.  at  the  same  time. 
See  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  of  1908,  page  5909. 

The  Constitution  in  Article  4,  Section  1,  provides  that  the  Grand 
Master  cannot  hold  any  elective  office  except  that  of  Trustee  in 
a  Subordinate  Lodge,  while  holding  that  of  Grand  Master.  The 
D.  D.  G.  M.  being  a  deputy  and  a  representative  of  the  Grand 
Master,  in  his  own  particular  county,  in  my  opinion,  would  have 
no  greater  authority  to  hold  an  office  in  a  Subordinate  lodge  than 
would  his  superior  officer.  It  is  my  opinion  that  he  is  ineligible 
to  hold  the  office  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  and  that  of  Financial  Secretary 
of  his  lodge  at  the  same  time. 

Statement.  A  resides  five  miles  from  Lodge  No.  1  and  seven 
miles  from  Ldge  No.  2.  A  makes  application  to  become  a  member 
of  Lodge  No.  2,  Lodge  No.  2  asks  permission  of  Lodge  No.  1  to 
accept  his  application,  which  is  granted.  Lodge  No.  2  initiates  him 
and  gives  him  the  three  degrees.  A  retains  his  membership  in 
Lodge  No.  2  for  a  period  of  five  years  and  dies,  residing  at  the  same 
place  during  the  entire  time.  Lodge  No.  2  has  a  by-law  which  pro- 
vides that  the  members  of  the  lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  must 
attend  the  funeral  of  deceased  members  or  pay  a  sum  of  one 
dollar. 

Q.  94.  If  a  lodge  asks  and  receives  permission  to  accept  a  per- 
son as  a  member  living  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  lodge  is  said 
member  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  that  accepts  him  for 
all  purposes  the  same  as  members  living  within  the  legal  juris- 
diction? 

■  A.  Yes.  The  jurisdiction  having  been  waived  for  the  purpose 
of  accepting  the  applicant  as  a  member  is  waived  for  all  purposes 
in  regard  to  the  member. 

Q.  95.  Is  the  member  thus  living  outside  the  legal  jurisdiction 
compelled  under  the  by-laws  to  attend  the  funerals  of  deceased 
members  of  his  lodge  or  pay  the  fine  imposed? 

A.  Yes,  under  the  above  statement  of  facts,  he  subjects  himself 
to  the  provision  of  the  by-laws  whenever  he  becomes  a  member 
of  the  lodfre. 
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Q.  96.  What  constitutes  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge?  Is  it 
the  distance  by  measurement  or  is  it  acts  which  the  lodge  may 
perform  ? 

A.  The  jurisdiction  of  lodge  is  determined  by  actual  measure- 
ment, and  a  person  desiring  to  join  a  lodge  must  join  the  one  near- 
est him  or  state  his  reason  for  wanting  to  join  another  lodge,  and 
if  the  lodge  he  desires  to  join  wishes  to  accept  him  as  a  member 
they  must  obtaiu  the  consent  of  the  lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction 
he  resides  and  also  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master.  If  the  con- 
sent has  been  granted  and  he  joins  another  lodge  he  and  the  lodge 
both  are  bound  by  the  General  Laws  and  by-laws  governing  the 
lodge  which  he  joins,  unless  he  should  change  his  residence  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  another  lodge. 

Statement.  A  brother  who  has  been  delinquent  one  year,  on 
July  1  paid  his  dues  on  June  24  in  full  to  September  30.  He  was 
sick  at  the  time  that  he  paid  his  dues  and  had  been  for  nearly  a 
month  prior  to  that  date. 

Q.  97.  ^Yhen  does  he  become  a  beneficial  member  or  how  soon 
is  he  entitled  to  benefits? 

A.  If  he  was  sick  at  the  time  that  he  paid  his  dues  he  can 
never  become  a  beneficial  member  from  such  sickness.  See  latter 
part  of  Section  108,  General  Laws  of  1910. 

Q.  98.  Has  a  ledge  the  right  to  support  a  deceased  brother's 
children  after  the  widow  remarried  an  able-bodied  man  who  is 
not  an  Odd  Fellow  and  who  uses  the  earnings  of  the  children  for 
his  own  use? 

A.  Section  149  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910  provides  that  the 
orphan  children  of  a  deceased  member  shall  be  aided  and  assisted 
by  the  lodge,  and  this  matter  is  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees.  In  1802  the  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  the  lodge  was 
bound  to  educate  orphans  though  the  widow  remarried.  In  my 
opinion,  this  matter  is  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees 
to  do  whatever  they  think  is  proper  in  the  matter,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  lodge. 

Q.  99.  Is  it  lawful  for  a  subordinate  lodge  to  donate  a  year's 
dues  to  a  brother  who  had  gone  delinquent  on  last  quarter? 

A.  No.  unless  the  brother  is  a  guest  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Home 
or  is  a  non-beneficial  member.  See  Section  91  of  the  General  Laws 
of  1910. 

Q.  100.  Can  a  Subordinate  Lodge  donate  or  remit  a  healthy 
brother's  dues  under  any  circumstances? 

A.  No,  unless  the  brother  is  a  guest  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Home 
or  is  a  non-beneficial  member.  See  Section  91  of  the  General  Laws 
of  1910. 
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Q.  101.  Can  a  man  who  has  never  been  an  Odd  Fellow  and 
who  is  60  years  of  age  join  the  Order  as  a  non-beneficial  member V 

A.  No.  See  Section  60  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910.  Grand 
Lodge  Proceedings  of  1903,  page  3119. 

Statement.  A  sister  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  fails  to  pay  her  dues 
on  the  last  meeting  night  for  paying  same.  Becomes  delinquent. 
Was  appointed  Right  Supporter  of  the  Vice-Grand.  Not  being 
present  nor  attending  for  several  weeks,  paid  her  dues  up  to  July 
1  and  presents  herself  for  installation. 

Q.  102.  Should  she  have  paid  her  dues  up  to  the  evening  she 
was  installed  or  was  she  eligible  by  paying  her  dues  to  July  1? 

A.  It  has  been  held  by  the  S.  G.  L.  that  only  persons  in  good 
standing  are  entitled  to  be  installed  in  elective  offices.  See  Sectiou 
1420,  Busbee's  Digest.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  appointive 
officer  should  also  be  in  good  standing  before  he  or  she  is  entitled 
to  be  installed  in  the  office  and  the  sister  installed  after  July  1 
was  not  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  her  installation  and  should 
not  have  been  installed. 

Statement.  An  applicant  petitions  our  lodge  to  become  a  mem- 
ber by  initiation.  He  was  less  than  45  years  of  age  at  the  time 
petition  was  received.  He  was  elected  and  received  the  initiatiory 
First  and  Second  degrees  before  he  becomes  45  years  of  age. 

Q.    103.    What  fee  should  he  pay  for  the  Third  Degree? 

A.  He  should  not  pay  less  than  $6  for  the  Third  Degree.  See 
Section  56  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910.  The  fee  to  be  charged 
for  the  degree  relates  to  the  age  of  the  applicant  at  the  time  the 
degree  is  received  and  not  to  the  age  of  the  applicant  at  the  time 
he  signs  his  application. 

Q.  104.  Is  it  lawful  for  the  Noble  Grand  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge 
to  ballot  on  a  candidate  for  membership? 

A.    Yes. 

Statement.  Charges  were  preferred  against  a  brother  and  he 
plead  guilty.  At  the  proper  time  a  vote  was  taken  on  expulsion 
and  was  lost.  A  vote  was  then  taken  on  suspension  and  was  car- 
ried. By  motion  a  penalty  was  fixed  for  60  days  suspension  and 
.$10.00  fine. 

Q.  104.  Is  the  fine  legal? 

A.    No.    See  Section  230  of  the  General  Laws  of  1910.

The  Price  of  Official  Certificates. 

I  recommend  that  the  price  of  Official  Certificates  be  fixed  as 
follows : 

Printed,  in  lots  of  500,  per  100 $0  65 

Not  printed,  per  100 70 

The  price  paid  for  printed  certificates  is  $4  for  500,  including 
all  cost  of  transportation,  while  for  those  not  printed  there  are 
expressage  and  other  incidental  expenses.  The  price  for  printed 
certificates,  therefore,  should  be  .$3.25  for  500,  instead  of  $4,  here- 
tofore charged. 


Not  Using  Certificates. 

Notwithstanding  the  mandatory  order  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  two  years  ago  requiring  the  use  of  official  certificates,  it 
being  made  the  positive  duty  of  Grand  Officers  to  enforce  such 
order,  and  subsequently  the. orders  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  regret 
to  report  that  some  of  our  lodges  continue  to  ignore  both  the  order 
and  the  certificates. 


Medora  Lodge  No.  349. 

As  set  out  elsewhere  in  this  report,  Medora  Lodge,  No.  349,  was 
resuscitated  at  Medora,  Jackson  County,  September  30th  last. 
This  is  pleasing  news  to  us  all,  but  I  come  to  you  for  specific  in- 
structions, as  I  did  at  the  time  of  the  resiiscitation  of  the  lodge 
(No.  161)  at  Chesterton.  Porter  County,  a  few  years  ago.  Lodge 
No.  349  ceased  to  report  June  30,  1884,  and  its  charter  was  re- 
claimed in  1885,  twenty-five  years  ago.  At  the  time  it  had  $125.12 
in  cash,  which  was  paid  into  the  Grand  Lodge  treasury,  and  a  lot 
which  was  afterward  sold  for  $40  and  turned  into  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  lodge,  making  a  total  to  the  credit  of  the  lodge 
at  this  time  of  $165.12.  None  of  the  members  of  the  old  lodge 
joined  in  the  petition  for  the  resuscitation  of  the  charter,  the  peti- 
tioners being  others  than  its  former  members.  Now,  what  I  de- 
sire you  shall  determine  is,  whether  this  new  lodge  is  entitled  to 
the  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  old  lodge.  My  judgment 
is  favorable  to  the  payment  of  the  same  to  the  present  lodge,  but 
I  do  not  feel  that  I  should  assume  the  responsibility  therefor  with- 
out your  instructions, 
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Golden  Anniversaries. 

The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  following  Subordinate  lodges 
occurs  between  this  date  and  December  31,  1911 : 

Necessity,  No.  222,  Alexandria,  instituted Dec.  28,  1860 

Crawfordsville,  No.  223,  Crawfordsville,  instituted. Jan.  29,  1861 

Border,  No.  224,  College  Corner,  instituted Mar.  28,  1861 

Galveston,  No.  225,  Galveston,  instituted July    8,  1861 

Perseverance,  No.  226,  Hart's  Mills — now  defunct. 

Luther.  No.  227.  Jamestown,  instituted June  26,  1861 

Secretaries. 

There  is  no  more  important  officer  in  a  lodge  than  its  secretary. 
In  the  knowledge  that  some  are  excellent,  some  good  and  others 
indifferent;  in  the  belief  that  an  exchange  of  ideas  will  tend  to 
make  them  all  excellent  or  good.  I  have  asked  a  conference  of  such 
officers  in  Grand  Lodge  Hall  on  the  evening  of  November  16th.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  attendance  will  be  large,  and  that 
many  valuable  suggestions  and  ideas  will  be  made.  Whether  these 
conferences  shall  be  continued  will  depend  upon  the  good  that 
will  seem  possible  tberefrom ;    and,  of  course,  your  approval. 

Brother  James  B.  Kenner. 

With  the  Grand  Master  I  attended  the  funeral  of  Brother 
James  B.  Kenner,  P.  G.  M.,  P.  G.  Rep.,  who  died  at  his  home  at 
Huntington,  Indiana,  August  26,  1910,  and  was  laid  to  rest  in  the 
beautiful  Odd  Fellows'  Cemetery  there,  the  Sunday  following.  At 
the  request  of  the  members  who  attended  the  funeral,  which  was 
a  large  one,  I  spoke  briefly  of  Brother  Kenner's  work  and  influ- 
ence. It  should  not  be  overlooked  that  to  Brother  Kenner  is  the 
credit  of  having  drawn  the  first  resolution  proposing  the  estab- 
lishment of  our  Odd  Fellows'  Home,  and  for  several  years  he  was 
president  of  the  Home  Society  and  earnest  in  the  endeavors  that 
were  made  to  establish  the  institution.

We  are  passing  away.  I  look  back  to  the  time  I  became  a 
member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  note  that  some  of  our  grandest 
members  have  responded  to  the  call  of  death.  Of  the  Grand 
Masters  then  living  the  following  have  been  laid  to  rest :  Wm. 
Cross,  Jos.  A.  Funk,  J.  A.  Wildman,  W.  II.  DeWolf,  J.  W.  Mc- 
Quiddy,  Piatt  J.  Wise,  D.  B.  Shideler,  J.  B.  Kimball,  W.  R.  Myers, 
Enoch  Cox,  Will  Cumback,  S.  P.  Oyler,  H.  McCoy,  John  F.  Wild- 
man,  J.  B.  Kenner,  J.  E.  C.  F.  Harper,  C.  C.  Binkley,  G.  L.  Rein- 
hard,  R.  P.  Davis,  and  M.  II.  Chappell.  Grand  Secretary  B.  F. 
Foster,  Grand  Treasurer  John  Reynolds,  and  many  others  more  or 
less  prominent  and  influential.  We  ought  not  to  forget  the  great 
service  these  good  brothers  were  to  our  Order,  and  the  abiding 
friendship  that  grew  up  between  them  and  those  of  us  who  survive. 

Taxation  of  Fraternal  Societies. 

Under  the  present  state  law  the  property  of  our  Order  is  taxed 
for  civic  purposes  when  not  actually  devoted  to  benevolent  uses. 
As  the  work  of  our  Order,  and  others  of  similar  kind,  is  a  relief 
to  the  State  of  some  of  its  burdens  in  the  care  of  the  unfortunate, 
and  as  the  funds  of  these  societies  are  wholly  reserved  for  benevo- 
lent and  charitable  purposes,  it  does  not  seem  right  that  any  part 
of  such  funds,  or  other  property,  should  be  subject  to  state  taxa- 
tion. If  agreed  in  this  I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  form  and  present  an  appeal  to  the  coming  legislature  for  proper 
relief. 

Indiana's  Position  in  the  World. 

The  following  abridged  information  of  Indiana's  position  among 
the  jurisdictions  of  the  world  may  be  of  interest,  if  not  value,  to 
my  brothers  of  the  Grand  Lodge : 

Indiana  is  fifth  in  Subordinate  membership ;  first  in  Encamp- 
ment membership ;  first  in  Rebekah  membership,  and  eighth  in 
Patriarchs  Militant  membership. 

In  Encampment  membership,  Indiana  is  only  two  hundred 
and  forty-seven  ahead  of  Pennsylvania  and  three  hundred  and 
sixty-six  ahead  of  New  York, 
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In  Rebekah  membership,  Indiana  is  only  nine  hundred  and 
forty-three  ahead  of  Ohio,  and  ten  hundred  and  forty-two  ahead 
of  Illinois. 

It  has  one  Subordinate  member  to  every  37.6  of  the  population, 
which  population  includes  women,  children  and  ineligibles  of  what- 
ever kind.  It  is  the  third  State  in  this  particular,  Maine  (29.2), 
and  New  Hampshire   (29.6),  alone  having  a  better  ratio. 

It  has  one  Encampment  member  to  4.3  Subordinate  members, 
and  is  seventh  among  jurisdictions  in  this  ratio ;  one  brother 
Rebekah  member  to  every  5.5  Subordinate  members,  and  is  twenty- 
second  among  jurisdictions  in  ratio;  one  Patriarch  Militant  mem- 
ber to  every  79.7  Subordinate  members,  and  is  thirty-fourth  among 
jurisdictions  in  ratio.  One  Patriarch  Militant  member  to  every 
18.1  Encampment  members,  and  is  forty-seventh  among  juris- 
dictions in  ratio. 

The  average  loss  from  dropped  in  all  jurisdictions  is  5.0  per 
cent.  Indiana  dropped  2.8  per  cent,  and  is  tenth  among  jurisdic- 
tions; of  American  jurisdictions  it  is  sixth — Switzerland  (0.0), 
Netherlands  (0.3),  Denmark  (1.3),  and  Sweden  (1.8),  being  of 
the  first  nine  jurisdictions. 

In  relief  paid,  Indiana  is  fourth  ;   in  resources,  third ;    in  Grand 
Lodge  resources,  first,  and  in  Grand  Encampment  resources,  first. 
In  relief,  Indiana  paid  out  in  1909,  $344,590.26,  being  an  aver- 
age of  $883.12  a  day,  or  $39.53  an  hour. 

The  average  cost  per  member  for  relief  was  $3.82. 
Indiana  had  one  death  to  every  92.2  members,  and  gave  re- 
lief to  one  member  out  of  every  8.5. 

Indiana  had  a  net  loss  of  20S  members  on  account  of  with- 
drawals.

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An  Appeal  to  Aid  a  Church. 

In  a  circular  to  lodges  in  September,  I  took  occasion  to  say : 

"There  is  being  circulated  in  the  lodges  generally,  a  circular 
from  Dayton,  Kentucky,  asking  for  contributions  for  the  payment 
of  a  church  debt  at  that  place.  I  feel  it  incumbent  upon  me  to 
advise  you  that  funds  of  a  lodge  cannot  be  used  for  such  purposes, 
nor  may  collections  in  lodges  be  taken  up  therefor.  So  you  are 
perfectly  safe,  when  this  circular  reaches  you,  in  throwing  it  in 
the  waste  basket  without  any  further  consideration  or  reply." 

To  issue  a  circular  of  this  kind  is  not  strictly  within  the  line 
of  my  duty  as  I  understand  it,  and  I  have  been  criticised  therefor 
by  at  least  one  lodge.  My  apology  is  that  I  wanted  to  advise 
lodges  against  improper  appeals  from  improper  persons  or  causes. 
This  said-to-be-church  has  been  canvassing  this  jurisdiction  for 
many  months,  and  repeatedly.  It  has  received  contributions,  some- 
times directly  from  lodge  funds,  at  other  times  from  individual 
members,  to  an  amount  said  by  my  critic  of  $5,200.  Under  our 
law  it  has  no  right  to  make  such  an  appeal,  nor  our  lodges  to 
entertain  it,  even  to  the  extent  of  taking  up  a  collection  in  the 
lodge  room.  (See  Sees.  150  and  263,  Gen.  Law,  and  decisions  of 
Grand  Sire.) 

In  the  past  I  have  frequently  gone  directly  to  lodges  with  in- 
formation, warnings,  etc.  I  would  have  you  confirm  my  privilege 
of  doing  this,  that.  I  may,  when  a  fraud  shall  appear  to  fleece  our 
members  or  lodges,  or  improper  appeals  be  made,  or  whenever  in 
my  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Order  will  be  subserved  or 
benefited,  act  promptly  that  the  least  possible  wrong  be  done. 

As  to  this  particular  church,  it  may  be  a  worthy  organization. 
Every  community  has  such,  and  frequently  they  could  use  more 
money.  It  may  have  no  existence — may  be  a  fraud,  pure  and 
simple.  No  evidence  has  been  set  before  us  on  the  subject.  We 
have  no  evidence  that  it  is  in  sympathy  with  the  cause  of  fra- 
ternity and  brotherhood,  and  it  is  certainly  unwise  to  sit  idly  by 
and  see  our  funds  diverted  to  an  unknown  church,  composed  of 
unknown  people  in  an  unknown  community.  As  individuals  we 
may  act  within  our  own  pleasure  and  give  to  heathen  or  other, 
wherever  located.  As  lodges,  charged  with  the  care  of  funds  in- 
tended to  provide  for  widows,  orphans,  and  distressed  members, 
we  have  no  such  right. 

The  Home. 

Without  presumption,  I  have  been  a  reasonably  close  observer 
of  our  Home,  its  condition,  management,  etc.,  and  cannot  refrain 
from  expressing  the  opinion  that  in  no  respect  has  either  condition 
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or  management  ever  been  up  to  the  present  high  standard.  The 
establishing  of  a  directorate  is  the  crowning  act  in  its  manage- 
ment. It  has  not  only  reduced  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  con- 
duct of  its  business  and  oversight  to  the  minimum,  but  has  estab- 
lished a  positive  responsibility  that  has  brought  complete  satisfac- 
tion and  confidence.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  practical  business  ability  and  of  highest  Integrity,  and  are 
carefully  and  conscientiously  looking  after  the  affairs  of  the  Home 
as  if  they  were  their  own.  The  direct  management,  under  the 
supervision  of  Sister  Lewis,  is  maintaining  the  high  standard  of 
care  heretofore  exercised,  or  improving  it  where  experiences  of 
the  past  have  justified  it.  The  buildings  are  maintained  in  per- 
fect cleanliness,  the  surroundings  are  becoming  more  beautiful 
each  year,  the  guests  are  firmly  but  kindly  treated.  We  ought  to 
be  grateful  for  the  day  when  God  put  it  into  uur  hearts  to  make 
the  maintenance  of  this  Home  a  part  of  our  work.  Every  dollar 
that  goes  into  it  for  the  care  of  the  unfortunate  is  doubly  blessed— 
by  bringing  to  our  hearts  the  pleasure  of  doing  good,  the  greatest 
blessing  that  can  be  bestowed  upon  us ;  by  the  daily  thanksgiving 
of  the  beneficiaries  for  the  care  they  are  receiving. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  of  the  Home  I  want  to  take 
the  liberty  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  question  of  endow- 
ment of  the  institution.  I  am  advised  that  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Home  have  set  aside,  as  a  basis  of  an  endowment,  the  sum 
of  $250,  which  was  given  to  the  Home  by  one  of  its  guests,  namely, 
Brother  Samuel  Dixon.  The  board  has  ordered  that  the  amount 
be  invested  and  the  earnings,  as  collected,  be  added  to  the  Home 
fund.  The  board  has  also  adopted  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that 
all  moneys  acquired  by  the  Home,  by  donations  from  brothers  or 
sisters  who  become  guests,  whether  in  cash  or  realized  by  the  sale 
of  personal  property  or  real  estate,  be  added  to  this  fund,  the  prin- 
cipal not  to  be  used  for  any  purpose,  but  to  be  invested,  and  the 
earnings  of  the  same  being  applied  toward  maintenance  of  the 
Home.  I  think  we  can  approve  of  the  action  of  the  board  in  this 
matter  most  heartily.  I  have  heretofore  called  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  institution,  and  I 
believe  this  an  opportune  time  to  repeat  the  request.  Many  of 
our  members  throughout  the  State,  who  are  charitably  inclined, 
would  want  to  make  a  cash  donation,  or,  if  their  attention  was 
properly  brought  to  the  matter,  would  be  glad  to  leave  bequests  to 
the  credit  of  this  fund.  Would  it  not  be  well  to  start  out  for  an 
endowment  fund  of,  say  $100,000,  to  be  received  from  members, 
lodges  and  individuals?  If  we  were  to  ask  our  lodges,  both  Re- 
bekah  and  Subordinate,  to  give  entertainments  and  apply  the  net 
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proceeds  to  an  endowment  fund,  I  believe  we  would  get  a  most 
hearty  response,  at  least  a  sufficient  amount  to  justify  the  name, 
and  it  would  necessarily  grow  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  be  of  great 
value  to  the  Home  in  the  future. 


The  Rebekah  Branch. 

For  many  years,  if  not  since  its  beginning,  Rebekah  Odd  Fellow- 
ship has  been  stronger  in  Indiana  than  in  any  other  jurisdiction. 
It  may  have  been  because  an  Indiana  man  was  the  author  of  the 
degree;  it  may  have  been  that  the  cause  of  our  wives,  sisters, 
mothers  and  daughters  appealed  most  strongly  to  Hoosier  senti- 
ment ;  it  may  have  been  because  these  have  been  exponents  and 
actual  helpmeets  in  Odd  Fellowship ;  it  may  have  been  that  our 
Odd  Fellows  could  better  appreciate  the  benefit  to  the  Order  in 
having  the  support  of  those  so  closely  associated  with  them  by 
domestic  ties.  Whatever  the  cause  it  is  true  that  the  branch  has 
stood  first  among  all  jurisdictions,  and  it  may  be  due  to  this  sup- 
port that  our  Subordinate  membership  is  approaching  the  100.000 
mark.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  perceptible  prejudice  in  Indiana 
against  the  Rebekah  Degree.  If  the  roll  was  called  today  the 
vote  would  be  practically  unanimous  in  its  favor.  The  trouble  is 
that  many  of  our  members  have  been  led  to  believe  that  the  degree 
does  not  need  the  help  of  the  brother  members.  If  this  is  true  I 
feel  it  an  urgent  duty  to  appeal  in  behalf  of  our  sister  branch  to 
our  Subordinate  members.  There  are  now  in  Indiana  44,566  Re- 
bekah members — 30,533  sisters  and  14,033  brothers ;  only  one 
brother  Rebekah  member  to  every  5.6  Subordinate  members. 
While  Indiana  is  first,  it  is  very  likely  it  will  not  continue  to  be 
after  this  year  unless  there  shall  come  to  the  rescue  the  4.6 
brothers  who  do  not  belong  to  the  degree.  Ohio  has  a  member- 
ship of  43,623  Rebekahs,  only  943  less  than  Indiana ;  Illinois  has 
43,524  Rebekah  members,  only  1,042  less  than  Indiana,  while  other 
States  are  in  close  pursuit.  It  will  require  no  great  gain  on  the 
part  of  the  two  jurisdictions  named  to  pass  us  in  the  grand  total 
at  the  end  of  this  year,  unless  our  own  jurisdiction  shall  far  exceed 
its  gains  in  the  past  few  years.  I  therefore  appeal  to  every 
brother  who  does  not  belong  to  this  degree,  who  is  acceptable  to 
Rebekah  lodges,  to  at  once  unite  with  them,  with  his  wife  and 
daughters,  and  help  in  the  great  work  the  members  of  the  Rebekah 
branch  is  accomplishing,  as  well  as  adding  to  the  members  of  the 
body. 
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Juvenile  Membership. 

The  admitting  to  membership  of  persons  at  18  years  of  age 
has  been  zealously  advocated  for  many  years,  and  I  presume  more 
than  a  majority  of  our  members  throughout  the  world  favor  tho 
proposition,  but  so  far  it  has  not  secured  the  necessary  two-third-! 
vote  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  required  for  its  adoption. 
More  or  less  related  to  this  proposition  is  the  one  I  now  submij 
for  your  consideration.  I  do  so  without  expectation  of  its  im 
mediate  adoption,  or,  in  fact,  without  some  misgivings  as  to  tin; 
approval  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  I  believe  full  consideration  will 
convince  the  average  member  that  it  will  be  helpful  to  the  Order. 

In  the  Manchester  Unity  (parent  branch,  I.  O.  O.  F.)  there  are 
maintained  juvenile  societies,  but  with  what  effect  I  am  unable 
at  this  time  to  report.  But  what  I  propose  is  that  our  Order  es- 
tablish a  juvenile  branch  of  the  Order,  to  which  may  be  admitted 
boys  and  young  men  between  the  ages  of  15  and  21  years  (and 
probably  girls  of  the  ages  of  14  to  18).  In  this  branch  shall  be 
taught  those  who  shall  become  members  the  principles  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  its  charitable  and  fraternal  work,  and  the  great  goon 
it  accomplishes  for  both  members  and  the  world  at  large;  in  addi- 
tion they  should  be  given  good  moral  training  and  direction,  and 
physical  instruction.  I  can  conceive  wherein  vast  benefit  will 
come  to  young  men  and  women  from  carefully  conducted  societies 
with  this  object  exclusively  in  view,  and  I  am  sure  that  when 
such  members  shall  reach  an  eligible  age  a  large  percentage  will 
want  to  and  will  become  members  of  our  society. 

Again,  I  would  place  these  lodges  or  societies  in  control  and 
under  the  direction  of  Rebekah  lodges,  the  members  of  which,  1 
am  confident,  will  have  pleasure  in  adding  this  responsibility  to 
their  present  duties. 

I  make  it  as  an  undeniable  statement  that  a  great  part  of  our 
losses  in  every  branch  is  due  to  idle  hands.  The  member  who  has 
opportunity  or  disposition  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  duties  of 
Odd  Fellowship  seldom,  if  ever,  passes  from  membership. 

I  submit  this  not  with  any  request  that  you  commit  yourself 
unqualifiedly  to  this  proposed  new  departure,  but  that  you  will 
consider  it  as  far  as  it  shall  be  possible,  and  if  you  think  best 
make  recommendations  regarding  it. 

The  Question  of  New  Lodges. 

There  has  not  been  a  Subordinate  lodge  instituted  since  your 
last  session,  and  only  three  in  the  last  year.  While  we  have  many 
lodges,  there  are  parts  of  the  State  not  yet  provided  for  in  this 
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particular.  If  we  look  at  the  map  we  wonder  that  Culver,  Troy. 
Batesville,  Bremen,  North  Liberty  and  almost  scores  of  other 
places  have  no  lodges.  In  some  of  these  places  and  others,  honest 
efforts  have  been  made.  In  some  parts  there  is  sparse  population, 
in  others  religious  prejudice  prevails,  while  still  in  others  it  needs 
but  the  one  man  to  lead  to  give  the  Order  a  permanent  establish- 
ment. Up  to  this  time  it  seems  to  me  to  have  been  proper  to 
charge  the  charter  fee  and  place  it  in  the  treasury;  but  condi- 
tions have  changed.  We  are  imposing  much  responsibility  upon 
our  District  Deputies,  and  without  promise  of  suitable  compensa- 
tion or  reward.  It  is  true  we  pay  them  mileage  and  per  diem  to 
our  sessions,  and  for  such  other  expenses  as  they  may  incur  in 
the  special  duties  we  impose.  Would  it  be  more  than  justice,  and 
would  it  not  be  incentive  to  action,  if  we  should  turn  the  charter 
fees  over  to  deputies  who  cause  lodges  to  be  instituted  in  their 
districts?  I  know  that  it  will  be  contended  that  we  have  enough 
lodges ;  that  it  is  better  to  have  a  few  strong  rather  than  many 
weak  ones,  etc.  But  my  observation  is  that  the  lodges  instituted 
in  the  past  few  years,  ten  or  twenty  years,  say,  are  quite  as 
strong  and  equally  as  useful  as  those  instituted  earlier.  Some  of 
our  older  lodges  are  not  occupying  their  fields.  They  do  nothing 
now  and  have  done  nothing  in  the  recent  past.  In  each  of  their 
localities  there  is  good  material  out  of  which  to  make  Odd  Fel- 
lows, but  they  do  not  get  them.  In  one  instance,  a  few  years  ago, 
when  I  proposed  the  establishing  of  a  lodge  in  a  town  of  from 
1,000  to  1,200  people,  another  lodge,  one  of  our  older  ones,  in  fact, 
complained  because  it  was  encroaching  upon  their  territory,  though 
the  town  was  eight  or  ten  miles  away.  I  found  the  old  lodge  in 
a  town  of  2,500,  had  a  total  of  about  sixty  members,  and  of  this 
number  six  or  eight  had  residence  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed 
new  lodge,  so  far  away  that  they  could  not  give  help  or  support 
to  the  old  lodge  except  in  the  payment  of  dues.  The  lodge  should 
have  had  then,  and  should  have  now,  150  members  at  least,  but 
it  hasn't  half  the  number.  There  was  ample  room  in  the  new 
field  and  the  lodge  was  established,  as  it  should  have  been.  There 
are  at  least  a  score  of  places  in  the  State  that  should  have  lodges, 
that  would  in  no  way  encroach  upon  other  lodges,  but  to  secure 
them  is  a  slow  process.  If  the  objection  were  good  we  would 
have  lost  a  score  of  lodges  in  the  last  few  years,  but,  as  a  fact. 
I  do  not  recall  that  we  have  had  a  half  dozen  defunct  lodges  siuoo 
I  have  occupied  my  present  position,  and  these  not  because  of  loca- 
tion ;  and  for  13$  years  we  have  not  had  one  lodge  delinquent.  1 
am  agreed  that  we  should  exercise  care,  but  I  am  sure  if  we  had 
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some  one  to  carry  the  good  lessons  of  the  Order  to  the  vacant, 
places  named  we  would  increase  our  membership  greatly,  and  do 
the  people  of  those  localities  great  good.  A  weak  lodge  is  better 
than  no  lodge. 

Dropped  for  Non-Payment  of  Dues. 

There  is  probably  no  subject  that  is  attracting  more  attention 
than  that  of  how  best  to  arrest  the  losses  the  Order  sustains  from 
the  nonpayment  of  dues.  At  the  recent  session  of  the  Grand  Sec- 
retaries' Association  at  Atlanta,  the  subject  was  discussed  in  no 
less  than  three  well-prepared  papers  by  able  Grand  Secretaries, 
and  reports  have  been  made  to  Grand  Lodges  by  committees  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  subject,  in  which  the  causes  leading  to 
the  great  loss  were  considered  and  suggestive  remedies  made. 
Computations  made  by  your  Grand  Secretary  of  the  percentage  of 
loss  sustained  by  each  jurisdiction  have  done  much  to  awaken  in- 
terest in  the  matter.  These  computations  show  that  in  1909  the 
loss  in  Indian  Territory  was  23.1  per  cent.,  which  alarming  per- 
centage was  due,  I  am  sure,  to  purely  local  conditions,  for  in  the 
previous  year  the  same  State  showed  a  loss  of  considerably  less 
than  half — 9.3  per  cent.  The  loss  in  the  adjoining  State  of  Okla- 
homa was  S.5  per  cent,  in  1908,  and  9.5  per  cent,  in  1909.  Nearly 
all  the  southern  jurisdictions  are  heavy  sufferers  from  this  cause. 
In  Mississippi,  in  1909,  the  percentage  of  loss  was  17.1 ;  in  South 
Carolina,  19.9;  in  Florida,  14.4,  etc.,  and  this  ratio  of  loss  seems 
to  have  been  an  average  for  several  years.  On  the  other  hand 
New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts  lost  only  1.1  per  cent. ;  Con- 
necticut, 1.2 ;  Maine,  1.8.  I  have  sought  from  the  Representatives 
<if  these  latter  jurisdictions  the  cause  of  their  small  losses — method 
employed  to  prevent  them — in  the  hope  of  solving  what  appears 
to  be  an  unsolvable  problem.  Usually  those  approached  were  with- 
out knowledge  of  having  so  good  a  record  and  thought  it  had 
"just  happened."  The  losses  in  Indiana  in  1909  were  2.8  per  cent., 
and  the  State  was  sixth  of  the  American  jurisdictions  in  the 
smallness  of  loss.  In  the  hope  that  some  method  may  be  sug- 
gested to  improve  our  record,  even  though  we  stand  so  high  in 
this  respect,  I  have  prepared  a  table  in  the  following,  showing 
the  record  in  Indiana  for  the  past  twenty  years :

The  average  percentage  of  loss  per  year  was  3.48,  and  the  ratio 
of  loss  per  year  was  one  member  in  30.0.  The  total  loss  sus- 
tained in  the  past  twenty  years  is  the  enormous  number  of  36,469. 
Some  of  these  were  reinstated,  but  the  average  in  this  respect  is 
not  more  than  one-fifth,  which  would  leave  a  net  loss  of  approx- 
imately 29,000.  A  few  years  ago  we  adopted  a  system  of  quarterly 
notices.  I  am  confident  these  have  done  much  toward  retaining 
our  members  and  have  helped  in  giving  us  our  enviable  position ; 
but  they  are  clearly  not  all-sufficient,  and  if  there  are  additional 
remedies  to  apply  we  should  not  hesitate  to  use  them.  In  some 
of  the  jurisdictions  the  secretaries  of  lodges  send  to  the  Grand 
Master,  or  Grand  Secretary,  the  names  of  desirable  members  who 
become  delinquent  and  a  personal  letter  is  sent  such  delinquents 
by  such  Grand  Officer.  It  is  claimed  that  this  has  been  the  means 
of  saving  many  members.  It  might  be  well  to  try  this.  At  any 
rate,  I  doubt  if  it  would  do  harm.  There  may  be  other  means 
that  you  may  suggest.  After  all,  any  system  will  fail  if  the  sec- 
retary of  the  lodge  is  inefficient  or  indifferent.  With  such  a  sec- 
retary no  lodge  can  hope  to  retain  its  members,  or  in  fact  grow  or 
prosper.  Our  reports  will  show  that  some  lodges  drop  large  num- 
bers of  members  and  then  repeat.  It  is  hard  to  believe,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  local  trouble,  that  secretaries  are  not  responsible  there- 
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for.  In  any  event  a  loss  each  year  of  from  2,000  to  2,500  is  too 
great  even  for  Indiana,  and  I  most  sincerely  hope  a  remedy  will 
be  found  and  applied. 

Two  Generous  Offers. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
after  his  installation,  Grand  Sire  Cockrum  laid  before  the  body  the 
following  communication : 

"Hon.  John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
Atlanta,  Georgia : 

Dear  Brother  Goodwin — In  order  that  we  may  offer  the  mem- 
bership in  general  something  to  stimulate  renewed  efforts  to  for- 
ward the  Order's  interests,  I  have  concluded  to  suggest  two  things 
that  are  new. 

I  do  this,  not  to  be  ahead  of  some  one  else,  not  to  outstrip  any 
who  have  preceded  me  in  this  high  place,  but  with  the  sole  object 
of  bringing  myself  in  touch  with  all  the  members  of  the  Order 
wherever  the  flag  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  raised. 

I  propose  to  give  a  silver  cup,  to  cost  not  less  than  $100,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  that  will  show  the  greatest  gain  in  Subordinate  lodge 
membership,  this  cup  to  be  engraved  as  a  gift  from  the  Grand  Sire 
to  the  successful  Grand  Jurisdiction.  The  award  to  be  made  upon 
a  showing  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  between  December 
31,  1910,  and  December  31,  1911. 

I  also  propose  to  give  to  the  Subordinate  lodge,  showing  the 
largest  increase  in  membership  for  the  same  period,  to  be  deter- 
mined in  the  same  way,  a  lodge  banner  to  cost  $100 ;  the  same  to 
show  that  it  has  been  given  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  the  lodge  for  the 
work  done,  as  herein  outlined. 

I  hope  by  these  means  to  encourage  the  members  of  tbe  Order 
and  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  everywhere  to  enter  upon  a  friendly 
contest  that  will  add  to  our  already  large  membership  and  stimu- 
late an  effort  to  keep  to  the  front,  in  the  march  of  time,  the  posi- 
tion of  our  beloved  Order. 

I  respectfully  request  that  the  Grand  Lodge  give  its  consent  to 
this  suggestion.

The  generous  offers  were  received  with  applause  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  accepting  the  same  was  unanimously  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  the  generous  offer  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  pre- 
sent a  cup  and  banner  to  the  jurisdiction  and  lodge  making  the 
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largest  increase  in  membership  be  accepted  with  grateful  appre- 
ciation. That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  send  a  copy  of 
the  Grand  Sire's  letter  to  each  Grand  Secretary  under  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  request  the  Grand 
Secretaries  to  send  a  copy  of  the  Grand  Sire's  letter  to  every  lodge 
in  their  jurisdiction,  in  order  that  the  greatest  publicity  may  be 
given  the  offer,  so  that  every  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  contest  for  the  prizes." 

Having  received  an  official  copy  of  the  Grand  Sire's  letter  from 
the  Grand  Secretary,  I  caused  the  same  to  be  printed  and  have 
mailed  a  copy  to  each  lodge  in  Indiana,  pursuant  to  the  request  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  hope  that  the  offers  will  prove 
an  incentive  to  lodges  to  contest  for  these  valuable  gifts.  And  I 
hope,  further,  that  Indiana  will  itself  strive  for  the  cup.  Our 
grand  building  will  be  a  most  appropriate  place  to  preserve  it  for 
future  generations  to  admire.  The  offer  to  lodges  is  one  that  any 
lodge,  large  or  small,  may  compete  for.  It  will  be  decided,  both 
for  cup  and  banner,  by  actual  net  increase  of  State  or  lodge. 

1911. 

We  are  all  anxious  that  1911  should  be  made  the  best  year  In 
increase  of  membership  Indiana  has  ever  had.  We  have  the 
Grand  Sire,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  field,  in  fact,  to  place 
our  State  at  the  head  of  all  other  jurisdictions.  Some  of  our 
lodges  always  find  much  to  do;  some  find  at  least  something  to 
do;  others  drag  along  without  noticeable  effort  and  do  nothing. 
Very  often  the  latter  excuse  themselves  by  saying  that  they  are 
very  careful  of  their  standard  of  membership — which  all  are  urged 
to  be — and  yet  not  a  good  man  has  moved  in  or  grown  up  in  their 
jurisdiction  in  three  or  four  or  more  years,  if  we  are  to  judge 
from  the  members  admitted,  for  none  have  been.  An  average  gain 
of  6*  members  would  increase  our  number  5,000,  or  a  gain  of  13  to 
each  lodge,  10,000,  within  the  next  year.  I  urge  that  we  attempt 
no  less  than  the  first  general  average.  I  have  it  in  mind  that  if 
the  Grand  Secretary  would  ask  for  a  report  from  each  lodge  each 
month  in  1911,  it  would  bestir  the  lodge  that  is  doing  nothing  and 
enthuse  the  one  that  is  doing  much.  I  would  have  these  reports 
in  about  the  following  form :

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  will  do  much  to  help  the  cause. 
Being  anxious  that  1911  shall  be  the  banner  year  of  all,  I  hope  you 
will  approve  this  proposal  or  substitute  something  better. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Having  a  lively  recollection  of  the  hospitality  extended  by  In- 
diana to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1901,  it  was  with  practical 
unanimity  that  Indianapolis  was  selected  as  the  meeting  place  of 
that  body  in  1911.  Several  cities  were  proposed  and  advocated  for 
this  honor,  but  a  chain  of  incidents  led  to  the  nomination  of  In- 
dianapolis. The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  the  four  Representatives 
from  this  jurisdiction,  noting  the  favor  with  which  the  nomination 
was  received,  joined  in  a  formal  and  cordial  invitation  to  the 
body,  giving  assurance  of  a  most  fraternal  welcome.  Thereupon 
the  selection  was  made  unanimously,  other  cities  not  being  further 
considered.  I  feel  sure  you  will  enthusiastically  approve  this 
action.     Later  the  following  was  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  does  not  expect  the 
brethren  of  Indiana  to  furnish  to  it  costly  and  elaborate  entertain- 
ment." 

This  leaves  us  free  to  pursue  one  of  two  courses : 

1.  To  provide  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Body. 

2.  To  have  parade,  prize  contests,  entertainments,  etc. 

I  have  no  doubt  the  first  course  will  not  be  at  all  displeasing 
to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Heretofore  the  entertainment  has 
been  on  an  extensive  scale,  which  has  in  many  cases  disturbed  and 
interrupted  the  business  of  the  Body,  taxing  physical  endurance, 
as  well.  But  the  Sessions  of  this  Body  have  been  made  the  means 
of  an  uplift  in  the  jurisdictions  in  which  they  were  held.  This 
cannot  be  expected  as  a  result  under  this  plan,  for  there  is  no 
appeal  therein  to  the  enthusiasm  and  energies  of  lodges  and 
members. 

If  the  second  suggestion  is  adopted  it  will  require  much  more 
funds,  for  it  will  call  for  expenditures  for  entertainments,  parades, 
degree  and  militant  prizes,  halls,  etc.  As  to  which  plan  shall  be 
adopted  it  seems  to  me  should  be  governed  by  what  will  seem  to

best  subserve  our  interests.  If  it  is  our  desire  to  boom  the  Order 
In  the  State  we  should  adopt  the  latter  course.  We  ought  soon  to 
begin  a  campaign  for  100,000  members,  and  there  can  be  no  better 
opportunity  than  this  will  afford. 

Whether  we  shall  decide  to  entertain  in  a  quiet  way  or  extend 
the  welcome  and  festivities  that  all  our  members  may  have  per- 
sonal part,  is  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  determine. 

The  revenues  in  1901  for  this  purpose  are  set  out  in  the  Jour- 
nal Proceedings  for  November  of  that  year.  The  receipts  are 
shown  to  have  been  as  follows : 

From  the  Grand  Lodge  $5,000  00 

From  the  Grand  Encampment 2,500  00 

From  Indianapolis  merchants  4,255  50 

From  State  Board  of  Agriculture 1,000  00 

From  badges,  etc 1,734  59

The  total  expenses  were  $12,693.13,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$1,796.96,  which  was  rebated  in  the  ratio  of  one-sixth  to  those  who 
contributed  it,  excepting  only  a  few,  for  what  seemed  good  rea- 
sons. This  rebate  gave  to  the  Grand  Lodge  $718.22  and  to  the 
Grand  Encampment  $416.66,  making  the  net  appropriations  of 
these  bodies  $4,281.78  and  $2,083.34  respectively.  I  doubt  if  money 
was  ever  expended  by  these  bodies  with  better  results. 

You  will  pardon  me  for  these  personal  remarks.  Not  a  few 
blessed  friends  have  expressed  concern  as  to  the  possibility  of 
myself  being  physically  able  to  bear  the  strain  of  another  such 
experience  as  we  passed  through  in  1901.  I  assure  you  that  with 
the  assistance  of  such  true  and  loyal  members  as  shall  surround 
me  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  accepting  whatever  additional  duties 
it  shall  be  your  pleasure  to  request  or  impose,  fully  believing  in 
my  capacity  and  strength. 

Our  Grand  Sire. 

For  the  first  time  Indiana  has  accredited  to  it  a  Grand  Sire  in 
the  person  of  Bro.  John  B.  Cockrum.  A  better  selection  could 
not  have  been  made.  From  the  date  of  his  initiation  Brother  Cock- 
rum  has  been  an  enthusiastic  member  who  has  given  much  of  his 
time  to  the  Order's  advancement ;  and  his  earnestness  and  fidelity, 
coupled  with  his  great  ability  and  indomitable  energy,  have  placed 
him  in  the  foremost  position  among  the  Odd  Fellows  of  the  world. 
He  will  make  a  good  Grand  Sire  nnd  will  bring  credit  and  honor 
to  every  one  of  us. 
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But  added  honors  increase  one's  responsibilities.  If  we  admit 
the  high  office  and  able  man  to  be  worthy  of  us  we  must  show 
that  we  also  are  worthy  the  office  and  him.  We  can  do  this  best, 
if  not  alone,  by  adding  to  our  zeal  in  promoting  our  great  institu- 
tion. It  is  within  our  power,  if  we  shall  set  about  to  do  it,  to 
increase  our  membership  to  85.000.  or  a  net  increase  of  5,000,  by 
the  end  of  the  year  1911. 

Our  Great  Membership. 

In  my  last  report  I  predicted  a  membership  of  fully  80,000  by 
the  end  of  June.  The  actual  number  is  79,843,  and  to  the  num- 
ber of  157,  therefore,  I  am  disappointed.  Many  of  the  lodges  did 
great  work,  and  we  should  thank  them.  Upon  the  whole  we  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  having  a  net  gain  of  1,428  and  in  the 
splendid  condition  of  our  lodges.  We  must  indeed  be  classed  as 
a  wonderful  jurisdiction  to  have  the  membership  we  have.  I 
trust  every  lodge  will  do  something  in  the  coming  year  that  we 
may  gain  5,000  by  the  end  of  1911,  and  that  we  may  look  to  the 
100,000  goal  within  the  next  six  or  eight  years. 

Conclusion. 

I  would  we  could  more  earnestly  cultivate  the  desire  to  ex- 
tend our  means  in  relief.  I  would  we  could  find  broader  fields 
for  actual  help  to  the  destitute  and  unfortunate.  I  would  we 
could  get  beyond  the  range  of  feeling  that  our  revenue  should  be 
hoarded  when  all  about  us  there  is  suffering  humankind.  I  would 
we  could  get  away  from  the  "not  noio"  and  "not  at  this  time" 
feeling,  and  could  go  about  looking  for  the  place  to  do  good  with 
what  we  have  at  our  command.  I  would  we  could  see  aught  but 
golden  glory  in  the  totals  for  relief ;  and  humility  and  disappoint- 
ment in  the  sum  total  accumulated.  I  would  we  had  time,  the 
time,  more  time,  to  visit  the  sick  room ;  to  lift  up  by  the  hand 
of  encouragement,  and  friendship,  and  hope  the  depressed  and 
despairing.  I  would  we  could  see  the  bleeding  heart  beyond  the 
smiling  face. 

"If  I  had  the  time  to  learn  from  you 
How  much  for  comfort  my  word  could  do ; 
And  I  told  you  then  of  my  sudden  will 
To  kiss  your  feet  when  I  did  you  ill ; 
If  the  tears  aback  of  the  coldness  feigned. 
Could  flow  and  the  wrong  be  quite  explained — 
Brothers,  the  souls  of  us  all  would  chime. 
If  we  had  the  time." 
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I  thank  you  most  sincerely,  bi  others,  for  your  uniform  courtesy 
and  consideration  at  all  times.

REPORT  OF  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

Your  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  re- 
spectfully report  that  we  attended  the  Eijrhty-sixth  Annual  Session 
of  the  Sovereign  Body  held  at  Atlanta.  Georgia. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  we  can  now  report  that  Indiana 
has  a  Grand  Sire  in  the  person  of  Bro.  John  B.  Cockrum.  While 
of  course  this  is  an  honor  to  Brother  Cockrum,  it  is  none  the  less 
an  honor  to  this  jurisdiction,  and  your  Representatives  are  glad 
to  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  session  of  the  Sovereign 
Body  when  such  honor  was  shown  this  jurisdiction. 
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On  Sunday  morning,  September  18th,  the  Rev.  W.  I.  Canter, 
Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  delivered  a  special 
sermon  to  the  Grand  Representatives,  their  ladies  and  visiting 
members.  The  services  were  held  in  the  large  auditorium  of  the 
Wesley  Memorial  Church.  Dr.  Canter  took  his  text  from  Luke  x, 
29,  basing  his  remarks  upon  "And  who  is  my  neighbor?"

Welcome  addresses  were  made  by 
Governor  Joseph  M.  Brown,  Mayor  Maddox  and  Judge  Robert  T. 
Daniels.  From  the  welcome  addresses  and  the  responses  given  it 
was  easy  to  be  seen  that  there  is  no  longer  an  East,  West,  South 
or  North,  so  far  as  Odd  Fellowship  is  concerned,  but  that  we  are 
one  great  brotherhood. 

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  REPORTS  OF  THE  GRAND  OFFICERS. 

Grand  Sire  and  Commander=in=Chief. 

To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives — In  this  beautiful  and  historical 
city  of  the  Southland  we  here  assemble  in  eighty-sixth  annual  ses- 
sion for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  work  accomplished  in  all 
branches  of  the  Order  during  the  past  year,  legislating  for  its  wel- 
fare and  advancement,  and  to  promote  through  close  personal  and 
official  association  a  better  understanding  of  all  pending  questions 
requiring  the  best  thought  and  consideration  of  every  Representa- 
tive. In  approaching  and  conducting  our  labors  we  should  ever  re- 
member that  the  Great  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe  has  again 
permitted  us  to  safely  journey  hither  from  every  section  of  our 
country  and  from  the  great  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  to  gather 
here  in  peace  and  harmony  to  consult  together  over  the  best  plans 
for  the  betterment  of  humanity,  the  improvements  of  human  char- 
acter and  of  ways  and  means  for  carrying  on  the  great  work  of 
relieving  the  distressed,  to  which  our  Order  is  committed  and  to 
which  we  are  individually  and  collectively  bound  by  our  obliga- 
tions. 

Let  us,  therefore,  enter  upon  the  work  before  us  with  zeal  and 
renewed  faith  in  the  accomplishment  of  results  which  will  be  of 
material  benefit  to  our  Order  everywhere,  brought  about  through 
close  attention  to  all  business  presented  and  harmonious  action 
thereon. 
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Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  increase  in 
Subordinate  lodge  and  Rebekah  membership  during  last  year,  clos- 
ing December  31,  was  71,292.  Estimating  the  increase  since  that

PROCLAMATION. 

During  the  year  I  have  issued  the  following  proclamation : 

To  all  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs  and  Presidents  of  Re- 
bekah Assemblies,  Grcctiny: 

It  having  come  to  my  knowledge  that  Grand  Lodge  jurisdic- 
tions are  again  being  flooded  with  circulars  relating  to  our  writ- 
ten and  unwritten  work,  and  that  the  mails  are  being  used  for 
nefarious  purposes  connected  therewith  ; 

Now,  therefore,  by  authority  in  me  vested,  and  as  directed  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  through  the  adoption  of  Report  67 
at  the  last  session  thereof,  I,  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  hereby  notify  and  warn 
all  officers  and  members  that  it  is  unlawful  to  own  or  possess  and 
use  any  book,  booklet  or  written  or  printed  word  purporting  to  be 
the  written  or  unwritten  work  of  the  Order,  or  both  combined, 
and  that  every  member  possessing  or  usin^  any  such  work  is  sub- 
ject to  the  penalty  of  expulsion  as  provided  in  Section  10(52  of  Bus- 
bee's  Digest     Grand  Masters,   Grand   Patriarchs  and   Presidents 
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of  Rebeknh  Assemblies  are  hereby  requested  and  required  to  pro- 
mulgate tbe  above  within  their  jurisdictions  and  notify  the  subordi- 
nate bodies  under  their  jurisdictions  respectively  to  enforce  the 
law  by  requiring  all  members  in  possession  of  such  work  to  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  subordinate  body  of  which  they  are  members, 
to  be  destroyed  thereby ;  the  fact  of  such  destruction  to  be  certi- 
fied to  the  proper  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Scribe,  and  to  direct 
said  subordinate  bodies  to  strictly  enforce  the  law  against  every 
member  who  shall  hereafter  purchase  or  possess  any  kind  or  char- 
acter of  such  prohibited  work. 

Decisions. 

Many  questions  have  been  propounded  by  members  of  the  Or- 
der and  decisions  thereon  requested,  all  of  which  were  courteously 
refused,  with  directions  to  apply  through  proper  legal  channels 
to  local  officers  having  jurisdiction  over  the  subject  involved  as 
proVided  by  local  legislation.  Where  statements  and  questions 
have  been  submitted  through  the  proper  legal  channel,  as  provided 
in  Section  1  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution,  I  have  rendered 
and  submit  the  following  decisions  for  approval.  That  the  num- 
ber is  uot  greater  is  in  my  opinion  accounted  for  by  holding  in- 
flexibly to  the  rule  laid  down  in  said  section  and  refusing  to  de- 
cide any  question  unless  based  upon  a  clear  statement  of  facts 
upon  which  a  definite,  affirmative  or  negative  conclusion  could  be 
reached;  also  upon  the  fact  that  our  laws  have  been  so  perfected 
through  the  wisdom  of  conservative  members  and  former  decisions 
as  to  leave  very  little  ground  upon  which  to  base  a  statement  or 
question  that  has  not  already  been  well  settled;  and  mainly  from 
the  fact  that  no  new  legislation  or  great  change  of  existing  laws 
were  adopted  at  our  last  session,  as  heretofore,  calling  for  nu- 
merous decisions  thereon. 

SUBORDINATE  LODGE  DECISIONS. 

Decision  1.  Statement.  Bro.  T.  W.  Granbery,  a  member  of 
Long  Pine  Lodge,  No.  114,  of  Nebraska,  with  dues  paid  to  April  1, 
1907,  made  application  on  January  10,  1907,  to  become  a  member 
of  Ross  Lodge,  No.  96,  of  Midvale,  Idaho.  On  January  17  he  was 
elected  to  become  a  member  of  Ross  Lodge,  No.  96,  upon  deposit 
of  a  card.  Application  was  made  at  once  for  a  card,  which  was 
granted  and  issued  on  February  IS  by  Long  Pine  Lodge.  On  Feb- 
ruary 8  the  brother  was  taken  sick  and  died  on  March  29  without 
having  signed  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  Ross  Lodge.  ■ 
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Question.  Is  Long  Pine  Lodge,  No.  114,  of  Nebraska,  liable  for 
sick  benefits  and  expenses  of  last  sickness  of  tbe  deceased  brother? 

Answer.  Yes,  to  extent  only  of  the  payment  of  benefits  for 
sickness  from  February  8,  1907,  until  the  date  of  withdrawal  card 
or  transfer  certificate,  and  in  this  case  for  four  weeks  or  one 
month  after  latter  date,  as  said  card  or  certificate  which  it  seems 
from  statement  was  not  received  by  Ross  Lodge  until  four  weeks 
after  issue  of  same,  and  that  the  brother  never  signed  the  consti- 
tution of  said  Ross  Lodge.  See  Transfer  Law  as  amended  in  Re- 
port 141,  page  778,  Journal  of  1906. 

Dec.  2.  Statement.  At  the  1909  session  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  resolution  or  paper  53,  pages  329-332,  Journal  of 
1909,  was  presented  by  Gen.  M.  A.  Raney,  of  the  General  Military 
Council,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant. 
The  various  matters  contained  in  said  resolution  were  reported 
on  by  said  committee  in  Report  111,  on  page  389.  The  report 
recommended  the  adoption  of  paragraphs  or  sections  numbered  1, 
3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  12,  14,  15,  17  of  said  resolutions,  and  that  sections 
2,  10,  13  and  16  be  adopted  as  o mended.  This  report  was  adopted 
except  as  to  Section  2,  to  which  there  was  a  minority  report,  and 
as  to  Section  2  the  minority  report,  Number  112,  page  389,  was 
adopted.  Section  7  of  said  resolution  or  paper  refers  by  numbers 
only  and  to  striking  out  'Adjutant-General"  where  it  occurs  there- 
in and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  "Assistant  Adjutant-General" 
or  "Military  Secretary,"  one  or  both,  in  sections  of  Patriarchs 
Militant  Code  Nos.  35,  42,  46,  65,  73,  85,  86,  100  and  107,  but  with- 
out showing  or  mentioning  the  substance  or  subject-matter  of  said 
Patriarchs  Militant  Code  sections,  and  also  without  showing  how 
said  sections  would  read  as  amended ;  whereas  it  has  been  the 
uniform  practice  ever  since  said  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  was 
first  adopted  in  1893,  when  amending  the  same,  to  set  out  and 
show  how  any  and  all  sections  to  be  amended  would  read  when 
amended.  This  practice  has  uniformly  been  regarded  as  requisite 
for  legislation  making  changes  in  sections  of  said  Patriarchs  Mili- 
tant Code.

Besides  being  the  legal  course  as  construed  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  practice,  it  is  submitted  that  it  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary to  proper  and  wise  legislation  that  sections  of  either  code 
being  amended  should  show  in  what  respect  by  showing  how  the 
section  would  read  when  or  as  amended,  or  certainly  by  at  least 
stating  in  what  respect  to  be  amended  or  the  subject-matter  of  the 
proposed  amendment.  As  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  has  132 
sections,  no  officer  or  Grand  Representative  could  be  expected  to 
know  by  reference  to  the  number  of  the  section  only  and  to  one 
or  two  words  therein  what  change  or  amendment  would  be  made. 
Under  Section  7  of  said  Resolution  53  it  is  attempted  to  transfer 
from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Military  Council  all  fees 
for  commissions  to  cantons  resuscitated  where  no  Department 
Council  exists,  and  this  by  referring  only  to  Patriarchs  Militant 
Code,  Section  46,  by  number  and  by  striking  out  "Adjutant-Gen- 
eral" and  inserting  "Assistant"  preceding  and  "Military  Secretary" 
after. 

Also  under  said  Section  7  it  is  attempted  to  transfer  from  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  by  amending  in  the  same  manner  Pa- 
triarchs Militant  Code,  Section  85,  all  fees  for  commissions  to 
officers  not  in  departments  having  Department  Councils.  Such  at- 
tempted amendment  of  said  Sections  46  and  85  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  Code  would  have  the  effect  of  transferring  from  the  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge  to  the  Military  Council  about  $235  annually, 
and  this  without  mentioning  the  fact  and  without  the  same  hav- 
ing been  referred  to  or  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Finance 
as  required  by  Rule  or  Order  38,  Busbee's  Digest,  page  811.  Such 
change  of  the  revenue,  if  made,  would  be  in  effect  an  appropria- 
tion to  the  Military  Council. 
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Question  1.  Is  the  above  recited  manner  of  attempting  to 
amend  said  Sections  4G  and  S5  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code 
sufficient,  and  has  said  sections  been  amended  under  the  Resolu- 
tion 14S  and  the  adoption  of  Report  111? 

Answer.  In  the  adoption  of  amendments  and  laws  proposed 
in  Resolution  53,  pages  329-332.  Journal  of  1900,  there  is  in  my 
opinion  a  radical,  if  not  illegal,  departure  from  precedent,  if  not 
direct  law  as  well,  presented  in  the  several  citations  contained  in 
preceding  statement  regarding  practice  in  such  cases  made  and 
provided,  yet  I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  I  have  no  power 
to  set  aside  or  annul  other  laws  formulated  under  the  head  of 
said  Resolution  53  except  where  the  same  conflicts  with  or  sets 
aside  a  direct  or  fair  interpretation  of  the  constitution  or  by-laws 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  so  rule. 

Q.  2.  Can  said  Sections  4G  and  S5  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
Code  be  amended  by  such  reference  only  as  was  made  to  them  and 
without  showing  how  said  sections  would  read  as  amended? 

A.  The  answer  to  this  question  is  the  same  as  the  answer  to 
Question  1. 

Q.  3.  Can  the  revenues  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be 
changed  and  transferred  and  an  appropriation  in  effect  be  made 
by  such  reference  only  to  said  sections,  and  without  reference  to 
and  consideration  by  the  Committee  on  Finance  as  contemplated 
by  said  Rule  of  Order  38? 

A.  In  my  opinion,  and  I  decide  that  such  revenues  cannot  be 
so  changed  and  transferred,  especially  without  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  the  same  being  contrary  to  by-laws.  See 
Articles  XIX  and  XXX,  Rule  of  Order  38,  Section  1150.  Busbee's 
Digest,  Report  1G3,  Journal  of  1000,  page  417,  and  close  of  same 
and  others.  Also  Articles  XIX  and  XX  of  Constitution.  Section  3; 
Article  XIII,  Constitution,  Section  2;  Article  VII,  Constitution, 
and  1GG1,  Busbee's  Digest,  page  452. 

Statement  2.  Paragraph  5  of  said  Resolution  53  undertakes  to 
transfer  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Military  Council 
the  fees  for  retired  commissions  to  officers  of  the  General  Staff 
and  to  Department  Commanders,  and  this  without  mentioning  that 
it  is  a  change  or  transfer,  said  Paragraph  5  appearing  as  if  it 
were  original  legislation. 

Q.  1.  Under  all  the  facts  hereinabove  set  forth,  is  Paragraph 
5  sufficient  to  change  the  revenue  and  in  effect  to  appropriate  funds 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  reference  to  or  considera- 
tion by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  as  per  Rule  of  Order  38? 
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A.  Tn  my  opinion  It  is  not.  See  part  or  all  of  same  reference 
mentioned  in  answer  to  Question  3  of  Statement  1. 

Statement  3.  Under  Section  3  of  said  Resolution  53  it  is  at- 
tempted to  give  to  the  General  Military  Council  the  discounts  on 
all  supplies  sold  to  cantons  where  Department  Councils  are  not 
organized,  and  this  would  in  effect  appropriate  from  $500  to  $800 
annually  in  such  discounts  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  treas- 
ury without  being  referred  to  or  considered  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance;  also  without  providing  when  the  Grand  Secretary  or 
Grand  Treasurer  shall  pay  over  such  discounts  to  the  Military 
Council,  and  indeed  without  authorizing  the  Grand  Secretary  or 
Grand  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same  at  all. 

Q.  1.  Can  such  discounts,  being  in  effect  an  appropriation,  be 
made  without  reference  to  or  consideration  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance  under  Rule  of  Order  38? 

A.  In  my  opinion  such  discounts  cannot  be  changed  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  3  of  said  Resolution  53.  See  part  or  all  of  same 
references  mentioned  in  answer  to  Question  3  of  Statement  1. 

Q.  2.  Can  such  discounts  be  paid  over  to  the  Military  Council 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Treasurer  without  express  au- 
thority therefor,  and  can  they  be  so  paid  over  under  the  legislation 
abuve  referred  to? 

A.  In  my  opinion  such  discounts  cannot  be  so  paid.  See  same 
references  as  hereinbefore  cited. 

Q.  3.  Is  it  not  a  misnomer  to  call  such  a  discount  to  cantons 
and  not  allow  it  to  them,  but  require  the  amount  of  it  paid  to  the 
General  Military  Council,  and  should  not  any  legislation  authoriz- 
ing discounts  on  supplies  sold  to  cantons  not  in  Department  Coun- 
cils provide  that  such  cantons  get  the  benefit  thereof? 

A.  It  is  certainly  a  misnomer.  If  cantons  are  allowed  a  dis- 
count they,  and  they  only,  are  entitled  thereto  and  should  receive 
same. 

Q.  4.  If  the  legislation  attempted  should  be  held  good  would 
it  not  in  effect  merely  authorize  the  payment  of  the  amount  which 
such  discounts  would  realize  if  allowed  to  a  third  party,  and  is  it 
in  fact  a  disccunt  unless  allowed  to  the  cantons  purchasing  the 
supplies? 

A.  A  third  party  would  most  assuredly  be  the  beneficiary  of 
such  discount  unless  allowed  to  cantons  purchasing  supplies,  the 
latter  alone  being,  in  my  opinion,  entitled  thereto,  as  they  are 
clearly  not  discounts  to  such  third  party  and  cannot  fairly  be  so 
considered. 
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Q.  5.  Discounts  have  not  heretofore  been  allowed  to  cantons 
not  under  Department  Councils.  Is  not  allowing  the  same  under 
the  legislation  above  cited  and  paying  the  same  to  the  General 
Military  Council  a  mere  fiction  as  to  said  cantons,  and  in  effect 
only  an  appropriation  of  money  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
treasury  to  the  General  Military  Council? 

A.  An  attempted  transfer  of  a  non-existent  document  would 
seem  to  be  a  fiction  in  reality  as  well  as  in  name,  which  is  in 
effect  an  attempt  to  appropriate  money  without  open  and  direct 
notice  and  contrary  to  Rule  38  and  other  laws,  and  would  seem  to 
be  null  and  void. 

Dec.  3.  Statement.  A  brother  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues  at  the  end  of  the  five  years  asked  for  a  dismissal  certificate, 
which  was  granted.  Later  he  wanted  to  get  back  into  the  Order, 
the  lodge  granting  his  certificate  being  his  nearest  lodge. 

Q.  Can  he  apply  thereto  and  be  elected  to  membership  therein 
on  paying  the  fee  fixed  by  our  Grand  Lodge? 

A.  He  can  be  elected,  but  if  he  is  more  than  fifty  years  of 
age  he  will  be  non-beneficial  and  not  a  beneficial  member  unless 
your  local  law  otherwise  provides ;  and  in  either  case  the  appli- 
cant must  pay  the  fee  fixed  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  See  Busbee's 
Digest,  Sections  1681  and  1734;  also  Section  301,  page  96;  also 
tenth  resolution,  Journal,  1880,  page  8487,  and  Section  14  of  Arti- 
cle II  of  Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  adopted  by  your 
Grand  Lodge,  pages  10  and  33. 

Dec.  4.  Statement.  The  constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  iu 
this  jurisdiction,  Section  73,  provides  that  there  shall  be  two  regu- 
lar funds  of  the  lodge,  to  be  known  respectively  as  the  widows' 
and  orphans'  fund  and  the  general  fund.  Section  76  provides  that 
at  least  one-fifth  of  the  dues  of  the  members  be  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  widows'  and  orphans'  fund. 

Q.  1.  Can  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan,  which  does  not 
maintain  a  home  for  widows  and  orphans  or  aged  or  indigent  Odd 
Fellows,  repeal  these  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  thus  abol- 
ish the  necessity  for  creating  a  special  fund  for  the  support  of 
widows  and  orphans? 

A.  Yes.  In  my  opinion  it  can  repeal  so  much  of  Sections  73, 
76,  77  and  others  of  Subordinate  Lodge  Constitution  as  relate  to 
continuing  the  widows'  and  orphans'  fund  and  the  collection  of 
dues,  fines  and  other  moneys  therefor,  provided  such  repeal  is 
adopted  in  accordance  with  Section  144  of  said  constitution. 

Q.  2.     If  the  widows'  and  orphans'  fund  can  be  dispensed  with 
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by  law,  what  becomes  of  such  fund  already  accumulated  by  sub- 
ordinate lodges? 

A.  All  accumulated  widows'  and  orphans'  funds  in  possession 
of  lodges  at  time  of  repeal  of  present  law  are  and  will  be  trust 
funds,  and  must  be  held  separate  from  any  other  fund  and  used 
solely  for  the  objects  for  which  same  was  accumulated.  See  Sec- 
tions 535  to  540,  both  inclusive,  Busbee's  Digest. 

Dec.  5.  Question.  The  Noble  Grand-elect  being  sick  on  the 
night  of  installation  and  unable  to  appear,  does  the  retiring  Grand 
hold  over  or  the  newly  installed  Vice-Grand  take  charge  of  the 
lodge  after  installation? 

A.  It  is  my  opinion  that  where  a  Noble  Grand-elect  is  sick  and 
fails  to  appear  for  installation  at  the  time  fixed  for  that  ceremony 
and  is  excused  by  the  lodge  or  no  election  is  then  held  to  fill  the 
office,  the  Vice-Grand  then  installed  takes  charge  of  the  lodge  and 
will  be  the  acting  Noble  Grand  thereof  until  the  Noble  Grand-elect 
appears  and  is  installed,  or  a  vacancy  in  said  office  is  legally  de- 
clared and  the  member  elected  to  fill  the  same  is  installed.  See 
Sections  1417,  1434,  1442,  1443,  1446,  1449,  1478,  Busbee's  Digest, 
and  Journals  therein  referred  to. 

Dec.  6.  Statement.  October  9,  1909,  a  brother  belonging  to  a 
lodge  in  Iowa  petitioned  a  lodge  in  this  (Oklahoma)  jurisdiction 
for  membership  under  transfer  of  membership  law  and  was  elected. 
Application  was  regularly  made  to  his  lodge  in  Iowa  for  transfer 
certificate,  which  was  granted  and  issued  November  2,  1909.  and 
forwarded  to  the  secretary  of  the  Oklahoma  lodge,  who  notified 
the  brother  it  had  been  received  and  for  him  to  appear  at  the  next 
meeting  and  sign  the  constitution  as  required  by  law.  He  did  not 
appear  at  said  meeting,  but  sent  word  he  would  be  present  and 
sign  the  constitution  at  the  next  meeting,  which  was  on  November 
20,  1909.  At  this  meeting  he  was  sick,  and  next  day  had  the  doc- 
tor with  him,  who  on  November  25  secured  the  keys  to  the  lodge 
room  and  without  any  authority  from  the  lodge  carried  the  roll 
book  and  constitution  to  the  sick  brother's  room,  where  he  signed 
the  same.  Signing  was  dated  back  to  the  20th  to  correspond  with 
the  date  of  meeting.  The  brother's  official  certificate  was  dated 
October  19,  1909,  and  shows  his  dues  paid  up  to  January  1,  1910. 
Our  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  provides  that  membership  in  the 
lodge  dates  from  the  signing  of  the  constitution. 

Q.  Is  the  brother  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction 
or  is  he  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  Iowa? 

A.  He  is  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  Iowa,  for  the  reason  that 
he  was  taken  sick  within  four  weeks  from  date  of  transfer  cer- 
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tifieate  and  before  consummating  his  transfer  of  membership,  and 
said  certificate  should  have  been  cancelled  under  the  law.  See 
Decision  9,  pages  42S.  4129.  Journal  of  19US,  and  laws  cited  therein 
which  are  germane  thereto. 

Dec.  7.  Statement.  A  brother  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  is  a 
state  charge  hopelessly  insane  in  the  insane  asylum.  The  mem- 
bers of  his  lodge  know  of  nothing  that  can  be  done  for  his  relief; 
the  brother  has  a  wife  and  child  who  need  the  benefits  that  are 
accruing  in  the  brother's  favor  to  help  support  them.  The  brother 
has  a  guardian,  but  the  lodge,  not  having  full  confidence  in  him. 
does  not  want  to  pay  the  money  into  his  hands.  I  find  in  Busbee's 
Digest.  Section  Gl,  the  following:  "An  insane  brother  in  a  state 
lunatic  asylum  and  in  the  charge  of  that  institution  is  entitled  to 
benefits,  and  the  lodge  is  compelled  to  pay  them  to  his  duly  ap- 
pointed guardian  or  to  the  general  relief  committee  having  him  in 
charge."  Decision  30.  by  Grand  Sire  Carlton.  Journal  of  1S97. 
pages  15.  108.  is  to  the  effect  that  dependent  relatives  are  entitled 
to  benefits  due  a  brother. 

Q.  Would  it  be  lawful  for  the  lodge  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
expend  the  brother's  benefits  as  they  accrue  for  the  support  or  re- 
lief of  his  wife  and  child? 

A.  Yes.  for  in  my  opinion  said  benefits  are  due  and  payable 
by  the  lodge  to  him  or  his  immediate  family,  which  in  this  case 
is  the  wife  and  child.  See  approved  Decision  30.  Journal.  1S97, 
page  15.108.  Also  see  opinion  and  finding  of  committee  in  report 
on  Daniels'  case.  Journal  of  1S80.  page  10.304.  and  the  opinion  and 
finding  of  the  committee  in  Report  0.  Journal  of  19012.  page  S73. 

Dec.  8.  Question  1.  Must  we  ballot  by  ball  ballot  upon  appli- 
cation for  the  first,  second  and  third  degrees? 

A.  Yes.  by  ball  ballot  separately  for  each  degree  unless  you 
have  a  local  law  providing  for  one  ballot  for  all  the  degrees. 

Q.  2.  Is  Section  1,  Article  VI,  of  our  Constitution  sufficient 
local  legislation  upon  which  we  may  ballot  for  all  three  of  those 
degrees  at  one  time? 

A.     In  my  opinion  it  is  not,  and  I  so  decide. 

Q.  3.  Can  a  brother  under  our  laws  be  balloted  for  the  second 
degree  before  he  has  received  the  first  degree? 

A.     He  cannot  where  the  ballot  is  for  each  degree. 

Q.  4.  Is  that  part  of  Section  1.  Article  VI.  which  says  that  if 
more  than  one-third  of  the  ballots  are  black  the  applicant  shall 
not  be  granted  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  degree,  or  in  other 
words,  can  we  make  a  law  requiring  more  black  balls  to  reject 
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an  applicant  for  the  degrees  than  we  can  for  an  applicant  to  be- 
come a  member? 

A.  In  my  opinion  your  law  requiring  a  greater  number  of  ball 
ballots  to  reject  an  applicant  for  either  degree  than  it  provides 
for  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  for  initiation,  as  said  law  appears 
in  Section  1  of  Article  VI  of  your  Constitution  for  subordinate 
lodges,  is  invalid,  because  it  attempts  to  provide  for  conferring 
the  first,  second  and  third  degrees  without  any  ballot,  and  for  the 
further  reason  that  it  attempts  to  force  members  to  disclose  their 
ballots  through  open  objection,  thereby  depriving  them  of  the  legal 
right  to  cast  a  secret  ball  ballot.  See  Busbee's  Digest,  Sections 
3GG,  371,  9G6,  967. 

Dec.  9.  Statement.  The  question  as  to  the  rights  of  a  half- 
sister  of  a  member  of  the  Order  to  petition  a  Rebekah  Lodge  for 
membership  has  been  submitted  to  me.  I  find  nothing  in  our  law 
covering  the  issue.  1  am  submitting  this  question  to  you  for  de- 
cision. 

Q.     Is  she  eligible  for  membership  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge? 

A.  A  half-sister  of  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing 
is  eligible  for  membership  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge  if  otherwise  and  in 
all  respects  legally  qualified. 

Dec.  10.  Statement.  A  native  born  Hindu,  who  is  now  a  nat- 
uralized citizen  of  the  United  States,  living  in  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Illinois,  desires  to  become  an  Odd  Fellow. 

Q.     Would  it  be  right  to  admit  him? 

A.  In  my  opinion  he  is  not  eligible  for  membership  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  2.  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge  unless  he  can  clearly  establish  the  fact  that 
he  is  of  the  pure  Caucasian  race  and  a  believer  in  one  ever  living 
Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  as  provided  in  said  section.  Flis 
being  a  naturalized  citizen  has  no  bearing  if  he  is  not  otherwise 
legally  qualified. 

Dec.  11.  Statement.  On  page  376,  Journal  of  1909,  Document 
72.  the  law  relating  to  blind  applying  for  membership  in  the  Or- 
der was  amended  as  follows :  "Neither  the  totally  deaf,  dumb  or 
blind  can  be  initiated  into  the  Order,  providing  that  the  same  shall 
not  apply  to  the  blind  daughter,  wife  or  mother  of  an  Odd  Fellow." 

Q  Can  a  blind  sister,  admitted  under  the  present  construction 
of  the  law,  serve  as  Vice  Grand  or  Noble  Grand  of  a  Rebekah 
Lodge? 

A.  She  cannot,  as  she  cannot  comply  with  certain  provisions 
of  the  Rebekah  ritual  in  either  position.

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Dec.  12.  Question.  Is  it  lawful  for  a  Rebekah  Assembly  to 
procure  and  give  the  retiring  President  any  jewel  (as  official) 
other  than  the  one  adopted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1908? 

A.  In  my  opinion  it  is  not  lawful  to  present  a  retiring  Presi- 
dent of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  with  any  jewel  as  official  except  the 
one  adopted  in  1908  for  Past  President,  and  I  so  decide.  See  Bus- 
bee's  Digest,  Section  2677,  Clause  53,  pages  750  and  756 ;  also  Re- 
port 136,  page  348,  Journal  of  1905 ;  Resolution  36,  page  344,  Jour- 
nal of  1907;  Report  123,  page  319,  Journal  of  1907,  and  Report 
137,  page  741,  Journal  of  1908. 

Dec.  13.  Statement.  A  brother  of  a  lodge  in  Massachusetts 
who  was  in  possession  of  the  annual  traveling  password  was  de- 
nied admission  to  a  Degree  Lodge  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the 
ground  that  no  officer  of  such  Degree  Lodge  was  authorized  to  re- 
ceive the  annual  traveling  password,  and  that  the  only  persons 
who  could  be  admitted  to  such  Degree  Lodge  were  members  of 
Subordinate  lodges  located  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  York  who 
were  in  possession  of  a  semi-annual  password  of  that  jurisdiction. 

Q.  1.  Can  a  brother  who  is  in  possession  of  the  annual  travel- 
ing password  visit  a  Degree  Lodge  in  another  jurisdiction? 

A.  He  cannot.  I  construe  the  law  as  laid  down  in  Article 
XXV  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  by-laws  and  the  provisions  of 
all  other  laws  relating  to  the  subject-matter  as  applying  solely  to 
a  Subordinate  and  not  to  a  Degree  Lodge. 

Q.  2.  Is  admission  to  a  Degree  Lodge  confined  exclusively  to 
brothers  residing  within  the  state  jurisdiction  in  which  such  De- 
gree Lodge  is  located? 

A.  It  is  so  confined.  In  my  opinion  a  member  of  a  Subordi- 
nate Lodge  in  possession  of  semi-annual  password  of  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  in  which  he  resides  may  visit  a  Degree  Lodge  therein 
if  the  local  law  so  provides,  but  cannot  visit  such  a  lodge  in  an- 
other Grand  Jurisdiction  in  the  absence  of  any  general  law  making 
provision  therefor. 

Dec.  14.  Statement.  Under  the  constitution  for  subordinates 
for  this  jurisdiction  Section  92  says  in  part  as  follows :  "A  mem- 
ber suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  who  makes  application  for 
reinstatement  may  be  reinstated  in  the  lodge  by  a  majority  vote 
by  ballot,  within  one  year  of  date  of  suspension,  on  payment  of 
one  year's  dues.  After  one  year  from  date  of  suspension,  upon 
payment  of  the  fee  charged  for  an  initiate  of  same  age  or  such 
less  sum  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe,  at  any  time  within  five 
years   from   the   date   of   suspension   he   may   be   reinstated   and 
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granted  a  withdrawal  card  upon  payment  of  one  year's  dues  and 
the  usual  price  of  a  card."  Under  the  by-laws  of  a  particular 
lodge,  under  salaries,  it  says  as  follows :  "The  Financial  Secre- 
tary shall  receive  five  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  for  dues  col- 
lected during  his  term  of  office." 

Q.  Is  the  contention  correct  that  as  a  brother  has  been  sus- 
pended for  non-payment  of  dues  the  payment  of  one  year's  dues 
to  reinstate  is  a  compromise  of  the  account,  and  that  being  paid, 
can  the  Financial  Secretary  claim  five  per  cent,  commission  on 
said  amount  so  paid? 

A.  He  can  claim  and  under  the  by-laws  of  said  lodge  is  en- 
titled to  said  commission  of  five  per  cent.  See  Section  92  of  your 
Constitution,  said  by-laws  and  Busbee's  Digest,  Sections  452,  454 
and  457. 

Dec.  15.  Question.  Can  the  paraphernalia  purchased  prior  to 
the  issuing  of  the  new  Rebekah  ritual  be  used  in  the  competitive 
Rebekah  work  at  Atlanta? 

A.  In  niy  opinion,  as  a  legal  proposition,  paraphernalia  pur- 
chased prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  present  ritual,  if  lawful  under 
the  old  ritual,  can  be  legally  used  in  the  competitive  Rebekah  work 
at  Atlanta  and  elsewhere  where  lawfully  permitted. 

Dec.  16.  Statement.  A  brother,  in  order  to  help  his  lodge, 
raised  funds  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  hall,  contracts  and  buys 
with  his  own  funds  three-link  pins.  He  places  them  on  the  mar- 
ket in  his  own  jurisdiction  and  gives  the  profits  therefrom  as  a 
donation  to  his  lodge.  He  fails  to  sell  all  the  pins,  and  in  order 
to  dispose  of  them  in  a  larger  field  he  sends  out  circular  letters 
to  lodges  of  other  jurisdictions  offering  them  for  sale  at  a  given 
price,  said  price  being  low  for  the  quality  of  pin  offered,  and  there- 
fore gives  full  value  and  does  not  ask  for  donation.  In  his  cir- 
cular letter  he  states  the  facts  truthfully,  and  also  states  that 
whatever  profits  he  will  make  on  the  sale  of  these  pins  and  also 
some  cards  which  he  has  he  will  donate  to  a  worthy  brother  who 
is  a  member  of  his  lodge  and  sick  beyond  recovery,  and  who  has 
a  wife  and  family.  Presumably  the  object  of  this  truthful  state- 
ment is  to  advise  those  who  purchase  this  pin  and  card  that  they 
will  not  only  get  value  for  their  money  but  the  profits  would  be 
donated  to  a  worthy  and  charitable  cause,  the  owner  of  the  goods 
only  wanting  his  money  back  as  a  matter  of  business.  It  is  a 
business  proposition  with  the  brother  offering  the  pins  and  cards 
to  recoup  what  he  is  out,  does  not  want  any  profits  for  himself, 
but  if  any  are  made  will  give  them  to  charity.     In  order  to  show 
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that  he  is  not  a  fraud,  but  is  acting  in  good  faith,  he  prints  his 
circular  letter  under  the  style  and  title  of  his  own  lodge,  hut  does 
not  use  the  seal  of  his  lodge. 

Q.  Has  this  brother  not  the  right  to  offer  his  pins  and  cards 
for  sale  the  same  as  any  jewelry  or  regalia  house  in  any  one  of 
the  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  would  the  mere  statement  of  what- 
ever profits  he  might  derive  from  the  sale  he  will  give  of  his  own 
free  will  to  a  worthy  brother  in  distress  as  an  act  of  charity,  and 
with  no  effort  whatever  to  intend  it  as  an  appeal,  be  such  a  viola- 
tion of  the  laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  to  bring  it  within 
the  meaning  of  Sections  190S  and  1!>00  of  Busbee's  Disest? 

A.  He  has  not,  and  the  provisions  of  Sections  52S,  190S.  1909 
and  others  of  Busbee's  Digest  in  my  opinion  apply  to  bis  and  all 
similar  cases  and  not  to  any  jewelry  or  regalia  bouses. 

Q.  If  you  hold  that  it  is  a  violation  of  the  sections  named,  then 
could  not  this  brother,  by  eliminating  from  his  circular  letter  the 
name  and  style  of  his  lodge  and  the  statement  that  he  will  give 
the  profits  to  a  worthy  charitable  cause,  proceed  to  offer  his  goods 
for  sale  anyhow  without  violating  any  law? 

A.  I  am  of  the  opinion  he  cannot  so  offer  his  goods  for  sale 
without  violating  law  unless  he  obtains  the  consent  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  his  own  jurisdiction  and  all  others  in  which  he  offers 
his  pins  and  cards  for  sale. 

Dee.  17.  Statement.  Please  refer  to  Decision  9,  Journal  of 
Proceedings,  1909,  page  22,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Q.  Is  it  intended  to  apply  this  decision  to  jurisdictions  that 
have  local  laws  to  the  contrary,  and  can  it  apply  to  other  cases 
than  those  actually  cited  in  the  statement  preceding  this  decision ; 
in  other  words,  can  a  brother  who  is  a  member  in  Lodge  A  be 
elected  to  membership  in  Lodge  B  on  application  by  official  certifi- 
cate, then  ask  for  withdrawal  card.  Lodge  B  being  ten  miles  or 
more  away  from  Lodge  A,  and  the  brother  does  not  actually  change 
his  residence,  but  remains  a  resident  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Lodge 
A,  the  local  laws  being  to  the  effect  that  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction 
must  be  had  unless  it  be  in  a  town  or  city  where  there  is  more 
than  one  lodge  and  applicants  have  choice? 

A.  In  this  case  if  each  of  said  lodges  had  a  defined  jurisdic- 
tion of  its  own,  a  member  of  Lodge  A  continuing  to  reside  within 
its  jurisdiction  cannot  transfer  his  membership  to  Lodge  B  under 
any  law  without  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  is  securedfrom  Lodge  A. 
See  Decision  9,  page  42S,  Journal  of  1908,  Section  900  and  others 
of  Busbee's  Digest.  In  my  opinion  this  case  is  not  analogous  to 
the  one  referred  to  in  the  statement  preceding  the  question  to 
which  this  is  the  answer.

Dec.  IS.  Statement.  A  circular  letter  from  Tofield,  Canada, 
has  been  circulated  in  many  lodges  requesting  contributions  from 
individual  members  and  lodges  to  aid  in  paying  off  a  church  debt 
in  that  place,  and  other  schemes  of  similar  character  in  aid  of 
other  churches  have  been  placed  in  circulation  by  letters  to  lodges 
appealing  for  financial  aid  to  assist  in  the  payment  of  indebtedness 
created  in  the  erection  of  church  buildings. 

Q.  Is  it  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  our  Order  to  lend  endorse- 
ment to  a  money  raising  enterprise  of  this  nature  even  though  it 
be  for  so  good  a  purpose  as  building  a  church? 

A.  It  is  contrary  to  our  laws  and.  having  no  relation  to  our 
Order,  in  my  opinion  it  should  not  be  permitted.  See  Sections  528, 
190S  to  1912.  both  inclusive,  Busbee"s  Digest. 

Q.  Is  it  good  policy  to  read  unofficial  communications  before  a 
lodge  and  take  collections  for  purposes  outside  the  Order? 

A.  No,  and  in  my  opinion  should  not  be  permitted.  See  above 
references  and  other  laws. 

Dec.  19.  I  have  considered  and  decided  an  appeal  arising  from 
Canton  Columbia,  No.  3,  of  the  Department  of  Idaho,  action  on 
the  same  having  been  taken  by  the  Department  Commander,  De- 
partment Council  and  M.  A.  Raney,  General  Commanding,  and  by 
appeal  transmitted  to  me.  The  substance  of  the  appeal  being  in- 
dicated by  the  following  statement  and  question  submitted  to  Gen- 
eral Raney,  to-wit :  I  most  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  fol- 
lowing document  for  your  decision: 

Statement.  A  chevalier,  having  been  regularly  dropped  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  makes  application  for  reinstatement. 

Q.  Shall  a  majority  vote  determine  the  result  or  shall  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  be  necessary  to  reinstate? 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  Sections  19  and  47,  Revised 
Code  of  Laws  Patriarchs  Militant  of  1905.  Our  by-laws  require 
a  three-fourths  vote  to  reinstate.  Said  statement  and  question  be- 
ing submitted  to  General  Raney  by  August  J.  Moritz,  Clerk  Canton 
Columbia.  No.  3,  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  forwarded  to  General 
Raney  through  Patriarchs  Militant  channels. 

On  the  above  statement  and  question,  and  being  in  effect  an 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  General  Commanding  holding  that 
Major  Robert  Mobley  had  been  reinstated  by  a  requisite  vote  in 
said  canton,  and  my  decision  herewith  holding  that  he  had  not 
been  legally  reinstated.  General  Raney  endorsed  thereon:  "Re- 
spectfully returned  to  Department  Council  with  direction  that  like 
vote  or  action  of  suspension  shall  govern  reinstatement."  In  this 
case  my  decision  is  as  follows :     Respectfully  returned  to  Canton 
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Columbia,  No.  3,  of  Idaho,  to  the  General  Commanding  and  other 
regular  military  channels  with  my  disapproval  of  the  action  of 
said  canton,  as  well  as  disapproval  of  the  decisions  of  Gen.  M.  A. 
Raney,  also  of  the  Department  Council  and  of  the  Department 
Commander  of  Idaho  in  the  case  of  the  reinstatement  of  Major 
Robert  Mobley  by  said  canton  as  presented  in  the  appeal  papers 
submitted.  The  appeal  of  Major  A.  J.  Moritz  from  said  action  of 
said  canton  and  said  decision  is  hereby  sustained  under  and  in 
accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  adopt- 
ing Report  7  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  as  the  same  ap- 
pears in  Journal  of  1909,  pages  212,  312,  which  applies  there  regu- 
larly to  the  case  under  review. 

The  papers  in  said  case  being  somewhat  elaborate  are  not  set 
out  in  full,  but  will  be  forwarded  to  the  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Judiciary  for  consideration  in  connection  with  the  de- 
cision. 

BEBEKAH  BRANCH  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Under  the  head  of  condition  of  the  Order  herein  it  will  be  no- 
ticed that  the  net  increase  in  the  number  of  sisters  during  the  past 
year  to  December  31  last  has  increased  our  sisterhood  to  418,335, 
which  is  certainly  a  very  creditable  showing,  and  clearly  demon- 
strates what  can  be  accomplished  where  enthusiasm  and  pride  in 
the  work  and  teachings  of  our  Order  are  the  rule  and  not  the  ex- 
ception. 

I  was  enabled  to  meet  with  a  number  of  Rebekah  lodges  and 
nine  Rebekah  assemblies,  in  all  of  which  I  found  the  business  of 
the  meetings  conducted  in  a  splendid  manner  where  the  law,  work 
and  business  was  strictly  adhered  to.  which  deservedly  entitled 
them  to  the  commendation  of  all  members  of  the  Order ;  and  when 
we  consider  the  fact  that  they  have  provided  ways  and  means  for 
aiding  materially  in  a  pecuniary  way  as  well  as  socially  in  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  our  homes,  in  my  opinion  they  should 
receive  some  fitting  recognition  on  our  part  for  their  devotion  to 
the  great  cause  of  humanitarian  work  for  which  they  have  so 
nobly  and  worthily  exemplified  their  great  ability  as  colaborers 
with  us  in  the  wide  field  which  Odd  Fellowship  has  assumed  to 
cover.  For  their  kind  treatment  and  many  courtesies  so  lavishly 
extended  to  me  on  all  occasions  I  here  place  on  record  an  expres- 
sion of  my  thanks  and  great  appreciation,  which  I  hope  will  be 
received  and  remembered  as  a  slight  token  of  my  esteem,  admira- 
tion and  tribute  to  the  unselfish  labor  of  the  devoted  sisters  whom 
I  have  met  in  the  many  Grand  Jurisdictions  visited. 
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ENCAMPMENT  BRANCH. 
As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  tabulated  statistics  heretofore 
presented  in  this  report,  the  net  increase  in  this  branch  of  the 
Order  for  1909  is  only  1,308.     To  my  mind  this  indicates  great 
apathy  among  Encampment  members,  especially  in  jurisdictions 
where  that  branch  is  weak  or  where  an  Encampment  has  to  de- 
pend upon  one  or  two  weak  lodges  for  increasing  its  membership. 
A  number  of  causes  exist,  some  of  which  in  my  opinion  have 
always  existed,  which  have  a  bearing  upou  the  failure  of  this 
branch  of  the  Order  to  keep  pace  with  the  Subordinate  lodge  and 
Rebekah  branches  in  increase  of  membership.     I  am  inclined  to 
the  belief  that  every  Grand  Representative,  unless  it  may  be  those 
from  very  strong  Encampment  jurisdictions,  is  well  aware  of  the 
fact  that  many  Subordinate  encampments  are  simply  on  paper  and 
not  in  condition  to  aid  in  any  way  in  the  work  of  that  branch  and 
its  increase.     It,  therefore,  seems  to  me  some  provision  should  be 
made  or  action  taken  as  preliminary  at  least  to  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  the  various  causes  responsible  for  existing  condi- 
tions.    There  certainly  must  be  a  remedy  in  all  cases  of  weak  en- 
campments and  those  where  apathy  has  taken  possession  of  the 
members,  and  it  seems  to  me  it  should  be  found  and  applied  in 
strong  doses,  or  if  no  direct  remedy  exists  it  seems  other  plans 
should  be  evolved  to  create  a  change  in  present  conditions  con- 
nected with  this  branch  of  the  Order.     This  is  submitted  to  draw 
special  attention  to  this  question,  believing  that  it  requires  close 
consideration  and  will  eventually  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  some 
manner  insuring  much  better  results  than  appear  at  the  present 
time. 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT. 
From  the  report  of  the  General  Commanding  the  net  increase 
in  this  branch  of  the  Order  during  the  past  Militant  year  is  2,215, 
being  greater  than  in  any  former  year,  or  at  least  during  recent 
years,  all  of  which  more  fully  appears  in  said  report,  to  which 
your  attention  is  directed.  As  the  increase  and  success  of  this 
branch  of  the  Order  depends  in  great  measure,  if  not  altogether, 
upon  the  net  increase  of  the  Encampment  branch,  and  as  it  seems 
impossible  to  increase  Encampment  membership  rapidly,  with  all 
seeming  advantages  in  its  favor  as  at  present  organized,  the  ques- 
tion arises  as  to  what  action,  if  any,  can  be  taken  to  change  con- 
ditions for  the  better.  Every  Representative  no  doubt  has  at  some 
period  in  his  career  as  an  Odd  Fellow  realized  that  some  change 
in  Encampment  organization  is  necessary  if  it  and  the  Patriarchs 
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Militant  branch  are  to  become  strong  in  numbers  like  the  Subordi- 
nate and  Rebekah  branches,  and  it  seems  to  me  have  about  reached 
a  critical  stage  in  the  relationship  which  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
branch  bears  to  the  Subordinate  organization.  It  is  self-evident 
that  the  Militant  branch  is  not  increasing  as  it  should,  and  if  we 
are  ever  to  have  an  army  really  worthy  the  name,  radical  changes 
will  have  to  be  made  to  secure  that  desirable  object,  ever  keeping 
in  view  the  fact  that  the  Subordinate  lodge  branch  shall  at  all 
times  be  protected  from  any  encroachment  whatever  and  be  recog- 
nized at  all  times  now  and  in  the  future  as  the  great  factor  and 
ruling  power  in  our  Order,  for  in  my  opinion  when  the  time  comes, 
if  it  ever  does,  that  either  of  the  other  branches  or  officials  thereof 
attempt  to  encroach  upon  the  powers  inherent  in  the  Subordinate 
lodge  branch  or  to  handicap  it  or  this  Grand  Body  or  its  ma- 
chinery in  any  way,  decisive  and  no  uncertain  action  should  be 
taken  at  once. 

HOMES  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Having  visited  several  of  our  homes,  as  reported  elsewhere  in 
this  report.  1  am  more  than  ever  confirmed  in  the  belief  that  for 
results  nothing  has  ever  been  accomplished  by  our  Grand  Juris- 
dictions beginning  to  compare  with  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  our  homes,  which  stand  forth  as  landmarks  of  the  great,  mag- 
nificent work  already  accomplished  for  the  helpless  and  distressed, 
and  as  reminders  that  every  jurisdiction  will  in  due  time  be  pre- 
pared to  respond  in  like  manner.  I  do  not  believe  any  member  of 
the  Order  whose  heart  is  in  the  work,  who  visits  one  of  our  homes, 
as  all  should  do  where  opportunity  occurs,  can  come  away  without 
feeling  better  for  the  visit,  and  that  his  contributions,  great  or 
small,  have  been  extended  in  aid  of  a  grand  and  noble  cause. 

GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Prevailing  financial  conditions  of  the  country  have  been  much 
the  same  during  the  period  covered  by  the  present  report  as  for 
the  preceding  one  for  190S.  The  recovery  from  the  financial  de- 
pression has  been  slow  and,  as  correspondence  shows,  has  been  dis- 
tinctly felt  in  some  jurisdictions  up  to  and  including  the  past  year. 
Notwithstanding  this  fact  the  progress  made  has  been  gratifying, 
especially  in  the  Subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges,  and  a  splendid 
net  gain  in  membership  in  both  branches  has  been  made,  though 
not  quite  so  large  as  for  1908.  There  is  strong  assurance  of 
greater  prosperity  to  the  Order  in  1910.  The  net  increase  in  Sub- 
ordinate lodge  membership  in   1909  is  41.G08.   making  the  total 
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present  membership  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  1,534,086.  The 
net  increase  in  Rebekah  membership  is  7,247  brothers,  22,437  sis- 
ters, making  the  total  present  Rebekah  membership  G33,G15.  The 
progiess  in  the  Encampment  membership  has  not  been  in  propor- 
tion to  that  in  the  other  branches,  the  net  increase  for  the  year 
in  this  being  only  1.30S.  The  correspondence  already  referred  to 
gives  some  of  the  difficulties  and  conditions  encountered  in  En- 
campment work  which  have  prevented  greater  success,  and  will 
also  show  that  conditions  are  now  improving.  The  total  net  gains 
for  all  branches  in  1909  aggregate  72.000,  to  which  should  be  added 
that  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  2.215.  making  this  total  74,815. 
The  Subordinate  lodge  membership  of  1.534.0S(!,  together  with  the 
membership  of  41S.335.  sisters  only,  of  the  Rebekah  branch,  make 
the  total  membership  of  the  Order  at  the  end  of  1909  1.952.421,  and 
only  47.579  less  than  2.000.000  members.  In  this  total  brothers  of 
the  Rebekah  branch  and  of  the  Encampment  and  Patriarchs  Mili- 
tant branches  are  not  included,  as  they  are  represented  in  the  Sub- 
ordinate lodge  membership. 

The  expenditure  for  relief  in  1909  was  $5.356,925.S9,  being  a  de- 
crease compared  with  the  preceding  year  of  $143,899.71.  The  total 
receipts  of  Subordinates  in  1909  aggregated  $1G,S27,72S.66,  being 
an  increase  of  $450,791.23  over  the  preceding  year.  The  invested 
funds  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  bodies  of  the  Order  at  the  end  of 
1909  amounted  to  $53,150,910.14.  showing  an  increase  in  one  year 
only  of  $3,505,501.90.  '  The  total  relief  expenditure  of  the  Order 
since  1S30  has  been  $130,9S7,340.07.

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium. 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  1909  session,  begs  to  sub- 
mit the  following  further  report : 

Your  committee  has  given  the  sanatorium  matter  diligent  and 
careful  consideration.  We  have  visited  institutions  similar  to  the 
one  proposed  and  have  conferred  with  various  eminent  authorities, 
seeking  light  on  the  question  and  collecting  data  and  information 
to  enable  us  to  act  confidently  and  intelligently.  The  result  of 
our  investigations  has  been  embodied  in  a  series  of  articles  which 
we  have  issued  to  the  Odd  Fellow  press  for  dissemination  among 
our  membership.  The  fraternal  journals  have  given  us  assistance 
in  the  work  by  editorial  comment  and  publishing  our  articles. 
Many  of  the  journals  have  advocated  the  establishing  of  a  sana- 
torium and  have  given  us  suggestions  of  much  value.      On  the

whole  we  have  met  with  much  encouragement  from  the  Order  at 
large,  and  believe  that  there  is  a  strong  sentiment  in  our  fra- 
ternity favorable  to  the  sanatorium,  and  that  the  further  progress 
is  anxiously  awaited.  A  number  of  Grand  Jurisdictions  have 
adopted  resolutions  endorsing  the  sanatorium  and  pledging  it  their 
support. 

NECESSITY  FOR  SANATORIUM. 

Authorities  estimate  that  tuberculosis  causes  about  thirty  per 
cent,  of  all  deaths  occurring  between  twenty-one  and  fifty  years  of 
age.  Taking  this  estimate  as  a  basis,  the  deaths  from  this  dis- 
ease in  our  Order  amount  to  approximately  4,000  annually.  It 
is  further  estimated  that  for  every  death  from  tuberculosis,  there 
are  three  persons  afflicted  with  the  disease,  so  that  there  are  ap- 
proximately 12,000  Odd  Fellows  who  are  afflicted.  These  figures 
are  approximately  correct,  but  if  we  discount  them  one-third,  the 
fact  is  patent  that  there  is  the  greatest  need  for  an  institution 
designed  for  the  treatment  of  our  afflicted  brothers. 

Sanatorium  treatment  is  highly  desirable  for  tuberculosis.  Pa- 
tients are  treated  with  scientific  care,  which  greatly  increases  the 
chances  for  cure,  and  are  surrounded  with  safeguards  which  pre- 
vent the  infection  of  their  families  and  friends.  It  is  estimated 
that  fully  seventy  per  cent,  of  all  consumptives  may  be  cured  by 
sanatorium  treatment  if  taken  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease. 
Home  treatment  is  lacking  in  the  discipline  and  facilities  which 
produce  the  best  results.  The  chances  are  against  the  cure  of 
tuberculosis  at  home.  The  treatment  is  long  and  monotonous, 
and  few  will  follow  it  closely  unless  under  the  constant  care  of  an 
experienced  attendant  and  at  an  institution  where  the  best  meth- 
ods are  most  studiously  followed.  Of  all  diseases,  it  may  be  said 
that  tuberculosis  is  the  one  most  imperatively  demanding  hospital 
treatment. 

While  lawmakers  are  awaking  on  the  subject  of  tuberculosis. 
no  adequate  provisions  have  yet  been  made  for  its  treatment.  In 
thirty-six  American  States  and  eight  Canadian  Provinces  no  pro- 
visions have  been  made  by  the  state  or  provincial  authorities. 
Tuberculosis  hospitals  are  maintained  by  state  or  provincial  au- 
thorities in  only  one  Canadian  province  and  in  thirteen  States, 
and  in  every  case  the  capacity  is  wholly  inadequate  to  the  num- 
ber of  afflicted.  It  is  said  that  in  no  instance  is  there  govern- 
mental provision  for  beds  for  exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
of  tuberculosis  among  its  citizens.  In  a  number  of  communities 
local    authorities   have   provided    sanatoria    for   tuberculosis   vie- 
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tinis.  These  are  usually  designed  for  the  treatment  of  members  of 
the  community  only,  and  other  persons,  even  from  the  same  State, 
are  not  admitted.  There  are  also  a  respectable  number  of  hos- 
pitals maintained  by  charitable  societies.  However,  in  fourteen 
States  and  five  Canadian  Provinces  there  is  no  sanatorium,  either 
public  or  private,  charitable  or  otherwise,  where  a  tuberculosis 
patient  may  receive  treatment.  It  follows  therefore  that  we  can 
not  rely  upon  pubilc  institutions  for  the  treatment  of  our  afflicted 
brothers. 

It  is  not  possible  for  the  separate  Grand  Jurisdictions  to  pro- 
vide for  their  own  members,  for  many  of  them  are  small  and  weak 
and  not  financially  able  to  maintain  such  an  institution.  The 
plan  is  objectionable  for  the  further  reason  that  it  would  result 
in  a  great  number  of  small  and  poorly  equipped  sanatoria,  with 
the  result  that  the  treatment  would  not  be  of  the  best  and  the 
expense  would  be  disproportionately  large.  The  suggestion  that  a 
sanatorium  be  maintained  by  groups  of  jurisdictions  under  a  vol- 
untary system  of  maintenances,  has  some  merit,  but  the  plan  is 
objectionable  for  the  reasons  that  harmony  and  efficiency  in  man- 
agement would  be  difficult  to  maintain;  and  for  the  further  im- 
portant reason  that  there  are  large  numbers  of  afflicted  brothers 
sojourning  in  the  more  favorable  climates  and  that  it  would  be 
unjust  to  tax  with  the  burden  of  their  care  a  jurisdiction  other 
than  that  in  which  they  have  their  membership.  The  point  that 
we  should  be  careful  to  safeguard  is  to  see  that  brothers  every- 
where have  equal  facilities  for  treatment,  that  the  work  proceed 
harmoniously  and  be  done  in  the  most  economical  way.  and  be 
thoroughly  systematized.  We  are  thus  brought  to  conclude  that 
the  only  feasible  plan  by  which  afflictpd  brethren  may  be  relieved 
and  the  ravages  of  this  dread  disease  stayed  in  our  ranks,  is  by 
establishing  sanatoria  under  the  control  and  patronage  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

COST. 

The  cost  of  establishing  a  sanatorium  depends  largely  upon 
what  system  is  employed.  A  few  of  the  institutions  have  large 
and  handsome  buildings  in  which  the  patients  are  housed.  The 
more  recent  and  approved  system  is  the  teat  or  cottage  system, 
tents  being  used  in  dry  climates  and  small  wooden  cottages  in 
the  humid  climates ;  these  tents  and  cottages  are  used  in  connec- 
tion with  central  permanent  administration  buildings.  The  latter 
system  is  much  less  expensive  to  establish  and  more  satisfactory 
for   a   number  of   reasons.     Where  tents  are  used  they   are,   of 
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course,  on  a  permanent  basis,  well  floored,  heated,  fitted  with 
lights,  water  and  hells,  and  every  necessity  for  the  patients'  com- 
fort. Under  the  tent  or  cottage  system,  accommodations  for  100 
patients  may  be  provided  and  fully  equipped  for  from  $00,000 
to  $75,000.  The  cost  of  a  larger  hospital  is  slightly  less  per 
patient. 

The  course  of  having  a  single  large  institution  has  bees  gen- 
erally followed,  but  we  call  attention  to  the  feasibility  of  having 
two  or  more  sanatoria  situated  in  convenient  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. The  latter  plan  has  the  advantage  of  treating  the  patients 
near  their  homes;  it  saves  the  expense  and  fatigue  of  long  jour- 
neys and  the  homesickness  attendant  on  being  remote  from  their 
homes.  Also,  too  great  a  change  in  climate  and  altitude  is  not, 
in  all  cases,  beneficial. 

The  expense  of  maintenance  depends  largely  upon  the  accom- 
modations furnished  and  whether  convalescent  patients  are  re- 
quired to  do  light  work,  as  is  the  case  in  many  institutions. 
While  in  proper  cases  work  is  beneficial  to  the  patient,  as  it  gives 
him  exercise  and  occupies  his  attention,  we  believe  that  this  feat- 
ure will  hardly  be  desirable  with  us.  Also,  we  will  perhaps  de- 
sire to  give  slightly  better  accommodations  than  institutions 
conducted  on  the  most  economical  basis.  For  this  reason,  we  be- 
lieve that  our  cost  of  maintenance  may  rim  perhaps  as  high  as 
$1.50  per  day  per  patient,  although  some  hospitals  reduce  the 
cost  as  low  as  SO  to  90  cents  per  day. 

THE    QUESTION    OF    FINANCES. 

The  problem  of  financing  sanatoria  such  as  is  contemplated  is 
not  so  serious  as  many  believe.  While  a  great  many  of  our 
brethren  are  suffering  from  this  disease,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  make  provision  for  more  than  a  very  small  percentage  of  them 
at  the  beginning.  This  course  is  desirable,  as  it  will  afford  ex- 
perience in  management  as  the  work  progresses,  and  such  further 
development  may  be  made  as  later  circumstances  require.  Per- 
haps at  the  beginning  accommodations  for  200  patients  should  be 
provided.  We  have  in  our  treasury  at  present  $155,000  in  the 
form  of  interest-bearing  securities,  for  which  we  have  no  imme- 
diate need.  These  funds  could  be  devoted  to  the  construction  of 
a  sanatorium.  It  is  feasible  to  raise  the  funds  for  maintenance 
by  assessing  the  actual  cost  of  treatment  against  the  brothers  ad- 
mitted, payment  to  be  made  either  by  the  Subordinate  Lodge  of 
which  he  is  a  member  or  by  the  brother  himself  from  his  own 
funds.     The   Subordinates  could  well   afford  to  pay  the  cost  of 
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treatment  of  each  of  their  afflicted  members,  as  it  would  be  a 
means  of  economy  to  them.  The  average  sick  benefit  is  $4  per 
week,  which  lacks  only  about  $6.50  per  week  of  being  sufficient  to 
pay  for  maintenance  on  the  basis  of  $1.50  per  day.  When  we 
consider,  however,  that  in  favorable  cases  a  cure  may  be  made  in 
twenty  weeks,  with  a  total  cost  to  the  lodge  of  $200,  and  that 
without  sanatorium  treatment  the  sick  brother  will  probably  lin- 
ger on  the  sick-list  for  an  average  of  fifty-two  weeks,  drawing 
benefits  to  the  total  of  $208,  and  will  then  die,  so  that  he  is  lost 
as  a  contributing  member  by  his  lodge  and  his  premature  funeral 
benefit  must  be  paid,  it  will  be  seen  what  a  boon  to  Subordinates 
the  sanatoria  will  be,  even  from  a  financial  standpoint. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that  the  sanatorium  should  be 
maintained  by  means  of  a  per  capita  tax,  and  your  committee 
favors  this  course.  However,  no  such  tax  can  be  levied  under 
existing  laws,  since  Article  XIV  of  our  Constitution  does  not  al- 
low such  a  tax  as  a  means  of  revenue.  The  constitutional  amend- 
ment proposed  at  the  1909  session  provides  that  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  may  create  a  fund  for  sanatorium  purposes.  The 
adoption  of  this,  we  believe,  will  not  give  the  power  to  levy  a  per 
capita  tax  for  that  purpose.  It  undoubtedly  gives  the  power  to 
create  the  sanatorium  fund  from  any  funds  in  the  treasury  raised 
as  provided  -by  Article  XIV,  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  on  that 
point,  it  will  be  removed  by  the  adoption  of  the  amendment.  How- 
ever, we  believe  the  amendment  can  not  be  construed  as  increas- 
ing the  sources  of  revenue.  If  it  should  be  deemed  advisable  to 
support  the  sanatoria  by  a  direct  tax,  an  amendment  to  Article 
XIV  authorizing  such  a  tax  should  be  adopted.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  of  the  right  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  increase  its 
sources  of  revenue  by  proper  constitutional  amendment. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  matter  of  organization  and  government  of  sanatoria  is 
worthy  of  careful  consideration,  economy  and  efficiency  being,  of 
course,  of  first  importance.  We  believe  that  no  numerous  or  ex- 
pensive boards  should  be  created.  The  matter  is  largely  a  busi- 
ness one,  and  should  be  so  regarded,  and  since  it  is  one  of  the 
most  important  works  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  our  head 
should  be  thoroughly  conversant  and  in  touch  with  its  activities. 
We  believe  that  a  board  of  five  will  be  found  sufficiently  large. 
Of  these,  three  should  be  brothers  selected  for  their  ability  and 
diligence,  and  the  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire  should  be 
members.     This  board  should  have  full  control   of  all  questions 
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affecting  the  sanatorium,  subject  to  such  rules  as  may  be  adopted 
from  time  to  time,  and  to  specific  instructions  given  by  the  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge.  Matters  of  mere  detail  should  be  left 
largely  to  the  discretion  of  the  board.  The  creation  of  this  board 
will  in  our  judgment  require  a  constitutional  amendment,  and  for 
that  reason  a  recommendation  on  the  subject  is  not  within  the 
scope  of  this  report. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

In  pursuance  of  the  views  we  have  outlined,  the  members  of 
your  committee  in  their  capacity  as  Representatives  will  submit 
amendments  to  our  Constitution  designed  to  obviate  some  of  the 
legal  difficulties  pointed  out.  In  order  that  the  work  may  be  kept 
up  during  the  interval  between  sessions,  we  recommend  that  a 
special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  further  consider  the 
subject  and  to  report  at  our  next  annual  session ;  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Ledge  to  be  at  no  expense  in  this  connection. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  Sana- 
torium received  more  attention  than  any  other  matter  that  was 
before  the  Sovereign  Body.  The  report  was  made  a  special  order 
of  business,  and  after  a  somewhat  thorough  discussion  and  a  roll- 
call  the  report  was  not  adopted.  The  matter  will  more  than  likely 
be  presented  again  at  the  next  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  and  we  deem  it  of  such  importance  that  some  action 
should  be  taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge  as  to  the  desire  and  wishes 
of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  this  jurisdiction.

Sovereign  Body  Our  Guests  Next  Year. 

After  considerable  discussion  it  was  decided  by  a  unanimous 
vote  that  the  next  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should 
be  held  at  Indianapolis.  This  meeting  will  and  does  mean  much 
to  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Indiana.  As  we  have  said  before,  Indiana 
is  now  honored  by  having  a  Grand  Sire,  the  Odd  Fellows  of  this 
jurisdiction  should  rally  and  show  by  their  work  that  we  appre- 
ciate the  honor  of  not  alone  of  having  a  Grand  Sire,  but  also  of 
having  the  Sovereign  Body  as  our  guests  at  their  next  session, 
and  your  Representatives  would  recommend  that  some  action  be 
taken  by  this  Grand  Body  at  this  session  to  formulate  plans  and 
means  to  entertain  our  guests  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Sov- 
ereign Body. 

Regarding  it  as  a  special  honor  and  privilege  to  represent  the 
S0.000  Odd  Fellows  and  the  43.000  Rebekahs  of  this  jurisdiction, 
we  have  nevertheless  felt  the  great  responsibility,  and  now  our 
duty  having  been  performed  we  desire  to  say  in  conclusion  that 
we  attempted  to  do  our  duty.

REPORT  OF  HOME   DIRECTORS. 

To  the  Rcbckdh  Assembly,  the  Grand  Lodye  and  the  Grand  En- 
campment, I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 
Dear  Sisters  and  Brothers — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Odd 
Fellows  Home  Association  beg  to  submit  their  second  annual  re- 
port 
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The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was  held 
in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  on  Monday,  November  7,  1910, 
at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  Sister  Lula  B.  Kean,  President  of  the  Board, 
presiding.  The  following  officers  were  elected  to  serve  for  the 
ensuing  year :

The  Board  of  Directors  has  met  once  a  month  during  the  past 
year  in  an  official  capacity,  transacting  the  business  coming  before 
it.  We  have  endeavored  to  give  each  item  careful  consideration, 
trying  to  conserve  the  various  interests  in  a  conscientious  man- 
ner. The  different  members  of  the  board  have  visited  the  Home 
individually  during  the  year,  thereby  keeping  in  touch  with  the 
conditions  surrounding  same.  We  feel  that  we  are  entitled  to 
have  a  pardonable  pride  in  the  achievements  of  this  noble  institu- 
tion, made  possible  by  the  unselfish  generosity  of  the  members  of 
our  Order.  We  invite  a  close  scrutiny  of  the  following  reports, 
that  you  may  become  conversant  with  the  details  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Home. 

Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  of  Indiana: 

We  find  ourselves  well  advanced  in  our  eleventh  year's  work ; 
also  find  that  prosperity  and  blessings  have  attended  us.  During 
the  year  there  has  been  considerable  sickness  among  our  aged, 
also  a  number  of  deaths.  As  you  read  the  list  of  the  departed  it 
may  seem  large  to  you,  but  when  you  stop  to  cousider  the  number 
cared  for  and  the  very  feeble  condition  many  are  in  when  they 
come  to  us,  it  is  then  you  will  see  it  in  the  true  light.  It  is  here 
you  find  the  lame,  the  halt,  the  blind,  the  paralytic,  and  those 
feeble  from  the  weight  of  years.  No  oue  can  realize  the  class  of 
people  we  are  caring  for,  or  the  great  work  that  is  being  done, 
unless  he  could  come  into  the  Home  and  see  the  family  as  they 
are  from  day  to  day.  All  is  done  to  relieve  suffering  that  can 
possibly  be,  and  yet  our  afflicted  must  suffer  more  or  less.  It  is 
surprising  how  very  patient  many  of  them  are  through  it  all.  We 
had  a  siege  of  measles  among  the  children — about  twenty-three  in 
all — but.  they  recovered  with  no  bad  effects.  At  present  our  chil- 
dren are  in  almost  perfect  health.  All  are  in  school  except  fifteen, 
who  are  too  young.  We  have  more  small  children  than  at  any 
time  since  the  Heme  opened.    We  endeavor  to  teach  them  indus- 
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try  by  having  them  assist  in  the  Home  in  every  way  they  can. 
In  fact,  old  and  young  alike,  who  are  able,  must  make  themselves 
useful.  The  purpose  is  a  double  one — first,  because  we  need  their 
assistance,  and  second,  because  they  are  happier  when  busy.  Idle- 
ness is  the  road  to  discontent  and  restlessness,  and  when  this 
spirit  gets  into  a  heart  and  life  it  is  likely  to  be  contagious.  It 
has  been  fittingly  said  that  we  are  only  able  to  give  out  the  stock 
we  have  on  hand,  so  we  should  look  well  to  the  matter  of  storin;: 
ourselves  with  the  virtues  that  will  not  only  be  for  our  own  good, 
but  reach  out  to  those  about  us.  Today  is  our  day  of  opportunity, 
let  not  the  sun  settle  back  in  the  western  sky  without  some  deed 
of  kindness  or  act  of  helpfulness. 

We  have  made  an  effort  during  the  year  to  keep  everything 
about  the  Home  and  farm  in  good  repair.  We  constantly  ferti- 
lize the  ground  with  not  only  the  waste  from  our  own  bam.  but 
also  from  a  livery  barn.  Our  ground  is  in  a  high  state  of  culti- 
vation. We  built  a  silo,  which  we  expect  will  be  quite  profitable 
for  our  dairy  cattle.

We  are  en- 
deavoring each  day  to  smooth  the  pathway  down  the  western  slope 
of  life  toward  the  setting  of  life's  sun,  so  the  tints  and  hues  of  the 
departing  days  may  be  beautiful,  closing  with  all  the  glories  that 
should  attend  the  ending  of  a  ripe  old  age ;  giving  care  and  love  to 
the  Jittle  ones,  who  are  in  the  very  morning  of  life,  we  are  endeav- 
oring to  steady  them  and  help  them  to  start  in  the  way  that  will 
lead  them  to  lives  of  usefulness.  With  these  varied  ages  and  con- 
ditions there  are  some  difficult  questions  arise,  and  sometimes  we 
scarcely  know  which  way  to  turn  or  what  to  do,  but  in  these 
testing  times  we  hold  steady,  knowing  that  the  way  is  not  always 
obscure,  the  clearing  will  come.  Many  of  you  have  been  helpful 
by  your  words  of  encouragement  and  acts  of  kindness,  so  we 
renew  our  courage  and  press  on,  knowing  the  flag  of  effort  and 
success  must  not  fall  to  half-mast,  but  be  unfurled  to  its  fullest 
capacity;    the  standard  must  not  be  lowered,  but  we  must  press 

onward  and  upward.

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PHYSICIAN'S   REPORT. 

Greensburq,  Ind.,  Nov.  2,  1910. 
To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  of  Indiana: 

This  annual  report  includes  dates  from  October  31,  1909,  to 
November  1,  1910.  During  November  I  made  31  visits,  326  exam- 
inations and  685  prescriptions.  In  December  I  made  33  visits, 
411  examinations  and  868  prescriptions,  an  average  of  11  exam- 
inations and  24  prescriptions  a  visit.  For  January,  February. 
March  and  April  there  was  an  average  of  nine  examinations  and 
16  prescriptions  a  visit 

In  November  there  were  four  deaths :  One  female,  aged  63,  ab- 
scess right  ovary  and  toxsemia ;  one  male,  aged  57,  chronic  catarrh 
of  the  bile  ducts,  hydrocele  and  gangrene  of  the  scrotum ;  one  fe- 
male, aged  69,  death  sudden  from  disease  of  heart,  result  of 
rheumatism ;  one  male,  locomotor  ataxia,  paralysis  lower  extrem- 
ities, abscess  of  back. 

In  December  there  were  two  deaths :  One  male,  aged  79,  death 
caused  by  gastric  and  duodenal  ulcer.  Immediate  cause  of  death, 
hemorrhage;  one  male,  aged  64,  cerebral  softening,  total  paralysis. 

In  January  three  deaths:  One  male,  aged  80,  chronic  Bright's 
disease,  and  one  male,  aged  59,  renal  cirrhosis,  heart  disease 
with  ascites  and  general  anasarca,  and  one  male,  aged  82,  disease 
of  heart. 

In  April,  one  male,  from  chronic  gastritis,  pernicious  anaemia. 
A  total  of  ten  deaths  in  six  months. 

Up  to  April  30.  the  only  infectious  or  contagious  disease  was 
measles,  of  which  there  were  23  cases.  All  well  or  convalescent, 
with  no  bad  results  apparent.  We  have  not  had  any  case  of  fever 
or  pneumonia  among  the  guests.  No  death  among  the  children 
since  the  Home  has  been  occupied. 

There  have  been  admitted  during  the  last  nine  months,  sev- 
eral children  of  scrofulous  or  tuberculosis  diathesis,  some  of 
whom  are  feeble-minded.  There  are  13  men,  and  nearly  that 
many  females,  who  require  constant  aid  and  attention,  and  none 
likely  to  live  more  than  a  few  months.  They  have  various  afflic- 
tions, from  mild  senility  to  almost  total  paralysis,  all  incurable 
and  hourly  charges  to  the  nurses  and  attendants. 

The  absence  of  miasmatic  and  infectious  diseases  is  evidence 
of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Home  and  surroundings. 

In  the  month  of  May  I  made  29  visits,  with  an  average  of  13 
examinations  and  27  prescriptions  a  visit.  There  were  two  cases 
of  pneumonia  among  the  boys  in  the  west  dormitory,  I  believed, 
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caused  by  disobedience  of  orders  by  the  governess  in  charge  of 
that  ward  regarding  ventilation.  There  were  no  other  cases  after 
the  former  rules  of  airing  the  room  day  and  night  was  resumed. 

In  June  there  were  30  visits  and  one  call,  with  an  average  of 
15  examinations  and  30  prescriptions  for  each  visit.  There  were 
two  deaths,  one  male,  aged  54.  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
one  female,  aged  81,  from  senility  and  arterio-sclerosis.  There 
were  two  cases  of  malarial  fever  in  recent  admissions.  There  was 
also  one  case  of  catarrhal  fever  in  boy,  aged  14  years,  due  to 
want  of  proper  ventilation  in  the  West  dormitory. 

In  July  there  were  31  visits  and  five  special  calls,  making  an 
average  of  16  examinations  and  32  prescriptions  for  the  regular 
visits — 18  examinations  and  42  prescriptions  additional. 

Adam  Record,  aged  80,  died  from  senility  and  general  de- 
bility, caused  by  necrosis  of  the  bones  of  the  left  hand  and  the 
infirmities  of  age. 

John  L.  Brant,  aged  58,  died  from  locomotor  ataxia,  third 
stage  paralysis  of  lower  extremities,  anannia  and  general  debility. 

In  August  there  were  31  daily  visits  and  two  extra  calls,  an 
average  of  18  examinations  and  35  prescriptions  for  regular  visits, 
and  4  examinations  and  six  prescriptions  at  calls. 

Mrs.  Lightner,  aged  76,  died  from  tuberculosis  of  lungs  and 
bowels. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August,  there  were  four  cases 
of  a  mild  form  of  malarial  fever  and  other  evidences  of  malaria 
in  number  one ;  to  a  less  extent  in  numbers  two  and  three.  In- 
spection failed  to  find  a  cause  for  this.  There  were  no  pools  of 
water,  evidence  of  deficient  drainage,  damp  cellar  walls  or  other 
conditions  that  would  favor  chills.  I  guess  we  will  put  it  on  the 
mosquitoes  that  are  generated  in  the  creek  to  the  east  and  blown 
there  by  favorable  winds.  This  state  of  affairs  made  it  neces- 
sary to  give  prophylactic  doses  of  quinine  to  all  the  children 
and  the  guests  in  the  East  building  during  the  summer,  and  alert- 
ness for  malarial  manifestations  in  the  rest  of  the  building,  so  as 
to  meet  such  conditions  at  once.  We  also  had  four  cases  of  ileo- 
colitis (flux)  in  July  and  August,  and  a  few  cases  of  summer 
diarrhoea,  among  the  children  mostly,  but  also  among  adults  to 
a  less  extent,  due  to  dietetic  causes.  Simple  advice  and  sug- 
gestions corrected  this  and  an  immediate  abatement  followed. 

In  September  I  made  28  regular  visits,  with  an  average  of  19 
examinations  and  32  prescriptions  at  each  regular  visit,  and  seven 
calls  or  emergency  calls  with  the  necessary  examinations  and 
l  irescri  ptions — 32. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  September. 
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During  the  month  of  October  I  made  28  regular  visits,  with  au 
average  of  26  examinations  and  44  prescriptions  at  each  visit,  or 
about  one  and  one-half  prescriptions  to  each  case,  and  one  extra 
visit  and  attention. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  October. 

For  comparison  I  find  in  the  six  months  ending  October  31, 
1909.  that  for  each  visit  there  were  nine  examinations  and  IS 
prescriptions,  while  for  the  six  months  ending  October  31,  1910, 
there  were  IS  examinations  and  33  prescriptions  for  each  visit, 
not  including  the  extra  calls. 

This  shows  double  the  amount  of  sickness  in  the  latter  period, 
a  very  small  proportion  of  which  was  among  the  children,  a 
greater  majority  being  among  the  infirm,  from  age,  and  new  ad- 
ditions with  painful  and  incurable  diseases.  A  glance  at  the 
monthly  statements  shows  that  the  increase  has  been  progressive 
and  not  due  to  epidemic  or  other  influences  but  age  and  irrep- 
arable results  of  disease. 

There  are  33  between  the  ages  of  70  and  SO,  and  20  between 
SO  and  92.  One  male  totally  blind  and  nearly  totally  deaf.  Two 
females  totally  blind. 

There  are  19  paralytics  or  otherwise  helpless,  and  several 
whose  mental  condition  is  so  bad  that  they  require  the  watchful 
care  of  the  nurses  all  the  time. 

We  have  at  this  time  eight  children  under  observation  and 
treatment  for  a  scrofulous  cachexia,  as  manifested  by  enlarged 
glands,  purulent  discharges  from  the  nose  and  ears  and  various 
forms  of  skin  disease.  These  children  had  measles  last  March 
and  April,  and  were  apparently  well  when  discharged  from  the 
hospital.  They  are  all  physically  and  mentally  improved.  An 
abatement  of  vigilance  and  neglect  in  giving  the  medicine  for  a 
few  days  shows  a  remaining  taint  that  prompts  a  return  to  the 
former  treatment. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  buildings  and  surroundings  are 
good. 

The  drainage  is  perfect.  The  service  on  the  part  of  the  nurses 
and  attendants  is  good,  kind  and  attentive.

Your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  herewith  submits 
its  report: 

We  have  considered  the  appeals  referred  to  us  and  the  fol- 
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lowing  express  our  views  upon  all  the  questions  submitted,  and 
the  same  are  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  such 
action  as  it  may  deem  proper.

Opinion  by  Geo.  Shirts,  P.  G.  Rep. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  above  entitled 
cause  was  reversed  upon  the  sole  ground  that  the  record  was  said 
to  show  that  appellant  had  been  granted  a  withdrawal  card  before 
the  charges  were  filed. 

A  petition  for  rehearing  has  been  filed  upon  the  ground  that 
said  alleged  fact,  the  basis  of  said  opinion,  was  not  true,  and  a 
re-examination  of  the  record  shows  that  the  writer  of  that  opinion 
was  in  error  as  to  such  fact;  that  the  truth  was  that  such  card 
was  granted,  not  to  appellant,  but  to  the  aggrieved  party. 

Nothing  was  decided  concerning  the  merits  at  the  last  session, 
and,  therefore,  as  the  rehearing  should  be  granted,  we  now  decide 
the  case  upon  its  merits,  as  shown  by  the  record. 

Appellant  was  tried  and  suspended  for  eighteen  months  upon 
a  charge  of  using  to  and  concerning  a  brother,  language  too  vile 
here  to  be  repeated.  The  evidence  fully  sustained  the  charge. 
Indeed,  though  appellant  appeared,  he  did  not  testify,  nor  was  any 
evidence  offered  in  his  behalf  which  could  have  had  controlling 
influence  with  the  trial  committee. 

If  there  were  any  circumstances  in  mitigation  of  the  offense, 
appellant  made  no  effort  to  show  them ;  but  the  lodge  tempered 
the  severity  of  the  punishment  by  suspension  only,  and  we  can  find 
nothing  in  the  record  of  which  the  appellant  can  legally  complain. 
We  therefore  offer  the  following : 

Resolved,  First,  that  a  rehearing  be.  and  the  same  is  now 
granted  herein. 

Second.     That  the  judgment  of  suspension   from   which   this 
appeal  is  taken  be  in  all  things  affirmed.

In  the  matter  of  Appeal  of  Chapman  Lodge,  No.  78,  from  the 
Decision  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  and  Grand  Master. 

Opinion  by  H.  F.  Fulling,  P.  G. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  May  session,  1910,  pages  7099  to  7102,  Chapman  Lodge,  No. 
78.  and  Chosen  Friends  Lodge,  No.  13,  have  each  filed  a  statement 
of  facts  setting  out  their  respective  contentions  in  this  matter, 
and  the  facts  being  controverted,  the  Grand  Master,  on  September 
2,  1910,  appointed  Brother  C.  F.  Northern  a  commissioner  to  take 
the  evidence  and  make  his  finding.  The  commissioner  notified  the 
lodges,  took  the  evidence,  and  reports  his  finding  as  follows : 

Greensburg,  Ind.,  November  1,  1910. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

From  the  statement  of  facts  herein  contained  in  the  case  be- 
tween Chapman  Lodge,  No.  78,  of  Dillsboro,  Ind.,  and  Chosen 
Friends  Lodge.  No.  13,  of  Aurora,  Ii  d.,  I  find  that  Brother  Harry 
Wrede  was  a  member  of  Chosen  Friends  Lodge,  No.  13,  in  good 
standing. 

That  he  was  at  the  time  of  this  sickness  living  in  Dillsboro, 
and  that  he  had  never  registered  with  Chapman  Lodge,  No.  78, 
as  the  laws  of  the  Order  require. 

I  find,  however,  that  Brother  Wrede  was  taken  violently  ill 
with  typhoid  fever  in  Dillsboro;  that  the  members  of  Chapman 
Lodge,  No.  78,  were  consulted  by  members  of  Kaskaskia  Tribe  of 
Red  Men  in  regard  to  the  nursing  of  Brother  Wrede.  In  fact, 
they  sent  a  nurse  one  night,  and  that  the  physician  demanded  at 
the  outstart  a  trained  nurse,  and  while  no  official  of  Chapman 
Lodge  authorized  the  employment  or'  a  trained  nurse,  it  was  con- 
veved  to  the  officers  of  the  Bed  Men  that  the  Odd  Fellows  would 
do  what  was  right  in  the  matter,  by  influential  members  of  Chap- 
man Lodge.  No.  73.  and  that  the  nur«e  should  he  secured.  The 
officials  of  Kaskaskia  Tribe  of  Red  Men  therefore,  in  good  faith, 
employed  a  nnrse  and  paid  said  nurse  $75.  fully  expecting  to  be 
reimbursed  by  the  Odd  Fellows.  This  is  admitted,  both  by  Chap- 
man Lodge  and  Chosen  Friends  Lodge. 

Now.  I  hold  that  under  the  law  Brother  Harry  Wrede  was  not 
ent'tled  to  attention  benefits.  That  Odd  Fellows  Lodges  cannot, 
under  the  law.  pay  full  price  upon  1he  command  of  a  physician 
for  trained  nurses.  Yet  the  Odd  Fellows  do  owe  Kaskaskia  Tribe 
of  Red  Men  at  Dillsboro.  Ind.,  one-half  of  the  bill  paid  in  good 
faith  by  them  for  trained  nurse  who  waited  upon  Brother  Harry 
Wrede. 

Tt  is  a  matter  of  evidence  that  Choren  Friends  Lodge  instructed 
Chapman  Lodge  to  attend  to  Harry  Wrede  only  according  to  law, 
and  that  neither  of  these  lodges  are  under  the  law  liable  for  the 
$37.50  to  Kaskaskia  Tribe  of  Red  Men,  but  there  is  a  moral  obli- 
gation that  we,  as  Odd  Fellows  and  as  honest  men,  cannot  ignore. 
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Therefore,  as  commissioner,  I  would  recommend  that  Chapman 
Lodge,  No.  78,  and  Chosen  Friends  Lodge,  No.  13,  I.  O.  O.  I?.,  each 
pay  one-half,  or  $18.75  each  to  Kaskaskia  Tribe  of  Red  Men  at 
Dillsboro,  Ind.  My  reason  for  this  decision  is  that  by  general 
understanding  of  Chapman  Lodge  and  officers  of  Red  Men,  that 
in  some  way  he  should  be  cared  for,  and  that  Brother  Wrede  was 
a  member  of  Chosen  Friends  Lodge,  No.  13,  and  we  do,  in  fact, 
regardless  of  technicalities,  nurse  the  sick.  This  is  a  moral  obli- 
gation and  should  be  met  and  paid  to  our  sister  fraternity  cheer- 
fully. If  not,  then  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  ought  to  pay  the 
bill.  We  cannot  afford  to  act  in  bad  faith  and  delay  just  bills 
with  other  great  fraternities  over  technicalities. 
Fraternally, 

C.  F.  NORTHERN.  Commissioner. 

We  assume  that  the  report  of  the  commissioner,  as  far  as  it 
goes,  correctly  states  the  facts.  We  cannot  agree,  however,  in  his 
conclusions  and  recommendations,  which  he  rests,  not  upon  any 
law,  but  purely  upon  a  moral  obligation.  While  a  moral  obliga- 
tion should,  perhaps,  be  given  some  consideration  in  controversies 
between  lodges,  yet  we  think  it  cannot  be  made  the  sole  basis  of  a 
binding  obligation,  either  between  lodges  of  our  own  Order  or 
between  our  Order  and  another  fraternity.  It  becomes  our  duty 
to  decide,  not  only  the  controversy  between  Chapman  Lodge  and 
Kaskaskia  Tribe  of  Red  Men,  but  also  the  controversy  between 
Chapman  Lodge  and  Chosen  Friends  Lodge.  The  questions  for 
decision  are: 

First.  Shall  Chapman  Lodge.  No.  78,  reimburse  Kaskaskia 
Tribe  of  Red  Men,  No.  302,  for  one-half  the  money  expended  by 
it  for  nurse  hire  for  Brother  Harry  Wrede? 

Second.  If  Chapman  Lodge  is  required  to  reimburse  Kas- 
kaskia Tribe  of  Red  Men  for  one-half  the  nurse  hire  for  Brother 
Wrede,  shall  Chosen  Friends  Lodge,  No.  13,  then  be  required  to 
pay  Chapman  Lodge  the  amount  so  paid  by  it  to  said  Kaskaskia 
Tribe? 

We  find  from  the  evidence,  in  addition  to  the  facts  stated  by 
the  learned  commissioner,  that  one  George  Longcamp  was  the 
Sachem  of  Kaskaskia  Tribe,  and  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the 
Relief  Chief:  that  he  consulted  James  N.  McKirn,  the  Recording 
Secretary  of  Chapman  Lodge,  and  by  virtue  of  his  office,  a  member 
of  the  Relief  Committee  of  said  lodge,  regarding  the  sickness  of 
Brother  Wrede.  and  Brother  McKim  informed  Mr.  Longcamp  that 
if  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  nurse  for  Brother  Wrede,  to  get 
one  and  they,  the  Odd  Fellows,  would  see  them,  the  Red  Men. 
through.  In  fact,  before  this  occurred.  Chapman  Lodge  had  de- 
tailed some  of  its  members  to  watch  with   Brother  Wrede.   find 
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was  fully  cognizant  and  fully  informed  as  to  the  condition  of 
Brother  Wrede.  not  only  through  its  Recording  Secretary,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Relief  Committee,  but  also  knew  through  other  members 
of  its  ledge,  and  knew  that  a  nurse  had  been  employed  by  Kas- 
kaskia  Tribe  for  Brother  Wrede,  and  that  the  Red  Men  in  good 
faith  expected  Chapman  Lodge  to  at  least  partly  reimburse  them 
for  the  money  expended  for  such  nurse  hire.  Chapman  Lodge, 
by  words  and  by  its  conduct,  led  Kaskaskia  Tribe  to  believe  that 
it  would  reimburse  said  tribe,  in  part,  for  the  money  so  expended. 
While  it  is  true  that  Brother  Wrede  did  not  register  with  Chap- 
man Lodge,  as  he  should  have  done,  yet  Chapman  Lodge  was  in- 
formed of  his  condition  and  took  cognizance  thereof,  and  this,  we 
think,  fulfilled  all  the  purposes  of  registration.  [See  action  on 
this  report].  In  this  case  Chapman  Lodge  was  informed  by 
Chosen  Friends  Lodge  that  Brother  Wrede  was  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  it  was  told  to  "give  him  proper  care  according  to  law." 
Under  the  circumstances  Chapman  Lodge  was  bound  to  care  for 
Brother  Wrede. 

Ledges,  the  same  as  individuals,  should  be  bound  by  their  con- 
tracts, express  or  implied.  Especially  is  this  true  where,  as  here, 
a  lodge  deals  with  another  fraternal  order  which  is  not  familiar 
with  the  laws  of  our  Order.  The  circumstances  shown  to  exist 
between  Chapman  Lodge  and  Kaskaskia  Tribe  are  sufficient,  in  our 
opinion,  to  create  at  least  an  implied,  if  not  an  express,  contract 
to  pay  said  tribe  part  of  the  money  expended  by  it  for  the  nurse 
hire  of  Brother  Wrede,  and  since  the  amount  they  are  asked  to 
pay  is  not  questioned  as  being  unreasonable,  we  think  it  follows 
that  they  must  be  required  to  pay  one-half  of  the  nurse  hire,  or 
$37.50. 

We  come  now  to  a  consideration  of  the  second  question,  namely, 
shall  Chosen  Friends  Lodge  reimburse  Chapman  Lodge  for  the 
money  it  is  required  to  pay  for  said  nurse  hire? 

In  the  case  of  Riverside  Lodge,  No.  282,  vs.  Philoxenian  Lodge. 
No.  44.  November  session,  1893,  page  1846,  the  Grand  Lodge  stated 
its  views  generally  upon  the  question  of  the  liability  of  lodges  for 
nurse  hire,  as  follows : 

1.  Where  there  is  neither  by-law  nor  contract,  a  lodge  is  not 
liable  to  pay  any  sum  for  that  purpose. 

2.  Where  there  is  a  by-law,  and  no  contract,  recovery  can 
only  be  had  according  to  the  terms  of  the  by-law. 

3.  Where  there  is  an  express  contract  with  one  not  a  member 
of  the  lodge  sought  to  be  charged,  and  no  notice  of  the  by-law, 
there  can  be  a  recovery  acording  to  the  contract,  regardless  of  the 
by-law. 
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We  reaffirm  the  general  principles  here  laid  down,  and  if  this 
were  a  case  in  which  a  brother  had  been  afflicted  with  an  ordinary 
disease  which  was  not  contagious  or  infectious,  we  should  have  to 
hold  and  would  hold  that  Chosen  Friends  Lodge  is  not  liable  to 
Chapman  Lodge,  because  the  finding  and  evidence  does  not  disclose 
any  by-law  or  contract ;  but  each  case  must  stand  upon  its  own 
peculiar  state  of  facts.  In  this  case  Brother  Wrede  was  sick 
with  typhoid  fever,  an  infectious  disease,  and  declared  so  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  of  Indiana.  It  is  therefore  governed  ex- 
clusively by  Section  129,  page  97,  of  the  General  Laws.  1910,  which 
provides  that : 

"When  a  brother  in  good  standing  is  afflicted  with  a  contagious 
or  infectious  disease,  the  Relief  Committee  may  employ  a  nurse 
and  assess  the  cost  thereof  against  the  members,  to  be  paid  with 
the  dues  for  the  current  quarter.  Where  a  lodge  employs  a  nurse 
under  such  circumstances  for  a  sojourning  brother  of  a  lodge 
within  this  jurisdiction,  his  own  lodge  shall  be  liable  to  reimburse 
it  for  the  nurse  hire  necessarily  expended  in  caring  for  him." 

Under  this  section  of  the  General  Laws,  there  remains  no 
doubt  that  Chosen  Friends  Lodge  should  be  required  to  reimburse 
Chapman  Lodge  for  the  amount  it  is  required  to  pay  to  Kaskaskia 
Tribe,  and  we  therefore  recommend  the  following: 

First.  That  Chapman  Lodge,  No.  78,  be  and  it  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  pay  to  Kaskaskia  Tribe,  No.  302,  of  Dillsboro,  Iud.,  the 
sum  of  $37.50,  being  one-half  the  amount  expended  by  said  tribe 
for  the  nurse  hire  for  Brother  Harry  Wrede,  and  take  their  receipt 
for  the  same. 

Second.  That  Chosen  Friends  Lodge.  No.  13,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  to  Chapman  Lodge,  No.  78,  the  said  sum  of  $37.50, 
upon  the  presentation  to  it,  by  Chapman  Lodge,  of  the  receipt  of 
Kaskaskia  Tribe,  showing  that  it  has  been  paid  said  sum  by  said 
Chapman  Lodge. 

Third.  That  Chapman  Lodge  and  Chosen  Friends  Lodge  each 
pay  one-half  of  the  necessary  costs  in  this  cause,  taxed  at  six 
($6.00)  dollars.

Opinion  by  H.  F.  Fulling,  P.  G. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

This  is  a  case  of  original  jurisdiction  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  In 
accordance  with  directions  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Secretary  preferred  charges  against  the  defendant,  C.  F.  Wolfe,  of 
Caldwell  Lodge,  No.  2S1,  as  follows: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  October  6,  1909. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

At  the  May  session,  1909,  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  it  adopted  the 
following  resolution  in  the  matter  of  Caldwell  Lodge,  No.  271 : 

That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  make 
out  and  file  charges  against  all  persons  attending  the  session  or 
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sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  either  as  alleged  Representative  or 
as  Past  Grand,  from  said  Caldwell  Lodge,  No.  271,  while  It  was 
under  suspension  and  for  receiving  and  failing  to  pay  back  mile- 
age and  per  diem  which  may  have  been  received  by  any  of  such 
persons. 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  said  resolution  and  In  obedience 
to  the  mandate  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I,  William  H.  Leedy,  Grand 
Secretary  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  do  hereby  charge  Brother  C.  F. 
Woife,  with  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  in  this,  to  wit : 
That  in  che  month  of  May,  19U8,  the  said  Wolfe  did  procure  alleged 
credentials,  as  a  Representative  from  Caldwell  Lodge,  No.  271, 
to  the  May  session  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  1908,  to  be  issued  to  him, 
fhe  said  Wolfe,  then  aud  there,  unlawfully,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  said  Wolfe  did  unlawfully  procure  and  affix,  or  cause  to  be 
affixed,  the  seal  of  said  Caldwell  Lodge,  to  said  alleged  credentials, 
when  at  the  time  said  alleged  credentials  were  so  issued  and  said 
seal  was  so  used,  the  said  Caldwell  Lodge  was  under  suspension 
by  said  Grand  Lodge  and  was  not  lawfully  entitled  to  representa- 
tion in  said  Grand  Lodge.  And  the  said  C.  F.  Wolfe,  unlawfully, 
did  then  and  there,  at  said  May  session  of  said  Grand  Lodge, 
present  and  deliver  said  false  and  spurious  credentials  to  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  as  genuine,  then  and  tbere  for  the  unlawful  purpose 
of  gaining  admission  thereto  as  a  Representative,  and  for  the  fur- 
ther purpose,  by  reason  thereof,  of  receiving  from  said  Grand 
Lodge  the  mileage  and  per  diem  accorded  to  a  lawful  Represen- 
tative, by  reason  of  which  facts  said  Wolfe  did  gain  admission  to 
said  Grand  Lodge  as  a  Representative  from  said  Caldwell  Lodge, 
No.  271,  at  said  May  session.  1908,  and  did  as  such  alleged  Repre- 
sentative, demand  and  receive  from  said  Grand  Lodge,  mileage 
and  per  diem  to  the  amount  of  nine  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents, 
and  Caldwell  Lodge,  No.  271,  being  then  and  there  still  under  such 
suspension,  and  the  said  Wolfe  then  and  there  knew  such  fact  dur- 
ing all  the  times  herein  mentioned.  That,  thereafter,-  the  Grand 
Lodge,  learning  of  such  facts  for  the  first  time,  demanded  from 
said  Wolfe  said  sum  of  nine  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  as  hav- 
ing been  unlawfully  obtained  by  him,  but  said  Wolfe  refused  and 
still  refuses  to  repay  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  but  on  the 
contrary,  unlawfully  converted  the  same  to  his  own  use. 

(Signed)  WM.  H.  LEEDY,  Grand  Secretary. 

In  further  compliance  with  clause  two  of  the  above-named 
resolution,  recorded  on  pages  6516  and  6517  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  May  session.  1909.  the  Grand  Master  appointed  a  committee  of 
three  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  give  notice  to  the  accused 
and  hear  the  evidence  and  reduce  all  its  proceedings  herein,  and 
the  evidence  taken,  to  writing,  and  report  the  same  to  the  uexi 
session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee,  so  appointed,  met  at  the  hall  of  Caldwell  Lodge. 
No.  271,  Oaktown.  Indiana,  on  November  10,  1909,  in  accordance 
with  the  time  and  place  fixed,  aud  took  the  testimony  of  the 
defendant  and  various  other  witnesses.  The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee and  the  testimony  so  taken  were  reported  to  this  Grand 
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Lodge  at  its  November  session,  1909.  page  6859,  and  was  upon 
motion  referred  to  this  committee.  For  a  lack  of  time  to  properly 
consider  this  matter  it  was  continued  until  this  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  report  of  the  committee  and 
the  evidence  adduced  and  find  that  the  charter  of  said  Caldweli 
Lodge  was  arrested  some  time  prior  to  the  May  session.  1908,  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  at  which  time  the  defendant,  C.  F.  Wolfe,  was 
the  sitting  Past  Grand,  Dr.  H.  F.  Jones  was  Noble  Grand,  and  J. 
H.  Weinmiller  was  Secretary  of  said  lodge.  The  charter  was 
taken  up  by  O.  T.  Montgomery.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  of  Knox  County,  who 
died  before  the  testimony  in  this  cause  was  taken.  The  defendanl 
Wolfe,  the  said  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  and  a  number  of  other 
brothers  of  the  lodge,  were  present  and  took  part  in  delivering 
the  books,  seal,  papers  and  effects  of  the  lodge  to  said  District 
Deputy.  Through  some  manner  which  does  not  clearly  appear, 
the  usual  blank  credential  for  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  obtained  by  members  of  this  lodge  after  the  charter  had  beeu 
taken  up  and  before  the  May  session,  1908,  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  this  blank  credential  was  filled  out  with  the  name  of  the 
defendant,  C.  F.  Wolfe,  as  the  Representative,  and  was  signed  by 
said  Jones  and  Weinmiller  as  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  and 
delivered  to  the  defendant  for  representation  and  admission  into 
the  Grand  Lodge.  The  defendant  came  to  the  May  session.  190S, 
with  this  spurious  and  unauthorized  credential  and  gained  admis- 
sion thereon  into  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  sat  through  the  session 
as  a  member  of  and  a  Representative  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  Such. 
further  proceedings  were  had  that  a  warrant  was  drawn  in  favor 
of  the  defendant  for  nine  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  as  his 
mileage  and  per  diem.  This  warrant  was  received  by  the  de- 
fendant, endorsed  by  writing  his  name  on  the  back  thereof,  and 
he  received  thereon  the  said  sum  from  the  Grand  Lodge.  After 
said  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  over  if  was  found  that  the 
defendant  had  so  pretended  to  represent  said  Caldwell  Lodge  and 
had  received  said  sum  of  money.  A  demand  was  made  upon  him 
to  pay  back  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  said  sum  of  nine  dollars  and 
seventy-five  cents  so  received  by  him  and  he  refused  to  do  so,  and 
still  refuses  to  do  so. 

The  report  of  the  committee  taking  the  evidence  discloses  thai 
at  the  beginning  of  the  trial  the  charges  were  read  to  the  defend 
ant  and  he  entered  a  plea  of  not  guilty,  After  nearly  all  the  evi- 
dence had  been  taken  we  find  that  the  defendant  testified  the  se^ 
ond   time  before   the  committee,   and   near   the  close  we   find   a 
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statement  by   him   hi   which   he   says:     "Part  of  the   charges   I 
acknowledge,  but  part  are  absolutely  wrong." 

The  charges  were  then  reread  by  Brother  Howard,  a  member  of 
the  committee,  and  the  statement  follows:  "All  but  two  things 
were  admitted.  The  following  charges  were  not  admitted:  First, 
the  seal  was  not  used  on  the  credential.  Second,  he  did  not 
demand  the  money." 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  defendant  admits  that  in  the 
month  of  May,  190S,  he  did  procure  alleged  crentials  as  a  Rep- 
resentative from  Caldwell  Lodge,  No.  271,  to  the  May  session  of 
said  Grand  Lodge,  1908,  to  be  issued  to  him,  then  and  there  unlaw- 
fully, when  at  the  time  said  alleged  credentials  were  so  issued 
the  said  Caldwell  Lodge  was  under  suspension  by  said  Grand 
Lodge  and  was  not  lawfully  entitled  to  representation  in  said 
Grand  Lodge;  that  he  did  then  and  there  present  and  deliver  said 
false  and  spurious  credentials  to  said  Grand  Lodge  as  genuine, 
then  and  there  for  the  unlawful  purpose  of  gaining  admission 
thereto  as  a  Representative,  and  for  the  further  purpose,  by 
reason  thereof,  of  receiving  from  said  Grand  Lodge  the  mileage 
and  per  diem  accorded  to  a  lawful  Representative,  by  reason  of 
which  facts  he  did  gain  admission  to  said  Grand  Lodge  as  a 
Representative,  and  did  as  such  Representative  receive  from  said 
Grand  Lodge  mileage  and  per  diem  to  the  amount  of  nine  dollars 
rmd  seventy-five  cents,  said  Caldwell  Lodge  being  then  and  there 
still  under  such  suspension;  that  he  then  and  there  knew  such 
facts  during  all  the  time  herein  mentioned.  That  thereafter,  the 
Grand  Lodge  learning  of  such  facts  for  the  first  time,  demanded 
from  the  defendant  said  sum  of  money  as  having  been  unlaw- 
fully obtained  by  him,  but  he  refused  and  still  refuses  to  repay 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  but.  on  the  contrary,  has  converted 
the  same  to  his  own  use. 

When  these  charges  are  admitted  as  true  we  think  the  two 
matters  denied  are  wholly  immaterial.  We  find  the  charges  sus- 
tained by  the  evidence. 

The  defendant  claims  to  be  innocent  of  any  intentional  wrong. 
Tn  this  contention  we  cannot  concur.  He  was  charged  with  knowl- 
edge of  the  law.  and  must  have  known  that  he  was  not  entitled 
to  sit  in  the  Grand  Lodge  when  his  lodge  was  suspended.  When 
a  lodge  is  suspended  its  functions  cease  for  all  purposes.  (Busbee 
Dig..  See,  1819,  and  authorities  cited.)  Although  the  oifense  is  a 
grievous  one  and  should  not  be  condoned,  yet  we  are  n~>t  inclined 
to  mete  out  horsh  or  unusual  punishment,  and  are  willing  to  give 
the  defendant  an  opportunity  to  atone  for  the  wrong  done.  We 
feel  that  it  worild  b*»  a  verv  mild  punishment  to  require  him  to 
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pay  a  fine  sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  of  money  so  unlawfully 
received  by  him,  and  that  he  be  and  stand  suspended  until  such 
fine  is  paid. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  following: 

Reeohed,  That  the  defendant,  C.  F.  Wolfe,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
found  guilty  of  the  charges  above  set  out ;  that  he  be  and  he  is 
hereby  fined  for  said  offense  in  the  sum  of  nine  dollars  and  sev- 
enty-five cents,  and  that  he  stand  suspended  from  this  Grand 
Lodge  until  such  fine  is  paid  to  it.

Frank  M.  Bateman  vs.  Shoals  Lodge,  No.  343. 

Opinion  by  Robert  W.  McBride,  P.  G. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

The  appellant  in  this  case  was  tried  on  a  charge  of  conduct 
unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  was  found  guilty  and  expelled.  The 
specific  charge  was  bastardy.  The  evidence  showing  his  guilt  was 
uncontradicted  and  conclusive.  The  mother  of  the  bastard  child 
was  the  sister  of  a  brother  Odd  Fellow  and  member  of  the  same 
lodge. 

We  find  nothing  in  the  record  to  justify  a  reversal  of  the  judg- 
ment. We  therefore  recommend  that  the  action  of  Shoals  Lodge, 
No.  343,  be  affirmed.

John  H.  Booher  vs.  Geneva  Lodge,  No.  634. 

Opinion  by  H.  F.  Fulling,  P.  G. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F,,  of  Indiana: 

This  is  a  claim  by  Brother  Booher  for  $4.00,  one  week's  sick 
benefits  from  Geneva  Lodge,  to  which  he  belonged  and  was  in  good 
standing.  His  lodge  refused  to  pay  and  he  appealed  to  a  commit- 
tee of  Past  Grands.  The  committee  decided  against  him  and  he 
appeals. 

The  evidence  shows,  without  substantial  contradiction,  that 
Brother  Booher  was  sick  from  at  least  the  1st  to  the  14th  of  April 
1910,  and  there  is  some  evidence  that  he  was  sick  before  that 
time.  His  business  was  farming  lots,  and  it  is  conclusively  shown 
that  he  was.  during  all  of  said  time,  unable  to  earn  a  livelihood. 
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His  lodge  pays  $4.00  per  week  sick  benefits  after  the  first  week. 
I  le  is  clearly  entitled  to  the  amount  he  asks. 

While  it  is  true  that  we  cannot  weigh  the  evidence  where  there 
is  a  conflict,  but  where  there  is  no  conflict  and  the  evidence  is  all 
in  favor  of  one  side  of  a  controversy,  it  is  not  only  our  right 
hut  our  duty  to  consider  the  evidence  and  decide  the  cause  accord- 
ingly. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  Geneva  Lodge,  No.  634,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  to  Brother  John  II.  Booher  the  said  sum  of  $4.00 
sick  benefits.

Opinion  by  D.  J.  Troyer,  P.  G. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  1.  0.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

This  is  an  appeal  by  New  Albany  Lodge,  No.  1,  from  the  action 
of  a  Past  Grands  committee  which  awarded  funeral  expenses  for 
Addie  V.  Beach,  deceased,  widow  of  R.  C.  Beach,  who  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  a  member  in  good  standing  in  said  lodge. 

On  July  25.  1010,  W.  A.  Beach,  a  son  of  the  deceased,  filed  a 
request  for  the  payment  of  funeral  benefits  due  on  the  death  of 
his  mother.  The  lodge  disallowed  the  claim  and  the  claimant 
asked  for  a  committee  of  Past  Grands  to  which  the  matter  might 
be  referred.  A  committee  was  selected,  the  evidence  was  heard 
and  the  committee  decided  that  the  claim  should  be  paid. 

The  transcript  filed  shows  that  the  woman  had  been  dependent 
upon  her  children,  and  the  lodge  assigns  no  reason  why  the  claim 
should  not  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  finding  of  the  com- 
mittee of  Past  Grands. 

We  therefore  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  finding  of  the  committee  of  Past  Grands 
is  in  all  things  affirmed,  and  that  the  said  New  Albany  Lodge,  No. 
1,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  ordered  to  pay  to  the  said 
W.  A.  Beach  the  amount  specified  in  the  by-laws  of  said  lodge  to 
be  paid  In  such  cases,  which  amount  shall  be  not  less  than  $15. 
as  provided  by  the  Genernl  Laws.  1910.  Section  141.

Side  by  side  and  shoulder  to  shoulder  we, 
as  Indiana  Odd  Fellows,  have  undertaken  to  carry  the  burdens  of 
this  great  Order  in  this  State  together  for  many  years  gone  by, 
and  I  therefore  feel  that  I  am  quite  well  acquainted  with  every 
member  of  this  Grand  Body  and  almost  every  visitor  to  this  Grand 
Lodge.  But  be  that  as  it  may,  of  course  it  is  an  honor  due  to  the 
position  that  requires  that  I  be  introduced  to  you  as  the  Grand 
Sire  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

I  appreciate  most  highly  the  courteous  compliment  that  you 
have  extended  to  me  by  giving  to  me  the  honors  of  the  Order  and 
the  kind  reception  that  you  have  accorded  to  me  on  this  pleasant 
occasion.     It  is  an  honor  to  be  at  the  head  of  this  great  body  of 
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men  engaged  in  the  work  of  relieving  distress,  burying  the  dead, 
educating  the  orphans  and  caring  for  the  old  and  indigent  Odd 
Fellows  and  their  families,  and  providing  for  the  widows  of  de- 
ceased members. 

This  Grand  Body  of  Representatives  from  all  parts  of  Indiana, 
making  up  the  Grand  Lodge  as  assembled  here,  is  collected  from 
the  cream  of  the  citizenship  of  every  community  throughout  our 
grand  domain.  The  men  who  do  things;  who  in  their  every-day 
lives  exemplify  the  principles  of  this  great  Order ;  who  represent 
American  ideas,  American  industries,  American  energy,  American 
thrift  and  push,  are  the  members  of  our  organization.  We  go 
forward  quietly  doing  our  work  without  making  any  great  pre- 
tense or  show,  and  thus  acquire  to  ourselves  the  realization  of 
work  well  performed  in  paths  most  pleasant.  Any  man  who  does 
the  work  that  helps  his  neighbor  can  sleep  better  at  night  for  hav- 
ing done  so.  Any  man  that  relieves  the  wants  of  his  fellow  men 
without  injury  to  himself  does  an  act  of  kindness  that  will  be  a 
beneficial  influence  in  his  life  every  afterwards.  And  why  not 
give  of  our  time  and  our  means  to  the  relief  and  help  of  our  fel- 
low men?  How  beautiful  this  world  would  be  if  these  principles 
were  applied  to  every-day  life,  and  how  comforting  it  would  be 
to  each  of  us  if  we  could  realize  that  we  had  helped  some  deserv- 
ing person  in  some  way  not  hurtful  to  ourselves.  It  would  make 
It  appear  that  our  lives  had  been  better  lived  and  that  the  world 
was  better  for  our  having  lived  in  it. 

You  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  Indiana  has  the  Grand  Sire,  and 
it  is  because  of  that  occasion  that  I  am  here.  Allow  me  to  say 
that  the  position  of  Grand  Sire  as  coming  to  Indiana  is  not  a  per- 
sonal compliment  to  me.  It  is  a  compliment  to  the  great  energetic, 
pushing,  determined  jurisdiction  of  Indiana,  with  its  80.000  Odd 
Fellows  doing  earnest,  careful,  persistent  work  day  in  and  day  out 
every  year,  and  it  is  this  energy  and  this  persistent  push  of  In- 
diana Odd  Fellowship  applied  to  their  desire  to  have  the  Grand 
Sire  that  has  made  it  possible  for  this  pleasant  occasion.  From  a 
full  heart  I  thank  you  for  your  loyal  support  and  help,  and  per- 
mit me  to  say  that  I  would  rather  be  the  Grand  Sire  of  the  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  than  to  be  governor  of  this 
great  State  or  to  be  given  the  position  of  United  States  senator 
by  the  citizens  of  Indiana. 

Indiana  Odd  Fellowship  has  builded  and  is  building  monuments 
to  itself  every  day.  This  splendid  structure  in  which  we  stand  and 
hold  our  meetings  from  time  to  time,  owned  by  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
Indiana,  is  a  monument  to  the  push  and  persistency  of  Indiana 
Odd  Fellowship  unequaled  In  the  world.    It  will  etand  as  a  monu- 
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ment  to  the  energy,  activity  and  farsightedness  of  the  men  making 
up  this  Grand  Lodge  until  every  particle  of  it  and  every  piece  of 
stone  and  steel  shall  have  crumbled  to  dust.  It  means  much  to  us 
to  have  this  building,  the  most  valuable  piece  of  property  belong- 
ing to  a  fraternal  body,  applied  to  fraternal  uses,  in  the  entire 
world. 

And  we  have  to  boast  of,  as  another  monument  to  the  fidelity 
and  push  of  Indiana  Odd  Fellowship,  the  finest  orphans'  home  in 
the  world.  This  home,  located  at  Greensburg,  Indiana,  providing 
and  caring  for  the  vast  number  of  inmates  it  contains  and  that 
might  be  entrusted  to  it,  is  a  lasting  testimonial  of  the  big-hearted- 
ness  and  energy  of  the  Indiana  Odd  Fellows  making  up  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  especially  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order.  I  have 
said  much  in  the  past  about  the  Rebekah  branch  having  to  do 
with  the  Home  at  Greensburg.  and  I  shall  not  further  pursue  this 
thought  at  this  time. 

Indiana  has  other  things  that  she  may  well  be  proud  of  so  far 
as  Odd  Fellowship  is  concerned,  having  the  greatest  Grand  Secre- 
tary in  all  the  wide  domain  of  universal  Odd  Fellowship.  And 
you  may  be  thankful  for  another  thing,  that  you  have  upon  the 
floor  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  Representatives  a  body  of 
men  that  wield  as  great  influence  and  power  in  that  organization 
as  comes  from  any  jurisdiction  throughout  the  world. 

These  are  things  that  have  been  brought  about  by  the  applica- 
tion, work,  energy  and  ability  of  Indiana  Odd  Fellowship  in  car- 
rying on  the  principles  of  our  great  institution,  and  every  one  of 
the  80,000  Odd  Fellows  of  Indiana  are  loyal  to  the  principles  of 
our  great  Order  and  follow  its  flag  with  fidelity  of  purpose  and 
determination  for  success. 

At  this  time  it  is  proper  for  me  to  speak  of  another  honor  that 
has  come  to  Indiana  Odd  Fellowship.  At  the  last  session  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Representa- 
tives to  that  great  body,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  session 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  this  beautiful  city  of  Indianap- 
olis. As  Grand  Sire  it  is  my  duty  to  say  that  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  does  not  expect  you  to  provide  extensive  entertainment,  but 
only  expects  that  suitable  and  proper  attention  will  be  given  the 
officers  and  Representatives  to  the  session  that  their  stay  may  be 
pleasant  and  their  work  performed  under  comfortable  conditions. 
But  I  may  say  to  you,  as  one  of  you,  that  I  want  to  see  the  Odd 
Fellows  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  do  themselves  proud  on  the 
occasion  of  this  great  meeting.  The  Grand  Encampment  on  yes- 
terday voted  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing expenses  of  the  meeting,  and  today  the  Grand  Lodge  should 
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appropriate  a  sum  of  money  that  will,  added  to  that  of  the  Grand 
Encampment,  make  a  sum  sufficient  to  properly  care  for  the  meet- 
ing and  reflect  credit  upon  Indiana  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  through  the  representations  of  the 
trades  and  commercial  organizations  of  the  city,  have  assured  us 
that  a  sufficient  sum  will  be  raised  to  make  it  possible  for  us  to 
offer  inviting  prizes  for  drills  and  displays  that  will  draw  a  large 
number  of  people  to  the  meeting.  Now  it  is  up  to  us  to  take  the 
necessary  action  to  assist  in  this  undertaking. 

We  may  well  felicitate  ourselves  on  this  occasion  for  all  these 
things,  and  we  may  well  congratulate  ourselves  that  we  have  been 
able  to  attain  so  many  good  results  as  an  organization,  but  one 
of  the  things  that  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  at  this  time, 
and  which  imposes  upon  me  a  most  pleasant  duty,  is  to  remind  you 
all  that  in  front  of  me  and  to  my  right,  and  below  me  to  some 
extent,  sits  a  man  ripe  in  years  of  useful  work ;  ripe  in  years  of 
loving  devotion ;  ripe  in  years  of  exemplification  in  his  every-day 
life  of  the  principles  of  our  great  Order;  a  man  who  is  past  eighty 
years  of  age ;  who  has  gone  in  and  out  through  all  sections  of  this 
community  for  the  past  fifty-six  years  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  bearing 
in  his  daily  work  and  in  his  daily  life  the  burdens  of  our  great 
institution,  and  living  the  life  taught  by  our  ritual  and  by  our 
laws ;  a  man  whom  it  is  an  honor  to  know  and  to  be  known  by ; 
a  man  worthy  every  confidence  and  every  appreciation  of  his  fel- 
low men.  For  thirty-nine  years  this  man  of  whom  I  speak  has 
been  the  Record  Clerk  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  penning  with  fidelity 
and  care  all  of  the  actions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  many 
subjects  that  have  come  before  it  from  time  to  time.  He  is  enti- 
tled to  our  love  and  esteem.  He  is  entitled  to  every  particle  of 
consideration  that  we  can  give  him.  His  loyalty  to  this  Order ; 
his  life  of  fidelity  and  care;  his  consistency  of  purpose  and  his 
purity  of  manhood  entitle  him  to  every  compliment  and  every  con- 
sideration that  we  can  pay.  His  life  is  as  beautiful  as  a  flower 
and  his  character  as  pure  as  the  driven  snow,  and  as  this  man 
has  so  lived  that  he  is  entitled  to  be  thus  classed  by  me  or  by 
other  men  who  may  speak  of  him,  it  has  been  suggested  that  we 
set  apart  this  day  and  wear  in  the  buttonholes  of  our  coats  these 
flowers,  secured  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  instance  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  for  that  purpose,  in  honor  and  in  commemoration  of 
the  good  life  and  the  good  deeds  of  our  good  brother.  And  now  I 
take  this  flower  and  place  it  in  the  buttonhole  of  my  own  coat, 
and  I  request  that  these  flowers  be  distributed,  one  to  each  of  you 
here  present,  and  that  all  wear  them  in  honor  of  the  comradeship, 
the  fellowship,  the  grand  life,  character  and  nobility  of  this  good 
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man  whom  we  this  day  honor.  The  man  I  name  is  Recording  Sec- 
retary Bro.  John  F.  Wallick.  May  every  good  fortune  be  yours; 
may  every  peace  and  comfort  in  this  life  be  yours,  and  may  you 
be  spared  to  us  for  many  years  to  come. 

And  now,  my  brothers,  may  peace,  happiness,  prosperity,  good 
will  and  good  cheer  attend  you  all,  and  may  the  blessings  of  the 
Almighty  rest  upon  you.

Brother  W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Scribe  and  Grand  Secretary,  who 
shall  have  authority  to  select  the  other  members  of  such  genera) 
committee." 

Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana : 

1.  That  we  concur  in  said  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Encamp 
ment. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
aa  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  aid  in  carrying  out  said  pur- 
poses, payable  to  the  chairman  of  said  general  committee  from 
time  to  time  as  the  same  may  be  needed.

Indiana  Odd  Fellowship  should  realize  that  our  position  at  the 
head  in  Rebekah  membership  is  in  jeopardy  with  Ohio  having 
only  943  less  members  than  Indiana  and  Illinois  only  1,042  less 
members. 

Indiana  Odd  Fellowship  should  realize  that  the  members  of 
Lhe  subordinate  lodges  are  not  doing  their  full  duty  when  the 
statistics  show  that  only  one  out  of  every  5.G  members  in  the 
subordinate  lodge  joins  the  Rebekah  branch. 

Indiana  Odd  Fellowship  should  realize  that  not  only  has  the 
Rebekah  branch  furnished  a  means  whereby  the  spheres  of  use- 
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fulness  of  our  mothers,  sisters,  wives  have  been  greatly  enlarged, 
not  only  has  it  provided  a  way  by  which  our  brothers  can  grow 
Into  a  larger  humanity  and  feel  the  touch  of  a  deeper  sympathy. 
but  also  that  by  reason  of  the  sacrificing  labor  of  love  of  the  de- 
voted members  of  this  great  branch  our  splendid  Home  has  be- 
come a  beneficent  reality.

Statement.  Several  years  ago  a  brother  of  our  lodge  borrowed 
some  money  of  the  lodge  and  gave  another  brother  of  the  Order 
and  another  man  as  surety.  The  last  few  years  he  has  failed  to 
pay  the  interest,  but  had  paid  a  few  dollars  on  the  principal.  We 
have  asked  him  time  and  again-to  pay  the  note,  but  he  will  not; 
we  do  not  like  to  sue  on  the  note.  A  short  time  ago  he  got  hurt 
and  is  now  on  the  sick  list. 

Q.  83.  Can  the  lodge  hold  any  or  all  of  his  sick  benefits  and 
give  him  credit  on  the  note? 

A.  Yes.  See  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  of  1893,  page  1804. 
Question  No.  23. 

In  making  the  decision  the  Grand  Master  followed  a  former 
decision  (No.  23.  1893.  page  1804).  and  is  to  be  commended  for  his 
faithful  adherence  to  precedent.  But  in  the  opinion  of  this  com- 
mittee the  decision  made  in  1893,  cited  above,  ought  to  be  over 
ruled,  and  our  Grand  Lodge  in  this  matter  be  brought  into  line 
with  the  decisions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  has  been 
held  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  sick  benefits  constitute 
a  trust  fund.  In  the  opinion  of  this  committee  no  lodge  has  a 
right  to  withhold  this  fund  from  the  brother  for  any  purpose 
whatever.  It  is  a  fund  to  be  used  solely  for  the  relief  of  the 
brother  during  the  period  of  his  sickness  and  at  a  time  when  dis- 
tress to  him  and  his  family  might  follow  the  diverting  of  it  for 
other  purposes. 

This  same  question  seems  to  have  arisen  in  many  jurisdictions 
and  the  frequency  with  which  it  has  arisen,  leads  us  to  believe 
that  in  Indiana  the  question  ought  to  be  settled  firmly  and  for- 
ever. This  Grand  Lodge  should  hold  emphatically  that  sick  bene- 
fits constitute  a  trust  fund,  and  cannot  be  used  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  relief  of  the  brother,  and  should  be  paid  direct  to 
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him  regardless  of  his  indebtedness,  If  any,  to  his  lodge,  and  we 
to  hold. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  therefore,  the  answer  to  de 
clslon  No.  83  should  have  been  "No."

Your  Committee  on  the  Slate  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred certain  parts  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  respect- 
fully reports  on  that  part  concerning  "An  Appeal  to  Aid  a  Church," 
as  follows : 

We  heartily  concur  in  the  action  of  the  Grand  Secretary  in 
informing  lodges  that  they  have  no  right,  as  lodges,  to  either  vote 
aid  out  of  the  treasury  for  purposes  not  permitted  by  the  law,  or 
to  take  up  a  collection  in  the  lodge  where  it  would  not  be  lawful 
to  vote  the  money  from  the  treasury.  It  is  not  only  right  for  the 
Grand  Secretary  to  sound  the  warning,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  any 
Odd  Fellow  to  caution  a  lodge  that  is  about  to  do  these  things. 
To  build  churches,  equip  and  maintain  them  is  commendable,  and 
is  an  evidence  of  high  civilization,  but  our  funds  are  collected  for 
other  purposes,  and  we  have  no  right  to  expend  them  in  any  other 
way  than  as  the  law  directs.  It  is  equally  as  reprehensible  to 
take  up  a  collection  in  an  assembled  lodge  for  purposes  not  ger- 
mane to  the  organization.  Each  member  as  a  citizen  may  give 
what  he  wants  to  to  build  a  church,  or  pay  its  pastor,  or  repair 
a  church,  or  buy  an  organ  for  it ;  in  fact  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
good  citizen  to  help  and  encourage  such  things,  but  he  ought  not 
be  Imposed  on  while  he  is  in  the  lodge  and  asked  to  contribute  as 
a  member  of  the  lodge  which  he  did  not  bind  himself  as  an  Odd 
Fellow  to  support. 

No  lodge  has  a  right  to  entertain  a  solicitation  for  help  unless 
such  appeal  comes  with  the  sanction  of  the  Grand  Master  or  this 
Grand  Lodge;  and  neither  the  Grand  Master  or  the  Grand  Lodge 
has  the  legal  right  to  authorize  a  resort  to  the  lodges  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  those  sanctioned  by  our  laws. 
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We  recommend  to  you  that  the  course  of  our  Grand  Secretary 
in  the  above  respect  be  approved,

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred certain  portions  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
note  the  Secretary  says  the  following,  under  the  head  "Taxation  of 
Fraternal  Societies" : 

"Under  the  present  state  law  the  property  of  our  Order  is  taxed 
for  civic  purposes  when  not  actually  devoted  to  benevolent  uses. 
As  the  work  of  our  Order,  and  others  of  similar  kind,  is  a  relief 
to  the  State  of  some  of  its  burdens  in  the  care  of  the  unfortunate, 
and  as  the  funds  of  these  societies  are  wholly  reserved  for  benevo- 
lent and  charitable  purposes,  it  does  not  seem  right  that  any  part 
of  such  funds,  or  other  property,  should  be  subject  to  state  taxa- 
tion. If  agreed  in  this,  I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  form  and  present  an  appeal  to  the  coming  legislature 
for  proper  relief." 

We  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Every  dollar  of  property  owned  by  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
is  "actually  devoted  to  benevolent  uses."  From  the  very  nature 
of  the  organization  and  its  constitution  it  can  not  be  otherwise. 
No  one  has  a  share  of  stock  on  which  he  can  draw  a  dividend; 
no  one  can  lay  his  finger  on  any  property  of  the  Order — real  or 
personal,  lands  or  money — and  say  "It  is  mine."  The  Grand  Lodge 
building  belongs  to  the  Order  to  hold  in  trust  for  benevolence 
and  charity.  The  subordinate  lodges'  homes  do  not  belong  to  the 
members  of  such  lodges,  but  the  homes  belong  to  the  Order,  and 
the  subordinate  lodge  holds  it  in  trust  as  the  convenient  vehicle 
for  dispensing  the  benevolence  of  the  Order  to  its  members.  What- 
ever money  a  lodge  may  accumulate  is  not  a  fund  out  of  which 
dividends  are  paid  to  members,  but  must  be  held  to  relieve  the 
distressed,  bury  the  dead,  care  for  the  sick  and  educate  the  orphan. 
If  the  lodge  disbands,  it  can  not  distribute  its  property  among  the 
members,  but  it  goes  into  the  custody  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be 
devoted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  accumulated.  Such  is 
our  law.  The  Odd  Fellows  Home  has  been  erected  and  is  main- 
tained by  the  members  of  the  Order  to  care  for  those  who  by 
reason  of  tender  years,  or  the  infirmities  of  age  can  not  care  for 
themselves.  It  la  the  climax  of  our  benevolence,  and  relieves  th« 
citizens  of  the  State  to  that  extent  of  the  burdens  of  taxation. 
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Many  lodges  In  this  State  have  put  up  elegant  buildings  for 
lodge  homes  and  incidentally  to  rent  portions  for  business  pur- 
poses. But  what  becomes  of  the  income  from  such  rental  prop- 
erty? Does  It  go  to  enrich  the  membership,  or  to  declare  divi- 
dends? Not  at  all.  It  goes  into  the  general  fund  of  the  lodge,  and 
finally  it  must  all  go  to  benevolence  and  charity. 

The  Order  in  Indiana  has  erected  this  great  temple  in  which 
we  are  today  met.  It  is  fifteen  stories  high ;  twelve  of  those 
stories  are  rented  for  business  purposes.  The  income  from  such 
rentals  goes  into  the  treasury,  and  after  the  debt  on  this  structure 
is  paid  the  income  there  must  go  to  charity  and  benevolence. 

The  total  net  resources  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Indiana  today 
are  $3,719,072.37.  If  you  can  think  of  such  a  thing,  and  if  it  could 
by  any  possibility  come  to  pass  tbat  Odd  Fellowship  could  be  wiped 
from  the  face  of  the  earth,  what  would  become  of  these  millions? 
The  Order  has  no  heirs  on  whom  its  property,  real  and  personal, 
could  descend.  It  could  not  make  a  will  and  send  its  title  along 
any  line,  because  what  it  holds  it  holds  in  trust.  In  such  a  catas- 
trophe all  its  property  would  escheat  to  the  State,  and  become  its 
property  for  any  and  all  purposes  for  which  the  State  expends 
money.  Ought  we,  then,  to  be  taxed  on  this  property  which  we 
hold  in  trust,  and  which  can  be  expended  only  for  benevolence 
and  charity? 

Churches  are  exempt  from  taxation,  and  rightly  so ;  but  the 
charity  expended  by  the  church  upon  its  members  is  absolutely 
insiguificant  as  compared  with  that  expended  by  our  lodges. 

In  Indiana,  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1910,  there  was 
expended  by  the  subordinate  lodges  for  relief  the  sum  of  $175,311.- 
17,  divided  as  follows : 

Paid  in  weekly  benefits  to  brothers $107,743  44 

Paid  for  nurse  hire  to  brothers 12,998  54 

Paid  for  relief  of  widowed  families 2,072  78 

Paid  for  educating  orphans 138  00 

Paid  for  burying  the  dead 35.4S1  10 

Paid  for  special  relief 4,389  52 

Paid  for  maintenance  of  Home  12,487  79 

To  that  extent  the  burden  of  taxation  has  been  relieved,  for  much 
of  the  relief  extended  would  have  been  required  from  the  civil 
treasuries  if  not  here  provided  for. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  to  be  the  clearest  dictates  of  Justice 
that  all  property  belonging  to  secret  orders,  where  the  whole  prop- 
erty is  devoted  to  benevolence,  should  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  appoint 
a  committee  of  live  to  further  take  this  matter  into  cousidera- 
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tion,  and  to  present  the  whole  question  to  the  coming  legislature 
by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  may  seem  the  most  prudent  way. 

Also  the  following-  report : 

[No.  23.— Adopted. J 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  report  mentions  appeals  to  him  for 
aid  as  follows : 

"Since  the  1st  of  October  of  this  year  I  have  received  communi- 
cations from  three  different  lodges  throughout  the  State  appeal- 
ing for  assistance,  and  I  have  informed  each  of  these  lodges  that 
owing  to  the  fact  the  Grand  Lodge  would  meet  in  a  short  time, 
that  they  prepare  and  present  their  petitions  to  this  Grand  Body 
for  its  action.  My  reason  for  so  doing  was  that  in  each  of  these 
cases  I  have  felt  that  it  was  an  important  question  to  decide,  and 
one  that  every  lodge  in  the  State  would  be  interested  in,  and  for 
the  further  reason  that  it  appeared  to  me  that  their  requests,  if 
granted  by  this  Grand  Body,  would  bring  aid  in  due  time." 

Your  committee  desires  to  say  that,  as  the  Grand  Master  does 
not  name  the  lodges  asking  for  aid,  and  that  this  Grand  Body, 
in  the  short  time  of  its  session  can  not  ascertain  the  merits  of 
such  appeals,  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  be  instructed  to  in- 
quire into  the  necessity  of  giving  aid  to  the  lodges  that  have 
applied,  and  if  he  find  the  cases  to  be  really  meritorious  he  grant 
permission  to  solicit  within  the  jurisdiction  as  provided  for  ren- 
dering "aid  to  distressed  lodges,"  on  page  109  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Your  committee  believes  this  Grand  Body  ought  to  record  itself 
as  against  indiscriminate  solicitations  for  help  from  the  subordi- 
nate bodies,  whether  the  solicitation  comes  from  a  lodge  or  an  in- 
dividual ;  but  where  the  case  is  meritorious,  and  the  application 
is  for  such  purposes  as  we  are  permitted  to  expend  our  lodge 
funds,  then  permission  to  solicit  aid  ought  to  be  granted,  but  in 
no  case  ought  permission  be  granted  until  there  has  been  a  thor- 
ough examination  and  the  necessity  is  apparent. 

Thos.  E.  Jessup,  P.  G.  Rep.,  from  the  same  com- 
mittee, made  the  following  report : 

[No.  24.— Adopted.] 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  wai 
referred  that  part  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  referring  to  th«

"Golden  Anniversaries,'"  have  had  the  same  under  consideration 
and  would  report  as  follows: 

Our  Grand  Secretary  has  given  the  name,  number  and  where 
located,  and  date,  marking  the  fiftieth  milestone  of  the  various 
lodges  that  have  had  a  corporate  existence  for  fifty  years  past. 
In  calling  to  mind  that  these  lodges  have  been  organized,  working, 
giving  to  the  world  all  that  pertains  to  the  teachings  of  our  loved 
Order,  they  being  fruited  in  a  way  which  gives  to  the  persons 
located  within  their  jurisdiction  a  full  knowledge  of  what  is  meant 
by  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  and  while  the  same  has  been  pre- 
sented without  recommendation  from  our  Grand  Secretary,  we 
would  say  that  we  believe  that  it  is  right  and  the  lodges  should 
commemorate  the  day  in  some  suitable  way,  making  public  the 
fact  that  we  are  happy  in  knowing  that  interest  has  not  lagged, 
that  work  has  not  slackened,  that  fraternity  has  been  gladdened 
by  the  existing  fact,  and  would  recommend  to  each  and  every  lodge 
that  they  do  so  act  and  commemorate  their  Golden  Anniversary.

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We.  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  that  part  of  our  Grand  Secretary's  report  designated 
"Secretaries,"  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  would 
report  as  follows: 

Our  Grand  Secretary  has  well  said  there  is  no  more  Important 
officer  in  the  subordinate  lodge  than  its  secretary.  A  secretary 
should  be  selected  of  known  ability,  of  sterling  integrity,  a  willing 
worker,  always  ready  to  add  a  word  in  some  way  helpful  to  his 
lodge.  He  should  be  a  person  so  devoted  to  Odd  Fellowship  that 
he  would  give  it  his  time  in  planning,  assisting  in  execution,  and 
putting  into  practice,  everything  for  the  uplift  of  his  lodge.  And 
we  want  to  commend  that  part  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report 
wherein  he  calls  for  a  meeting  of  the  various  secretaries  of  the 
different  subordinate  lodges  in  this,  our  jurisdiction.  They  should 
meet  at  least  once  with  our  Grand  Secretary  during  each  term  and 
consult  as  to  what  is  best  for  the  Order  and  how  best  to  ac- 
complish the  results  desired,  and  we  would  recommend  that  it 
should  be  a  part  of  the  duties  of  th«  secretaries  of  our  subordinate 
lodges  to  meet  a?  a  body,  at  least  one©  during  each  term  for  th* 
purposes  above  suggested.

To  the  Gixind  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  that  part  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  referring  to 
our  Grand  Sire,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  would 
report  as  follows : 

The  office  of  Grand  Sire  of  this  great  organization,  numbering 
as  it  does,  two  millions  of  people,  he  becoming  the  nominal  head, 
directing  the  work,  outlining  the  policies  to  be  followed,  giving 
advice,  telling  us  how  and  in  what  way  Odd  Fellowship  can  be 
made  more  beneficial  to  mankind ;  the  office  requiring  a  man  of 
unquestioned  ability,  of  sterling  integrity,  endowed  with  the  gift  of 
knowing  what  to  say  and  how  to  say  it ;  .being  the  judge-advocate 
of  our  wants,  of  our  trials,  of  our  tribulations,  of  our  bickerings, 
of  our  jealousies,  of  our  failures — remembering  that  we  are  mem- 
bers of  this  great  family,  simply  children,  comprising  in  numbers 
the  greatest  combination  of  brain,  heart  and  willing  workers — re- 
quires a  man  of  extraordinary  ability.  Each  and  every  Grand  Sire 
who  has  been  honored  by  this  great  fraternity  has  been  a  man  ca- 
pable of  commanding,  of  laying  out  and  directing  the  work,  of 
carrying  on  all  of  the  interests,  of  Odd  Fellowship ;  and  this  year, 
there  comes  to  this  great  jurisdiction  a  brother  loved  by  all,  sec- 
ond to  noue  In  executive  ability,  in  honesty  of  purpose;  untiring 
as  a  worker,  with  a  heart  filled  with  love.  Indiana  presented  to 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  our  worthy  brother,  John  B.  Cockrum 
for  the  office  of  Grand  Sire,  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  met 
our  petition  and  handed  back  to  us  a  certificate  of  election  saying,

And  we  say  to  you,  Grand  Sire,  the  80,000  brothers,  the  40,000 
sisters,  are  today  ready  to  become  helpers  to  you  in  the  work  be- 
fore you ;  and  to  the  Order  at  large,  we  would  say,  "Come,  give  us 
not  one.   but  ten   thousand,  worthy  additions  to  this,  our  loved 
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Order,"  thereby  saying  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  through  our 
Grand  Sire,  "We  have  added  to  our  number  these  worthy  appli- 
cants that  have  come  to  us  to  know  what  is  meant  by  the  motto 
of  Odd  Fellowship."  Each  and  every  one  of  us  is  ready  to  say  to 
our  Grand  Sire,  "We  love  you ;  we  honor  you ;  we  trust  you  and 
are  followers  In  your  wake,"  and  in  conclusion  would  say  "Our 
brother.  God  bless  you." 

J.  S.  Smith,  P.  G.,  from  the  Committee  on  Re- 
bekah  Degree,  made  the  following  report :

We  have  gone  over  all  the  correspondence  relative  to  this 
matter  thoroughly.

A.  D.  Mohler,  P.  G.,  from  the  special  committee 
on  the  death  of  J.  B.  Kenner,  P.  G.  Rep.,  made  the 
following  memorial  and  report: 

To  the  Gh-and  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Special  Committee  on  Memorial  to  Brother  James  B. 
Kenner.  P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Rep.  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 
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James  B.  Ken  neb. 

The  old  guard  is  rapidly  passing  away.  One  by  one  the  vet- 
erans of  our  Order  are  falling  out  of  the  ranks.  Those  who  have  so 
greatly  contributed  to  the  growth  of  our  noble  Order  In  this  juris- 
diction, the  fruit  of  whose  labors  we  are  now  enjoying  are  rap- 
idly becoming  but  a  memory.  It  is  right  and  proper  that  we  who 
remain  should  give  due  honor  to  their  memory,  and  award  to 
them  meed  of  respect  which  is  so  justly  their  due. 

The  writer  of  this  memorial  would  feel  that  he  had  been  dere- 
lict in  duty  if  he  did  not  at  this  time  voice  his  tribute  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  a  prominent  member  of  this  jurisdiction  who 
was,  in  all  that  the  word  implies,  his  friend  and  brother. 

Brother  James  B.  Kenner,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand 
Representative,  was  a  native  of  Maryland,  having  been  born  in 
that  State  November  5,  1846.  When  he  was  but  a  mere  lad  his 
father  and  family  removed  to  Indiana,  and  settled  on  a  farm  in 
the  northern  part  of  Huntington  County.  Brother  Kenner's  life 
here  was  the  usual  one  common  to  the  early  farmer  settlers  of  this 
State,  assisting  in  clearing  up  the  farm  and  doing  such  work  as 
a  boy  would  do  in  making  a  home  and  doing  his  share  in  the  in- 
cidents of  farm  life. 

When  President  Lincoln  issued  his  call  for  troops  to  put  down 
the  rebellion,  young  Kenner,  though  but  sixteen  years  of  age,  made 
an  effort  to  enlist,  but  was  rejected.  A  year  later  he  was  more 
successful,  and  joined  the  Union  Army,  becoming  a  member  of  the 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-Second  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry.  He 
served  his  country  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  and  at  its 
close  he  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  and  returned  to  private 
life.  Immediately  he  set  about  to  obtain  an  education.  He  en- 
tered Roanoke  Classical  Seminary,  and  in  1870  graduated  from 
that  institution,  having  taught  several  terms  of  district  school  to 
secure  the  means  to  pursue  his  studies.  At  the  same  time,  while 
he  was  teaching  and  while  a  student  in  the  seminary,  he  studied 
law,  and  in  the  fall  of  1S70  he  entered  the  law  department  of  the 
Indiana  State  University  at  Bloomington,  graduating  from  that  in- 
stitution in  1871.  In  that  same  year  he  began  the  practice  of  law 
in  Huntington  and  soon  took  rank  as  a  leading  attorney  at  that 
bar.  He  continued  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  interval  when  he  was  in  the  United  States  service 
during  the  Cuban  War,  until  a  few  months  before  hi9  death.  As 
an  attorney  he  took  high  rank  and  was  recognized  by  all  his  as- 
sociates as  a  leading  member  of  his  profession. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Cuban  war  he  tendered  his  services  to 
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the  Government,  and  received  a  commission  as  paymaster  with  the 
rank  of  major.  He  served  until  the  end  of  the  war,  when  he  re- 
turned to  Huntington  and  resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession. 
He  also  began  the  writing  of  a  history  of  the  Spanish-American 
War,  which  history  was  not  quite  completed  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

In  1880  he  was  elected  to  the  state  legislature  and  at  once  rose 
to  prominence,  becoming  the  leader  of  the  majority  in  the  House. 
He  was  made  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
and  it  was  in  this  position  that  he  wielded  a  great  influence.  The 
most  important  laws  passed  during  that  session  of  the  state  as- 
sembly bore  the  impress  of  his  mind,  and  have  become  leading 
factors  in  the  civilization  of  this  State. 

In  December,  1875,  he  was  initiated  into  Lafontaine  Lodge,  No. 
■42,  and  soon  after  became  a  member  of  Silica  Fons  Encampment, 
No.  88.  He  passed  the  chairs  in  the  subordinate  branches  of  the 
Order,  and  in  1879  became  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  in 
1884  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  In  the  Grand  Lodge  he  was 
elected  Grand  Warden  in  1884,  becoming  Grand  Master  in  1886.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  as  Grand  Master  he  was  elected 
Grand  Representative  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  and  was  then  elected  to  the  same  body  as  Representa- 
tive from  the  Grand  Encampment,  thus  serving  two  full  terms  in 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  a  distinction  that  previous  to  that 
time  had  been  conferred  on  but  one  other  person  from  this  Juris- 
diction, the  Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax,  author  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  of 
our  Order.  He  attended  the  Grand  Lodge  for  full  sixty  sessions, 
and  for  ten  years  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances 
and  Appeals.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  same  committee  in 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  was  an  earnest  advocate  for  the 
admission  into  the  Order  of  young  men  18  years  of  age. 

When  Brother  Kenner  became  Grand  Master  he  found  the 
Order  in  this  State  in  a  condition  of  lethargy  and  he  at  once  took 
measures  to  revive  an  interest.  His  efforts  were  successful,  and 
the  Order  made  an  unprecedented  gain,  and  the  influence  of  that 
gain  has  continued  to  the  present  time,  placing  the  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction  in  the  highest  rank,  and  making  this  Jurisdiction  the 
admiration  of  all  sister  jurisdictions. 

But,  perhaps,  the  greatest  honor  and  most  enduring  that  was 
attained  by  Brother  Kenner  was  the  result  of  his  efforts  to  es- 
tablish In  this  State  a  Home  for  aged  and  indigent  Odd  Fellows, 
their  wives  and  orphans.  The  Home  at  Greensburg  may  well  be 
considered  as  a  monument  to  his  memory.     Tn  his  first  report  as 
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Grand  Master  he  urged  the  establishment  of  a  Home,  and  from 
that  time  on  he  was  unremitting  In  his  efforts  to  that  end. 
Shortly  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  as  Grand  Master  he  or- 
ganized the  Odd  Fellows  Home  Association  of  Indiana,  which  body 
was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  work  of  the 
Association  was  largely  educational,  and  for  the  purpose  of  creat- 
ing an  Interest  in  the  enterprise  circular  letters  were  sent  from 
time  to  time  to  all  the  lodges  and  encampments  in  the  State,  and 
by  this  means  the  members  of  the  Order  were  made  to  realize  the 
great  good  of  this  benevolence.  In  1893,  when  all  the  funds  that 
had  been  collected  were  lost,  when  the  Association  had  but  a  small 
parcel  of  land  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  after 
a  meeting  of  the  directors  of  the  Association,  which  meeting  was 
one  of  gloom  and  sadness.  Brother  Kenner  sat  for  some  moments 
in  deep  thought.  Suddenly  he  looked  up  and  said  to  the  writer, 
"I  am  going  to  dissolve  this  corporation  and  put  all  its  property 
into  the  control  and  keeping  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  The  sisters 
have  nothing  else  to  do,  and  I  know  they  will  carry  the  project  to 
a  successful  termination."  Our  magnificent  Home,  of  which  we 
are  all  justly  proud,  is  the  result  of  that  determination. 

The  writer  of  this  memorial  knew  Brother  Kenner  perhaps  bet- 
ter than  any  one  present  in  this  meeting.  He  knew  him  as  a 
schoolmate  in  the  seminary,  as  an  associate  in  young  manhood,  as 
a  partner  in  business,  and  above  all  as  a  true  friend  and  brother. 
Some  persons  looking  on  the  exterior  did  not  know  the  true  heart 
that  beat  within.  In  all  the  relations  of  life  he  labored  for  the 
good  of  mankind  and  the  community.  As  a  citizen  he  was  ever 
ready  to  do  his  part  for  the  public  welfare.  He  loved  our  noble 
Order,  and  while  he  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic;  of  the  Spanish-American  Volunteers,  and  a  charter 
member  of  Huntington  Lodge,  No.  93,  Knights  of  Pythias,  his  en- 
tire attention  was  given  to  Odd  Fellowship.  He  advocated  its 
principles  and  teachings,  and  many  a  member  of  the  Order  has 
been  benefited  by  his  brotherly  acts  in  time  of  need  and  trouble. 

On  the  morning  of  August  26,  1910,  Brother  Kenner  passed 
away  at  his  home  in  Huntington,  after  an  illness  of  several  months 
resulting  from  disabilities  contracted  during  his  service  in  the 
Civil  War.  His  funeral,  on  the  28th,  was  attended  by  a  large  con- 
course of  friends,  showing  the  respect  in  which  he  was  held  by  the 
community.  Ritualistic  services  were  conducted  at  the  residence 
by  the  Grand  Army  and  at  the  cemetery  by  the  Odd  Fellows, 
Grand  Master  A.  L.  Miller  and  Grand  Secretary  W.  H.  Leedy 
assisting.    "After  life's  fitful  fever,  be  sleeps  well."    We  can  only 
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say  in  passing,  "Farewell,  Brother;  we  hope  to  meet  you  in  the 
Eternal  Home ;"  and  though  the  clods  of  the  grave  may  rest  upon 
thy  body  and  its  frailties,  yet  we  will  ever  keep  your  virtues 
green  in  our  memory.

We,  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  that  part  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  relative  to  "Ju- 
venile Membership,"  having  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
would  report  as  follows : 

The  subject-matter  of  juvenile  membership  becoming  a  part  of 
Odd  Fellowship  is  not  provided  for  by  law.  Your  committee  is 
heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  cause  as  suggested  by  said  report, 
as  the  child  is  the  hope  of  our  Order.  We  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  our  representatives  at  the  coming  session  of  the  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge  be  instructed  to  bring  the  subject-matter  (of 
establishing  a  court  of  juvenile  members  as  suggested  by  the 
Grand  Secretary),  before  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  there 
use  their  best  efforts  to  bring  about  the  establishment  of  >ucli 
court.

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W.  I.  Hughes,  P.  GM  from  the  same  committee, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered 
and  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  at  the  request 
of  certain  Grand  officers,  desire  to  offer  the  following  on  the  sub- 
ject of  "Delinquent  Notices"  : 

The  present  form  provides  no  place  for  the  Financial  Secretary 
to  make  a  record  of  the  date  on  which  he  notified  a  brother  of 
his  delinquency.    Therefore,  we  recommend  the  following:* 

That  after  the  present  supply  of  delinquent  notices  is  ex- 
hausted, the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  suitable 
form  with  a  stub,  as  described  above,  so  the  financial  secretary's 
record  may  be  complete. 

E.  W.  Swarthout,  P.  G.,  from  the  same  committee, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered 
and  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  that  part  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  regarding 
"Fires,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  considered  the  same  and 
recommend  that  the  semi-annual  report  of  the  subordinate  lodges 
be  provided  with  a  clause  wherein  the  lodges  shall  report  the 
amount  of  fire  insurance  carried  on  lodge  buildings  and  on  per- 
sonal property. 

Also  that  Section  154  of  the  General  Laws  be  amended  to  pro- 
vide that  lodges  shall  carry  insurance  to  the  amount  of  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  estimated  value  of  its  property. 

This  will  materially  decrease  the  great  amount  of  losses  suf- 
fered each  year  by  the  subordinate  lodges  by  fire,  causing  financial 
embarrassment,  discouragement  and  frequently  the  loss  of  the 
lodge  altogether. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  this  subject-matter  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Legislative  Committee  for  consideration. 

Also  the  following  report,  which  was  considered 

and  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge.  I.  0.  0.  P.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  such  portions  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  as  relates 
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to  "Reports  of  Lodges,"  Tables  of  Comparison,"  and  "Roll  of 
Honor,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  considered  the  subjects 
referred  to,  which  show  much  careful  and  painstaking  preparation, 
and  our  Grand  Secretary  is  to  be  heartily  commended  on  the  same. 

Also  the  following  report,  which  was  considered 
and  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was 
referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  relating  to 
"Members  Dropped  for  Non-Payment  of  Dues,"  beg  leave  to  report 
that  we  have  examined  the  same  carefully,  especially  the  data  sub- 
mitted therewith. 

While  our  loss  is  not  so  great  as  in  some  former  years,  yet  it 
should  be  materially  reduced.  Much  good  can  be  accomplished  if 
our  lodges  will  be  very  careful  to  select  efficient  secretaries. 

We  would  recommend,  also,  that  a  list  of  delinquent  members 
whom  it  is  desirable  to  retain  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  write  such 
members  a  personal  letter  direct,  which  may  help  to  lessen  this 
great  loss. 

U.  Z.  Wiley,  P.  G.  Rep.,  from  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, made  the  following  report,  which  by  nnan- 
imous  consent,  was  considered  and  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
portion  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  relative  to  the  "Question 
of  New  Lodges,"  beg  to  report  that  the  question  of  new  lodges  is 
an  important  one  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

This  committee  feels  that  there  are  many  places  in  Indiana 
where  new  lodges  ought  to  be  instituted,  and  that  if  new  lodges 
were  instituted  in  the  localities  where  needed,  such  communities 
would  be  benefited  thereby,  many  men  and  women  would  be  led  to 
higher  ideals  of  life  and  conduct  through  the  Influence  our  Order 
would  exert  over  them,  aside  from  the  pecuniary  benefits  which 
would  flow  out  to  the  individual  members  of  such  lodges  and  the 
increased  revenues  which  would  accrue  ro  this  Grand  Lodge 
through  their  institution. 

Your  committee  feels  that  many  new  lodges  ought  to  be  insti- 
tuted and  that  at  least  twelve  ought  to  be  instituted  during  the 
year  which  is  about  to  begin. 
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We  realize  that  it  takes  time,  money  and  earnest  effort  to  go 
into  the  communities  where  new  lodges  are  now  needed,  and  we 
realize  too,  that  many  of  the  worthy  D,  D.  G.  M.'s  of  Indiana  are 
not  financially  able  to  give  the  time,  expend  the  money  and  devote 
the  effort  necessary  to  work  up  and  institute  such  lodges  without 
some  compensation  for  their  services,  and  your  committee  having 
duly  considered  the  question  submitted,  respectfully  recommend 
that  our  General  Laws  be  so  changed  that  the  charter  fee  now  due 
and  payable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  be  made  payable  to  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  instituting  such  lodge  or  lodges,  to  compen- 
sate him  in  full  for  the  time,  labor  and  money  expended  by  him 
in  working  up  and  instituting  such  lodge  or  lodges. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  Section  7  of  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  Laws  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  7.  Expense.  The  charter  fee  of  thirty  dollars  provided 
for  by  Section  5  hereof  shall  be  received  by  the  officer  instituting 
a  subordinate  lodge,  in  full  for  his  services  and  expenses  in  insti- 
tuting the  same.

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in 
this  Grand  Lodge  unless  he  shall  have  served  regularly  as  a  Vice- 
Grand  and  Noble  Grand  at  least  one  legal  term  in  some  sub- 
ordinate lodge,  except  only  in  the  case  of  the  first  Noble  Grand 
and  the  first  Vice-Grand  of  a  new  lodge,  and  also  in  case  of  a 
brother  elected  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  of  a  Noble  Grand  of  Vice- 
Grand  where  such  election  is  permitted  by  general  law ;  and  also 
unless  he  shall  be  a  member  in  good  standing  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge. 
And  these  qualifications  shall  be,  in  all  cases,  certified  to  by  the 
Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  of  all  lodges  concerned,  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  same  before  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree  shall  be 
conferred  upon  any  applicant  for  membership,  or  Representative- 
elect.

Sec.  159.  Not  to  Be  Divided,  Investment.  The  funds  and 
properties  of  a  lodge  are  not  subject  to  be  divided  in  any  manner 
among  the  members-  Individually,  or  between  one  lodge  and  an- 
other, but  shall  remain  for  its  legitimate  purpose  the  property  of 
the  lodge,  subject  to  the  liabilities  and  authority  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Such  funds  may  be  invested  in  such  property  ns  will  be 
useful  in  furthering  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  lodge,  or  will 
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produce  a  safe  income  for  its  benefits,  title  thereto  being  in  all 
cases  vested  in  the  lodge,  and  may  be  expended  in  carrying  out 
the  legitimate  purposes  of  the  Order,  but  shall  not  be  expended, 
donated  nor  paid  out  for  any  other  purpose  whatever;  Provided, 
That  a  lodge  shall  not  loan  funds  to.  nor  invest  funds  with,  its 
own  members. 


C.  W.  Blackburn,  P.  G.,  from  the  same  committee, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered  and 
ordered  printed  and  laid  over  until  next  session.

We,  your  Legislative  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resolutions  of  Past  Grand  B.  C.  Moon,  relative  to  Sections  216, 
21S,  223,  227,  228,  and  232  of  our  General  Laws,  have  carefully 
considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  the  proposed  action  be 
indefinitely  postponed.

"Whereas,  the  decision  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Journal 
1908,  report  25,  page  G53,  in  the  Louderback  case,  makes  necessary 
several  changes  in  our  trial  procedure,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  Sections  216,  218,  223,  227,  228,  232  of  our 
Subordinate  Lodge  Laws  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  216.  Reading  Depositions.  Depositions  and  parts  of  de- 
positions found  to  be  admissible  in  evidence  shall  be  read  to  and 
considered  by  the  trial  committee  along  with  the  testimony  of 
witnesses  examined  in  the  presence  of  said  committee.  But  depo- 
sitions and  parts  of  depositions  which  the  trial  committee  shall 
decide  are  inadmissible  and  shall  order  stricken  out,  shall  not  be 
considered  by  the  committee  In  making  up  its  finding;  nor  shall 
they  be  included  in  its  report  of  the  testimony  to  be  read  to  the 
lodge,  unless  requested  by  the  attorney  for  the  lodge  or  by  the 
defendant  or  his  attorney.  If  such  request  be  made,  the  deposi- 
tions or  parts  of  depositions  so  stricken  out  shall  be  reported  to 
the  lodge  and  the  lodge  shall  decide  whether  to  consider  such  ex- 
cluded depositions  or  parts  of  depositions  in  determining  the  guilt 
of  the  accused.  In  case  of  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  depo- 
sitions and  parts  of  depositions  stricken  out  and  excluded  by  the 
trial  committee  and  reported  to  the  lodge  shall  be  copied  into  the 
transcript,  together  with  the  rulings  thereon  by  the  lodge. 

"Sec.  218.  Credibility  of  Witnesses.  The  trial  committee, 
subject  to  review  by  the  lodge,  is  the  judge  of  the  credibility  of 
witnesses  and  the  weight  to  be  given  to  the  different  items  of  evi- 
dence. 

"Sec.  223.  Acquittal.  A  finding  by  the  trial  committee  or  a 
majority  thereof  that  the  accused  brother  is  not  guilty  or  that 
the  charges  are  not  sustained,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  unless 
the  lodge,  after  the  second  reading  of  such  report,  shall  order 
that  such  brother  be  tried  again  for  the  offense,  as  provided  in 
Section  229. 
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See.  227.  Report  to  Lie  Over.  The  report  shall  lie  over  one 
week,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  the  evidence  and  finding  of 
the  committee  shall  again  be  read  in  open  lodge,  and  a  vote  by 
ballot  shall  be  taken  on  the  question  whether  the  finding  shall  be 
sustained.  The  question  shall  be  determined  solely  by  the  vote  of 
the  members  present,  and  no  appeal  shall  lie  from  a  refusal  to 
concur  in  the  finding.  Vote  may  be  postponed  for  one  week  in 
case  of  imperative  necessity.  Members  who  refuse  to  vote  and  are 
not  excused  by  vote  of  the  lodge  shall  be  subject  to  punishment 
for  contempt. 

"Sec.  22S.  Separate  Vote  on  Each  Count.  If  the  accused  was 
prosecuted  on  two  or  more  different  charges,  the  lodge  shall  vote 
on  the  question  of  concurring  in  the  finding  as  to  each  charge 
separately. 

"Sec.  232.  Suspension  by  Operation  of  Law.  Should  a  ma- 
jority of  a  lodge  sustain  the  finding  of  a  trial  committee  that  the 
defendant  is  guilty  and  the  required  vote  can  not  be  procured  on 
the  night  of  the  trial  for  any  of  the  penalties  named  in  Sec.  230, 
the  brother  so  tried  shall  stand  suspended  for  a  period  of  three 
months,  at  which  time  he  shall  stand  reinstated  without  action  of 
the  lodge."
